THE CRUX OF THE SITUATION. 


Popular opinion holds two reasons for the presence 
of the National Guard organizations on the Mexican 
border: that the movement was due to stern military 
necessity, or that it was due to politics. Civilian knowl- 
edge and reasoning encompasses no other causes than 
this for the mobilization of the troops, and as the mental 
processes of the average National Guardsmen naturally 
are tinctured by civilian influences these two opinions 
appear to be those of the majority of the Guard. But 
now and again an independent thinker appears in all 
classes of men, and this seems to be the case with Major 
Cc. F. Sargent, an officer in the National Guard who 
has had twenty-five years’ experience in military service, 
and a man to whom, apparently, experience (like the 
night in the old French proverb) has brought “conseil.” 
Major Sargent made an address in Boston the other day 
on the subject of the “Organization of the Massachusetts 
Troops” before a preparedness society, in the course of 
which he answered completely, we think, the question 
as to why the National Guard was sent to the border. 

“Why are our troops kept at the border?’ Major 
Sargent inquired. ‘We little fellows think that we 
have the solution. This is mine: The troops at the 
border have the chance to show whether they are efficient. 
There are and long have been decided differences of 
opinion whether the National Guard really is worth its 
cost; whether it is an efficient fighting force for emer- 
gencies. We of the National Guard think that we are 
eflicient. If the National Guard is effective for fighting 
then it is a splendid arm to depend upon; if inefficient, 
it is of little use. Here at the border, for the first time, 
the Government has a chance to see if we are efficient. 
It is generally conceded that it needs two or three 
months to get the officers and men acclimated. When 
they went there they could not stand a thirty-mile 
march. They were from the offices, the shops and the 
factories, and they were ‘soft’ or green men and had 
to be hardened for the work. We are there—I say ‘we’ 
because: I am a member and while I am here to-day I 
may be ordered there to-morrow—and we must be put 
into shape. They are going to give us a maneuver, and 
that maneuver will show whether we are of use. If 
the Army view is true we are no good, and if we are 
no good, then it’s no use to maintain the National 
Guard. If we are shown to be inefficient, then we go 
by the board. When we come back home some states 
may try to maintain tin soldiers, but their efforts will 
be failures.” 

That is the crux of the situation. It was the kind 
of talk that was never heard from the ranks of the 
National Guard while the National Defense Act was in 
the making, or if a solitary voice was lifted up in that 
strain it was drowned out by the clamorous voices to 
the contrary. This National Guard officer knows, and 
has the courage to express the fact, that before the 
National Guard can be of any military use to this 
country it must come up to the accepted standards of 
military efficiency. When the officers of the U.S. Army 
are permitted to have their way with the Guard organi- 
zations, unfettered by political influences, they can make 
soldiers of them, as General Parker illustrated in his 
admirable letter printed in our issue of Aug. 26 under 
the heading, “A Test in Cavalry Training.” In five 
weeks after the men of the 1st Illinois Cavalry arrived 
at Brownsville the regiment took part in a review and 
made a showing, according to General Parker, “that a 


Regular regiment would have been quite well satisfied 
with.” Major Sargent’s remarks and the experience 
of the 1st Illinois Cavalry Regiment bear out two 
principles always insisted on by the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. These are that the future existence of the 
National Guard as an auxiliary of national defense rests 
on the personnel of the organizations themselves; and 
that when a military task is entrusted to the officers of 
the U.S. Army it is well and thoroughly done. It is 
when the politician enters into its affairs that bungling 
begins. 7

THE HEALTH OF OUR TROOPS. 

Judging from the reports issued by the War Depart- 
ment up to the present as to the health of the U.S. 
troops in the field, it may be safely said that sanitary 
conditions have been vastly improved in our Army since 
the Spanish-American War. And it may also be said 
that the Medical Corps has kept abreast of the advance 
of medical knowledge in the last eighteen years to the 
betterment of the condition of the officers and men of 
the U.S. Army and of the National Guard. 

While it is true that absolute comparisons cannot be 
made as yet between the health statistics of the present 
mobilization and those of the campaign of 1898, it is 
possible to make relative comparisons; and these are all 
to the advantage of this year’s work in the field. 
According to Surgeon General Stérnberg’s report for 
the months May-September, 1898, the tabulation repre- 
sented a strength of 167,168 men, while this year we 
have a total of 139,222 men in the field, according to 
the statistics issued by the War Department on Aug. 5. 
That is not so great a difference in the gross numbers 
of men in the two mobilizations as to seriously affect 
the percentages; while in the present mobilization there 
is a total absence of the mention of such diseases as 
yellow fever, typhoid, malarial fever, with the consequent 
“weakness, prostrations, anemia and emaciation of the 
troops,” resulting from these fevers, which brought about 
the scandalous and untruthful newspaper stories of 
“starvation” at Camp Wikof. 

In the months of the Spanish War covered by General 
Sternberg’s report there were 1,715 deaths among the 
troops, of which 640 were from typhoid fever alone. 
Complete statistics of the deaths in the National Guard 
since the troops were mobilized have not been issued as 
yet, but the partial reports show an extremely low death 
and sickness rate among the men of the Guard, the week 
of Aug. 5 giving only two deaths in the Guard organi- 
zations with a sick rate of 1.14 per cent. This was for 
98,500 men. In the same report the Regulars had six 
deaths for the week and a sickness percentage of 2.45, 
these figures being for the 40,722 men on the border and 
in Mexico. The weekly health report from the Southern 
Department for the week ending Aug. 19 shows the same 
general proportion, the percentage of sick in the National 
Guard being 1.17 with three deaths and of the Regulars 
2.02 with two deaths. The fact that the sick rate among 
the Regulars is higher than among the men of the 
National Guard is only a repetition of the experience of 
1898, as indicated by General Sternberg’s tables, which 
show a death rate of 3.62 among the Volunteers in 
August of that year, while among the Regulars the death 
rate was 5.83, the whole experience of the Santiago 
campaign giving the Regulars a higher rate than that 
of the National Guard. 

On Aug. 23 Dr. Thomas Darlington, of New York 
city, made a report to General Funston of the health 
conditions in the military camps along the border and 
in Mexico, his report being based on a month’s study 
of conditions. Summarizing his report for the press, Dr. 
Darlington said: “The sick rate is low. I think that 
summarizes the situation. Although there is room for 
constructive work in a medical way, I can truthfully 
say that the folks back home need have no fear but that 
adequate steps are being taken by military authorities 
to safeguard the health of Guardsmen who are engaged 
in border service. The point is, in Mexico, as along the 
border, Army officials have done their best for the com- 
fort and health of the men.” 

In view of the fact that there has not been a single 
case of typhoid fever and only six deaths from disease 
among the Regulars who entered Mexico five months ago, 
General Pershing said on Aug. 22, commenting on the 
health report: “This is a remarkable record for an 
expedition serving in this sort of a country with nothing 
but field equipment. It probably is as low a record as 
any similar expedition ever has set and shows the 
wonderful strides made along sanitary lines within the 
last few years and the high efficiency of the sanitary 
department. It also shows the high appreciation of 
sanitary regulation by line officers, who have been held 
to a strict account for violations by these commands. 

“Only once during the life of the expedition has there 
been what threatened to become an epidemic. This 
occurred recently at a camp south of headquarters, where 
the water caused a number of cases of amebic dysentery. 
When the sick rate climbed to five per cent. the chief 
surgeon and his entire corps were sent from headquarters. 
A quick and exhaustive study of camp conditions was 
made and measures taken which soon reduced the rate 
to 1.7 per cent. The chief means used in curing this 
epidemic was the chloridation bag. This destroyed the 
organisms in the water which caused the diseases At 
one time there were 125 cases at the camp mentioned. 
There are now thirteen. From available data it appears 
that the sick rate in the expedition is less than half 
that in the United States.” 

General Sternberg made the criticism in his Spanish 
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War report that the prevalence of sickness in the camps 
was caused by the “manner of occupation” rather than 
by the sites. It would seem that there had been as much 
improvement in this respect as in all others under the 
direction of the Army, an excellent illustration of which 
is to be found at the Tobyhanna, Pa., camp, at which 
there never have been more than five patients at once 
in the hospital. 


THIRTY-FIVE TONS OF LETTERS. 


One of the most frequently stated literary bromides— 
and there is no source of bromides so prolific as your 
average scornful and superior littérateur—is that letter 
writing is a lost art. This statement shows a lament- 
able state of ignorance of the habits of the men of the 
U.S. Army and of the National Guard which we, as 
guardians of that unappreciated vineyard, are quick to 
note. But the officers of the Y.M.C.A. are better in- 
formed as to the epistolary traits of the men of two 
branches of the Service, and have provided against 
the wants of the troops stationed along the Mexican 
border thirty-five tons of writing materials in the form 
of two millions of envelopes and five million sheets of 
letter paper; which, in a coloquialism not yet too ancient 
to be used in these columns, affords a chance for “some” 
letter writing! 

One might moralize over the messages that are likely to 
go out from the border camps on those five million sheets 
of paper and within those two million envelopes. Mes- 
sages of love and comfort, words of cheer and affection, 
sentences that will hearten mightily the spirits of those 
receiving them, phrases that will veil young eyes and 
old with a mist of tears and fill hearts with gratitude 
and hope. In this garland of the happiest of all human 
qualities—and here rises up the cynicism of our craft— 
only one thorn obtrudes its pricking point; this is, that 
some of those two million missives may contain poems 
for the editor whose special and only predilection is for 
prose contributions. 

The mental processes of the enlisted men both in the 
Regular Army; and the National Guard present two 
familiar phenomena. The average Regular seldom writes 
a letter except when he has something to say, and then 
he always says it in terse English that allows no mis- 
interpretation of his point. The critical members of 
the Guard when called out undef such a mobilization 
order as that of the President’s on June 18 usually 
begin with lamentations over their rations, their mode 
of transportation, the discomforts of camp life in general. 
In this these discontented Guardsmen are more than 
aided and abetted by the newspapers; for it is one 
of the unfailing traditions of American journalism that 
every and all mobilizations of the National Guard must 
be pictured as a thing of desolation and bad manage- 
ment, bringing hardship and misery to many homes. In 
some respects American journalism is markedly lacking 
in originality. 

But before he has been in camp for long the Guards- 
man experiences a change of heart, and his epistolary 
messages change with this cardiac revolution. He finds 
in Army life a mental freedom such as he may never 
have known. He discovers that his life is ordered for 
him, that his meals are forthcoming without any effort 
on his part, that beyond his routine of work he has not 
a care in the world. Once this sinks into his conscious- 
ness he looks on life through optimistic eyes, and his 
letters reflect that spirit. A typical letter of this kind 
appeared in the Havre de Grace Republican a few days 
ago from Sergeant Tydings, of the 1st Maryland In- 
fantry, in camp with his regiment at Hagle Pass. 
Sergeant Tydings found Eagle Pass “an exceptionally 
healthy town, with no mosquitoes and few flies.” The 
days were hot, “but the nights were cool.” The “sani- 
tary arrangements were all that could be desired,” and 
the “food was exceptionally good, there being much 
more variety than at home.” He remarks, incidentally, 
“to-morrow is pay day and I have six dollars coming 
to me for twelve days’ work, but it looks like a mint.” 
And he ends his letter with this compliment to the 
officers and men of the Service, which is the best part 
of the wisdom he has acquired: “If we do have trouble 
the U.S. Army is going to surprise a lot of its critigs. 
The Regulars who are stationed here with us are 
surely on the job and they know their business.” When 
all the people of the United States learn what Sergeant 
Tydings has it will be a better thing for them and for 
the Army as well. In that case the thirty-five tons of 
letters, the contemplation of which suggested these 
remarks, will not have been written, mailed and read 
in vain. 

That the soldiers on the border may get the fastest 
possible service on their mail, the Post Office Depart- 
ment has sent an efficiency expert, M. H. Bunn, to San 
Antonio, Texas. “The Post Office Department realizes 
that an enormous volume of mail has been thrown on 
the small post offices in the border towns,” said Mr. 
Bunn in a newspaper interview. “There is a little post 
office at Llano Grande, Texas, now handling 14,000 
pieces of mail a day, while before the soldiers came the 
daily run was four pieces.” 
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Three officers of the Swiss army will soon leave 
Switzerland for Colombia, to undertake the reorganiza- 
tion of the army of that South American republic. 
Colombia recently requested the Swiss government to 
send for a period of three years three competent Swiss 
officers to reorganize the Colombian army along Swiss 
lines, 
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Few laymen write with so much common sense and 
appreciation of the facts of preparedness as does Father 
Gerald C. Treacy in the Jesuit weekly, “America,” on 
the Naval Militia cruise and what it means. “Certainly 
it is obvious,” writes Father Treacy, “that four weeks 
at sea will not make man-o’-war’s men out of an office 
force. But it will furnish first-hand information about 
the many phases of active naval service and the scope 
of the training required to make a modern seaman, 
and the civilian will come ashore with some accurate 
notions of the needs of the Navy. He will be able to 
inform others of ‘what is what’ aboard ship, and in 
consequence the future may witness less loose thinking 
and talking against sane preparedness and adequate 
national defense. An understanding of naval duties will 
surely enable the citizen to do his part in a national 
crisis more intelligently, even if he never leaves land 
again. And if his leanings are toward naval service he 
will have learned in what capacity he can best serve 
his country. Is not that something in return for the 
inconvenience or experience of four weeks at sea? For 
there is no denying the fact that the practice cruise 
means inconvenience, as there is no room for a summer 
garden or a Waldorf café on board a man-o’-war. It is 
built for fighting and every detail of design is thought 
out in terms of fighting efficiency. Most of the space 
is taken up by the necessary equipment for fighting and 
maneuvering purposes. Only a limited supply of fresh 
food can be carried along on a cruise, and a good deal 
of the work to be done is qualified by the unpoetic 
epithet ‘dirty.’ But the civilian is taught by a brief 
experience that hundreds of men quartered in a rela- 
tively small space can spend their lives without many 
conveniences and still preserve excellent health. He is 
taught to accustom himself to discomfort, and is shown 
what war conditions might exact of him, unprepared 
and untrained as he is. The idea of the ‘floating Platts- 
burgs’ is to take patriotism out of the realm of song 
singing and Fourth of July orations, and bring it down 
to earth, which is generally rather dirty, and always 
rather real. Certainly this sounds like a good experiment 
in days when a world war can blaze into fury over night.”

The recorder of the Illinois Commandery of the Loyal 
Legion, Capt. Simeon H. Crane, calls our attention to 
the objects cf the Order as thus stated in Article III. 
of the constitution: “The objects of this Order shall be 
to cherish the memories and associations of the war 
waged in defense of the unity and indivisibility of the 
Republic; strengthen the ties of fraternal fellowship and 
sympathy formed by companionship in arms; advance 
the best interests of the soldiers and sailors of the United 
States, especially of those associated as companions of 
this Order, and extend all possible relief to their widows 
and children ; foster the cultivation of military and naval 
science; enforce unqualified allegiance to the General 
Government; protect the rights and liberties of American 
citizenship, and maintain national honor, union and 
independence.” The Order undoubtedly lives up to its 
obligation to cherish the memories and associations of 
the Civil War and strengthen the ties of fraternal fellow- 
ship and sympathy formed by companionship in arms and 
extend relief to widows and children, which last is seldom 
required, as the members of the Order are, as a rule, a 
pretty independent lot of veterans. We are not able 
to speak for the Illinois Commandery, but a somewhat 
extensive experience with the Order elsewhere has given 
us the impression that the remaining requirements of 
the article are a dead letter. ‘‘Let us go and celebrate 
ourselves” advises Walt Whitman, and this advice is 
very religiously followed in the meetings of the Order. 
Not that they are subject to criticism on this account, 
but they might well do these things and not leave the 
others undone. What are they doing, or what have they 
ever done, to foster “the cultivation of military and naval 
science”? They might lend a hand in this way just now 
by urging the enforcement of the principle of universal 
military service, which was adopted as a result of ex- 
periences during the War of the Revolution and imme- 
diately following that war, but which has never been 
put in force by appropriate legislation.

A joint board of Army and Navy officers was appointed 
on Aug. 25 to witness and report upon certain demon- 
strations and tests of the Hammond system of torpedo 
control.

of the exclusive rights of the John Hays Hammond and 
the Radio Engineering Company of New York dis- 
coveries and inventions in the art of control by radio- 
dyramic energy of the movement of water-borne carrie*s 
of high explosives $750,000 has been appropriated by 
Congress. d The conditions provide that the sum shall 
not be paid except upon the approval by the President 
of a report of a board of three Army and three Navy 
officers, which report must be favorable to the acquisi- 
tion of such rights after a demonstration of the said 
system. To provide for the demonstration $30,000 of 
the sum appropriated may be applied to the expense 
of conducting the tests, exclusive of the services of the 
Hammond Company, which services shall be rendered 
free of charge. The amount so applied shall be imme- 
diately available in the event of the purchase of such 
rights, to be considered as part payment of the purchase 
price of the same. The Commissioner of Patents is 
authorized and directed, in the event of the Government’s 
purchasing the Hammond patents, to keep applications 
for the patents in the secret archives of the Patent Office, 
not open to disclosures even in cases of interferences. 
For the procurement and installation of one radiodynamic 
torpedo unit $417,000 has been appropriated, but no 
part of this sum can be expended unless the United 
States shall first acquire the right of John Hays Ham- 
_——- jr., and the Radio Engineering Company of New 
ork.

The Army and Navy Department of the Y.M.C.A. in

The task 
of our soldiers on the border is important and useful. 
They are preserving the public peace and safety of their 
fellow-citizens. And yet, because they are there in 
sufficient numbers to accomplish this task without active 
military operations, there are certain peculiar conditions 
of impatience and unrest arising. For this I know of 
no cure, except the opportunities for reading, diversion 
and association which such agencies as the Y.M.C.A. 
afford, and I am, therefore, both filled with admiration 
and gratitude for the sanity and enthusiasm with which 
your secretaries have entered into this important task.” 





Col. D. E. McCarthy, U.S.A., Department Q.M. of 
Western Department, with headquarters at Chicago, 
has posted appeals to prominent citizens asking them 
to serve in the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Q.M. Corps. 
Accompanying the appeal is a statement of what service 
is expected of the officers in this branch. “There is 
room for a good deal of first class business tal»nt in 
the Quartermaster’s Department,’ says the Chicago 
Herald. “A casual glance at a partial list of the gentle- 
men to whom the appeal was sent, which begins with 
George M. Reynolds and J. Ogden Armour and ends 
with R. R. Donnelley, is enough to convince even the 
casually informed that Colonel McCarthy is addressing 
himself to an extremely first class aggregation of business 
talent. With a few of these men connected actively 
with the department a great many of the errors made 
during the mobilization a few months ago would cer- 
tainly be avoided. There’s nobody too big for Uncle 
Sam to call on, and it is a safe assumption that there’s 
nobody in the list who thinks himself too big to serve 
Uncle Sam. There may be plenty of good and sufficient 
reasons why they may not accept the invitation to enroll, 
but in case Colonel McCarthy enlists merely their co- 
operation in the effort to get efficient men for the 
Quartermaster Officers’ Reserve he will have done some- 
thing worth while—something making directly and 
powerfully for greater efficiency.” 





A new scheme of joint recruiting for the U.S. Army 
and the National Guard of New-York was put into 
operation at New York city on Aug. 26. With the aid 
of the Army recruiting officers, the National Guard 


officers expect to obtain much desired recruits, and at 
the same time applicants who present themselves for 
enlistment at the National Guard recruiting stations 
are informed of the benefits which may be derived from 
enlistment in the Regular Establishment, so that the 
scheme works both ways. The headquarters of the new 
recruiting agency is at the armory of the 9th Coast 
Defense Command, No. 125 West Fourteenth street, 
near Sixth avenue. Major William A. Niver, of the 
Adjutant General’s Department, has charge of the work 
in the entire lower Manhattan district, and. several of 
his men are stationed at various points with posters and 
literature, as the first phase of the campaign is to be 
an educational one. The Regular Army officer who is 
in charge of recruiting for this district and who is co- 
operating with Major Niver is Col. R. D. Walsh, Cav. 





The Pittsburgh Gazette Times of Aug. 27 makes the 
following statement by way of introduction to extracts 
from the article in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL on 
“Losses in Battle’: “When the loose writer or speaker 


wishes to shock the general ear these days he knows 
that in exaggerating numbers killed on Europe’s battle- 
fields he is fairly safe, that few readers will take the 
trouble of challenging the accuracy of his statements 
and that a great many are in ignorance of the truth, and 
therefore credulous. These careless or bombastic word 
jugglers evidently enjoy starfling their audiences; but 
apparently they hold their intelligence cheaply. One 
thing is certain, they do infinite harm. An example of 
this sort of thing is the following expression of opinion 
published in Pittsburgh: ‘Another year of war and 
Europe will find itself confronted with only the Russians. 
The Slav will have arrived because of the weakened 
condition of the nations to the west and will easily 
become master of Europe.’ Such a statement is 
ridiculous, of course, but dangerous.” 





San Francisco and Oakland, Cal., are talking of a 
five-mile bridge to connect the two cities, says the New 
York Evening Post; plans, indeed, have been submitted 
to the Secretary of War, and a board of Army Engineers 
has been appointed which is now holding hearings in the 
two cities preparatory to a report upon the feasibility 
of the undertaking. It is stated that over 40,000,000 
people are annualiy carried across the bay and that at 
rush hours the ferries are uncomfortably crowded. Traffic 
is increasing at such a rate, too, that before the’ bridge 
could be completed, five years from now, it would have 
doubled. The proposed bridge would have two decks, 
one for steam and electric trains, the other for vehicular 
traffic. Four transcontinental railway systems now 
terminate in Oakland, and these would be carried across 
into the heart of the larger city. The estimated cost 
is $22,000, Two high spans near the San Francisco 
shore, each 600 feet long, would allow for the passage 
of shipping. The bridge would quite put in the shade 
that over the Firth of Forth.

better than in tents. ‘The principal benefit will be 
physical, and the next mental. It will make office 
workers get into good condition and will give them a 
different view of life. Every camp of this sort makes 
the men who take the training more efficient in their 
ordinary pursuits and also takes us one step nearer to 
universal military training.’

In the ARMy AND Navy Journat for Aug. 5 we 
printed a letter from an officer stationed on the Mexican 
border calling attention to the brief period of leave now 
allowed by the War Department, fifteen days being the 
allowance when the officer wrote although five days was 
all that was allowed a short time before that. B ‘tish 
officers, according to orders published in the Jour: 1 of 
the United Service Institution of India, are entitled to 
the following “special war leaves”: “All British officers 
of the British and Indian services serving regimentally, 
or on the staff or with departments and services, may be 
granted war leave up to a maximum of thirty days in 
any one year (April 1 to March 31). In addition to, or 
in combination with, the above, district or temporary 
leave for a period not exceeding fifteen days, may be 
granted at the discretion of general officers commanding.” 
Great Britain is at war; and yet her officers can _ get 
three times the length of leave the officers of the U.S. 
Army can in time of “peace.”

During the fiscal year just concluded the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey printed 162,510 copies of 
charts for distribution. This exceeds the previous record 
of 143,668 copies in 1914 by 18,842. Notwithstanding 
the increased output, the survey is unable to keep pace 
with the demand, says the Scientific American. The 
report for June shows that 12,450 charts, 390 coast 
pilots and 260 tide tables were issued in the closing 
month of the fiscal year. In the preparation of publica- 
tions for the assistance of mariners, one drawing for a 
new chart was completed; extensive corrections were 
made on thirty-one plates; four new charts and_ three 
new editions of charts were printed, and sixty-six re- 
prints were made. 
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A pamphlet issued Aug. 26 by Brig. Gen. Henry P. 
McCain, The Adjutant General, explains how the soldier 
may take advantage of lucrative offers provided he has 
demonstrated his efficiency for civil employment during 
enlistment. Recruiting officers are named in twenty- 
three states through whom application may be made for 
employment. The pamphlet emphasizes the fact that 
the Army offers exceptional advantages to those who 
desire to fit themselvés for almost any line of vocational 
work. It also contains a long list of positions scattered 
throughout the United States in the filling of which 
former soldiers will be given preference. Many of these 
are state or municipal employments at salaries ranging 
up to $1,800 a year.

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The American Red Cross announced in Washington 
on Aug. 27 that fifty-five of its most expert nurses had 
been sent to the border for duty with the troops, and 
that additional groups had been organized and were 
ready to go as soon as the War Department designates 
places for them. ‘The Department recently asked the 
organization to choose 100 nurses for border service. 
Two are being taken from each of the twenty-five Red 
Cross base hospital units recently organized, so that all 
the units may be placed on a better footing for active 
service.

Force, Pacific Fleet, in an address delivered on board 
the cruiser South Dakota at San Diego, Cal., to the 
civilian volunteers who are undergoing naval training. 
The Admiral expressed surprise that the ~ ~»le on the 
west coast took so little interest in the unprot+.‘ed state 
of their coastline and declared that it was tim they 
awoke to the necessity for adequate preparedness. 


“T thought it might be of interest to Army -people to 
know that at last a place has been found where the 
Army can be used to a good advantage,” writes a corre- 
spondent at the Presidio, who notes in a San Francisco 
paper the following in an advertisement of a Western 
railroad: “Excursions East—Choice of Routes—via 
Salt Lake City and scenic Colorado or via Los Angeles 
and the Mexican Border, where the camps of Uncle 
Sam’s Army can be plainly seen from our car windows.”

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THE MACHINE GUN QUESTION. 


Mr. Robert M. Calfee, representing the Savage Arms 
Company, addressed a letter on July 27, 1916, to Hoh. 
Robert F. Hopwood, House of Representatives, Wash- 
ington, D.C., giving a history from his point of view 
of the efforts made by Col. I. N. Lewis, U.S.A., retired, 
to secure the adoption by the Government of the auto- 
matic gun that bears his name. Colonel Lewis, who has 
been a prolific inventor of military and commercial 
contrivances, very early in his career adopted the policy, 
as Mr. Calfee tells us, of offering the free use of his 
inventions to the Government that had furnished him 
with his education at the Military Academy. In May, 
1896, Colonel Lewis wrote to the Board of Ordnance. 
and Fortification offering his dial telegraph for military 
use without conditions, and including in this offer “every 
instrument or device that I may at any time submit to 
you.” Similar specific offers were made later on of 
rights to a service quadrant and a field gun (Oct. 6, 
1900). Nov. 10, 1906, Colonel Lewis wrote to the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortification asking to have it officially 
recorded that he had “no pecuniary interest whatever, 
direct or indirect, in the manufacture or sale to the 
Government of any of his inventions.” ; 

A similar statement was made verbally to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Ordnance and Fortification with 
reference to the automatic gun when in June, 1911, 
Colonel Lewis went to Washington to call attention to 
this invention. On May 2, 1912, the automatic gun was 
formally presented to the board for trial in a field test. 
Such a trial was refused in a letter from the board 
dated June 12, 1912. Then followed an attempt on 
the part of the Automatic Arms Company to secure a 
reversal of the decision of the board to refuse a field 
or service test of the gun, and a refusal on the part of 
the gun company to allow the gun to be tested at the 
Springfield Arsenal “under a board,” as Mr. Calfee says, 
“which the Automatic Arms Company, either rightly or 
wrongly, believed would be dominated and controlled 
by General Crozier, and those appointed by -him.” 
Finally, on Feb. 17, 1913, while Col. Rogers Birnie was 
in temporary control of the Ordnance Office, a com- 
promise arrangement was’ suggested by him by which 
one Lewis gun was to be tested at Springfield and 
another submitted simultaneously to a field test by 
“officers of the Service who would be called upon to use 
the machine guns in the field and in time of war.” This 
arrangement was agreed to between Colonel Birnie and 
the secretary of the Automatic Arms Company at a 
meeting held in the office of the Chief of Ordnance 
Feb. 17, 1913, Mr. Calfee tells us, and he further 
states that a telegram from Colonel Birnie followed 
the next day asking that this verbal agreement be sus- 
pended. 

This was followed in March, 1913, by an agreement 
made by the Automatic Arms Company, against the 
protest of Colonel Lewis, to submit their gun to a test 
at Springfield Armory “by a board of officers from the 
several arms in the Service engaged in the manufacture 
and use of machine guns,” including a test of the avail- 
ability of the gun for use on airships and for attacking 
airships from the ground. It was further agreed that a 
field test should follow the armory test. The gun tried 
at Springfield was one of the first of the models produced 
by the Birmingham (England) Small Arms Company. 
The Automatic Company claimed that the armory test 
showed that some parts of the gun had not been properly 
tempered, and they asked to be permitted to submit 
another gun for the field test. |This request was refused. 
A further request that they might submit a Lewis gun 
for trial by the board which, in 1914, tested the Vickers 
and the Benét in competition was also refused. After 
referring to various official tests of the Lewis gun Mr. 
Calfee goes on to say: 

“Apparently a determined effort was made upon the 
part of General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, to prevent 
any test of the Lewis gun except at Springfield, and to 
absolutely prevent any tests of the gun in connection 
with aeroplane work. In July, 1912, an effort was 
made by the Chief Signal Officer to use the Lewis gun 
in connection with the maneuvers that were planned to 
take place in the month of August, 1912, at Bridgeport, 
Conn., at which time the United States aeroplanes were 
to be used for scouting purposes. At the request of 
Gen. George P. Scriven, Chief Signal Officer, the Auto- 
matic Arms Company, through Colonel Lewis, tendered 
to the Signal Officer the use of one or two Lewis guns 
firing standard United States ammunition. The tender 
was accepted. An application was made by the Chief 
Signal Officer for 5,000 rounds of service ammunition 
to be used in the Lewis gun for aeroplane service during 
the maneuvers. General Crozier took the position that, 
if service ammunition was to be used from any of the 
aeroplanes, it must be fired from a ‘service’ machine 
gun, which, of course, meant the Benét-Mercier gun, 
which had been adopted by General Crozier and recom- 
mended for use in the U.S. Army.” 

We have quoted this much from the letter of Mr. 
Calfee to Representative Hopwood solely for the purpose 
of showing what attempts have been made during the 
past five years to secure the adoption of the Lewis gun 
by the United States Government, while meantime the 
Lewis gun has come into extensive use upon the battle- 
fields of Europe. The evidence of this latter fact comes 
to us from such a variety of foreign sources that we 
find ourselves, in the language of the courts, compelled 
to take judicial notice of it as a fact. The gun has 
passed beyond the stage of ordnance experiment, and its 
value to our Service should be determined in some other 
method than by armory tests. 

We do not assume to pass judgment upon the differ- 
ences between Colonel Lewis and General Crozier. It 
is obvious that differences do exist and have existed 
from the beginning. Both are officers of the Army 
entitled to equal consideration from us,-and both are 
experts in matters of ordnance. What we insist upon 
is that the Lewis gun should be taken out of this 
controversy. large amount of money has been voted 
by Congress for the purchase of machine guns, and the 
Army and the Navy of the United States should have 
the best machine guns that money will purchase; one 
or more models according to their several uses. The 
selection should not be subjected to even the color of a 
suspicion that it has been influenced by a prejudgment 
for or against any particular gun. In our issue of Aug. 
12, page 1621, we sugested how this selection might be 
made in a way to secure the best results without excit- 
ing any controversy. as to the fairness of the tests.

THE REVISED ARTICLES OF WAR. 


The revised Articles of War became law on Aug. 29, 
1916, when the President signed the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, H.R. 17498. The President on Aug. 18— 
because of his objection to certain changes which had 
been wrought in conference upon the revised Articles 
of War (under which retired officers of the Army were 
omitted from those subject to the provisions of the 
Articles)—vetoed the original Army Appropriation bill, 
H.R. 16460, which had been passed by House and Senate. 
When the bill was reintroduced in the House as H.R. 
17498, with the entire Articles of War eliminated, it 
was promptly passed by the House. The Senate then 


added the Articles of War in a form that overcame the 
objections raised by the President in his veto message, 
and the House on motion of Mr. Hay accepted the bill 
as it came from the Senate on Aug. 25. ‘Lnis perfected 


‘The Articles of War torm Section % of the Army bill 
and are a revision of Section 1342 of the Revised 
Statutes. Articles 4, 18, 14, 15, 2¥, 42, 47, 49 and 92 
take effect at once; the remaining articles take effect 
on March 1, 1917. As the revised articles are now law 
we give their full text, as follows: 


TEXT OF THE REVISED ARTICLES OF WAR. 


(Part of H.R. 17498.) 


Sec. 3. That Sec. 1842 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States be, and the same is hereby, amended to 
read as follows: 


Sec. 1342. The articles included in this section shall be 
known as the Articles of War and shall at all times and in all 
places govern the armies of the United States. 


I. PRELIMINARY PROVISIONS. 

Article 1. Definijtions—The following words when used in 
these articles shall be construed in the sense indicated in this 
article, unless the context, shows that a different sense is in- 
tended, namely: 

(a) The word “officer’’ shall be construed to refer to a com- 
missioned officer; 

b) The word “‘soldier’’ shall be construed as including a 
non-commissioned officer, a private, or any other enlisted man; 

(c) The word “company” shall be understood as including 
a troop or battery; and 

(d) The word “battalion” shall be understood as including 
a squadron, 

Art, 2. Persons subject to military law.—The following per- 
sons are subject to these articles and\shall be understood as 
included in the term “any person subject to military law,” 
or “persons subject to military law,” whenever used in these 
articles: Provided, That nothing contained in this act, except 
as specifically provided in Art. 2, subparagraph (c), shall be 
construed to apply to any person under the United States 
— jurisdiction, unless otherwise specifically provided by 
aw. : 

(a) All officers and soldiers belonging to the Regular Army 
of the United States; all volunteers, from the dates of their 
muster or acceptance into the military service of the United 
States; and all other persons lawfully called, drafted, or ordered 
into, or to duty or for training in, the said service, from the 
dates they are required by the terms of the call, draft, or order 
to obey the same; 

(b) Cadets; 

(c) Officers and soldiers of the Marine Corps when detached 

for service with the armies of the United States by order of 
the President: Provided, That an officer or soldier of the 
Marine Corps when so detached may be tried by military court- 
martial for an offense committed against the laws for the gov- 
ernment of the naval service prior to his detachment, and for 
an offense committed against these articles he may be tried 
by a naval court-martial after such detachment ceases; 
_ (d) All retainers to the camp and all persons accompany- 
ing or serving with the armies of the United States without 
the territorial jurisdiction of the United States, and in time 
of war all such retainers and persons accompanying or serving 
with the armies of the United States in the field, both within 
and without the territorial jurisdiction of the United States, 
though not otherwise subject to these articles; 

(e) All persons under sentence adjudged by courts-martial; 

(f) All persons admitted into the Regular Army Soldiers’ 
Home at Washington, Districi of Columbia. 


II, COURTS-MARTIAL, 
Art. 3. Courts-martial classified ——Courts-martial shall be of 
three kinds, namely: First, general courts-martial; second, 
special courts-martial, and third, .summary courts-martial. 


A. COMPOSITION. 

Art. 4.*Who may serve on courts-martial.—All officers in the 
military service of the United States, and officers of the Marine 
Corps when detached for service with the Army by order of 
the President, shall be competent to serve on courts-martial 
for the trial of any persons who may lawfully be brought be- 
fore such courts for trial. 

Art. 5. General courts-martial—General courts-martial may 
consist of any number of officers from five to thirteen, inclu- 
sive; but they shall not consist of less than thirteen, when 
that number can be convened without manifest injury to the 
service. 

Art. 6. Special courts-martial—Special courts-martial may 
consist of any number of officers from three to five, inclusive. 


Art. 7. Summary courts-martial—A summary court-martial 
shall consist of one officer. 


B. BY WHOM APPOINTED. 

Art. 8. General courts-martial—The President of the United 
States, the commanding officer of a territorial division or de- 
partment, the Superintendent of the Military Academy, the com- 
manding officer of an army, an army corps, a division, or a 
separate brigade, and, when empowered by the President, the 
commanding officer of any district or of any force or body of 
troops may appoint general courts-martial; but when any such 
commander is the accuser or the prosecutor of the person or 
persons to be tried, the court shall be appointed by superior 
competent authority, and no officer shall be eligible to sit as 
a member of such court when he is the accuser or a witness 
for the prosecution, 

Art. 9. Special courts-martial—The commanding officer of 
a district, garrison, fort, camp, or other place where troops 
are on duty, and the commanding officer of a brigade, regi- 
ment, detached battalion, or other detached command may ap- 
point special courts-martial; but when any such commanding 
officer is the aceuser or the prosecutor of the person or per- 
sons to be tried, the court shall be appointed by superior au- 
thority, and may in any case be appointed by superior au- 
thority when by the latter deemed desirable; and no officer 
shall be eligible to sit as a member of such court when he is 
the accuser or a witness for the prosecution. 

Art. 10. Summary courts-martial—The commanding offcer 
of a garrison, fort, camp, or other place where troops «re 
on duty, and the commanding officer of a regiment, detached 
battalion, detached company, or other detachment ‘may appoint 
summary courts-martial; but such summary courts-martial may 
in any case be appointed by superior authority when by the 
latter deemed desirable: Provided, That when but one officer 
is present with a command he shall be the summary court- 
martial of that command and shall hear and determine cases 
brought before him. 


Art. 11. Appointment of judge advocates.—For each general 
or special court-martial the authority appointing the court shall 


appoint a judge advocate, and for each general court-martial 
one or more assistant judge advocates when necessary. 


C, JURISDICTION, 


Art. 12. General courts-martial——General courts-martial shall 
have power to try any person subject to military law for 
any crime or offense made punishable by these articles and any 
other person who by the law of war is subject to trial by 
military tribunals: Provided, That no officer shall be brought 
to trial before a general court-martial appointed by the Superin- 
tendent of the Military Academy. 

Art. 13.*Special courts-martial.—Special courts-martial shall 
have power to try any person subject to military law, except 
an officer, for any crime or offense not capital made punishable 
by these articles: Provided, That the President may, by regula- 
tions, which he may modify from time to time, except from the 
jurisdiction of special courts-martial, any class or classes of 
persons subject to military law. 

Special courts-martial shall not have power to adjudge dis- 
honorable discharge, nor confinement in excess of six months, 
nor to adjudge forfeiture of more than six months’ pay. 

Art, 14.*Summary courts-martial—Summary courts-martial 
shall have power to try any person subject to military law, ex- 
cept an officer, a cadet, or a soldier holding the privilege of 
a certificate of eligibility to promotion, for any crime or offense 
not capital made punishable by these articles: Provided, That 
non-commissioned officers shall not, if they object thereto, be 
brought to trial before a summary court-martial without the au- 
thority of the officer competent to bring them to trial before 
a general court-martial: Provided further, That the President 
may, by regulations, which he may modify from time to time, 
except from the jurisdiction of summary courts-martial, any 
class or classes of persons subject to military law. 

Summary courts-martial shall not have power to adjudge 
confinement in excess of three months, nor to adjudge the for- 
feiture of more than three months’ pay: Provided, That when 
the summary court officer is also the commanding officer no sen- 
tence of such summary court-martial adjudging confinement at 
hard labor or forfeiture of pay, or both, for a period in 
excess of one month shall be carried into execution until the 
same shall have been approved by superior authority. 

Art. 15.*Not eaxclusive+—The provisions of these articles 
conferring jurisdiction upon courts-martial shall not be con- 
strued as depriving military commissions, provost courts, or 
other military tribunals of concurrent jurisdiction in respect to 
offenders or offenses that by the law of war may be lawfully 
triable by such military commissions, provost courts, or other 
military tribunals. 


Art. 16. Officers; how triable——Ofticers shall be triable only 
by general courts-martial, and in no case shall an officer, when 
it can be avoided, be tried by officers inferior to him in rank. 

D. PROCEDURE. 

Art. 17. Judge advocate to prosecute—The judge advocaie 
of a general or special court-martial shall prosecute in the name 
of the United States, and shall, under the direction of the 
court, prepare the record of its proceedings. The accused shall 
have the right to be represented before the court by counsel 
of his own selection for his defense, if such counsel be reason- 
ably available, but should he, for any reason, be unrepresented 
by counsel,-the judge advocate shall from time to time through- 
out the proceedings advise the accused of his legal rights. 

Art. 18. Challenges Members of a general or special court- 
martial may be challenged by the accused, but only for cause 
stated to the court. The court shall determine the relevancy 
and validity thereof, and shall not receive a challenge to 
more than one member at a time. 


Art. 19. Oaths.—The judge advocate of a general or special 
court-martial shall administer to the members of the court, be- 
fore they proceed upon any trial, the following oath or affirma- 
tion: “You, A. B., do swear (or affirm) that you will well and 
truly try and determine, according to the evidence, the matter 
now before you, between the United States of America and the 
person to be tried, and that you will duly administer justice, 
without partiality, favor, or affection, according to the pro- 
visions of the rules and articles for the government of the 
armies of the United States, and if any doubt should arise, 
not explained by said articles, then according to your conscience, 
the best of your understanding, and the custom of war in like 
cases; and you do’ further swear (or affirm) that you will not 
divulge the findings or sentence of the court until they shall be 
published by the proper authority, except to the judge advocate 
and assistant judge advocate; neither will you disclose or dis- 
cover the vote or opinion of any particular member of the 
court-martial, unless required to give evidence thereof as a 
witness by a court of justice in due course of law. So help 
you God.” 

When the oath or affirmation has been administered to the 
members of a general or special court-martial, the president 
of the court shall administer to the judge advocate and to each 
assistant judge advocate, if any, an oath or affirmation in the 
following form: ‘You, A. B., do swear (or affirm) that you will 
not divulge the findings or sentence of the court to any but the 
proper authority until they shall be duly disclosed by the same. 
So help you God.” 

All persons who give evidence before a court-martial shall 
be examined on oath or affirmation in the following form: 
“You swear (or affirm) that the evidence you shall give in 
the case now in hearing shall be the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth. So help you God.” 

Every reporter of the proceedings of a court-martial shall, 
before entering upon his duties, make oath or affirmation in 
the following form: “You swear (or affirm) that you will faith- 
fully perform the duties of ‘reporter to this court. So help 
you God.” 

Every interpreter in the trial of any case before a court- 
martial shall, before entering upon his duties, make oath or 
affirmation in the following form: “You swear (or affirm) that 
you will truly interpret- in the case now in hearing. So help 
you God.” 

In case of affirmation the closing sentence of adjuration 
will be omitted. 

Art. 20. Continuances——A court-martial may, for reason- 
able cause, grant a continuance to either party for such time 
and as often as may appear to be just. 

Art. 21. Refusal to plead—When the accused, arraigned 
before a court-martial, from obstinacy and deliberate design 
stands mute or answers foreign to the purpose, the court may 
proceed to trial and judgment as if he had pleaded not guilty. 

‘Art. 22. Process to obtain witnesses.—Every judge advocate 
of.a general or special court-martial and every summary court- 
martial shalt have power to issue the like process to compel 
witnesses to appear and testify which courts of the United 
States, having criminal jurisdiction, may lawfully issue; but 
such process shall run to any part of the United States, its terri- 
tories and possessions. 

Art, 23. Refusal to appear or testify—Every person not 
subject to military law who, being duly subpoenaed to appear 
as a witness before any military court, comission, court of 
inquiry, or board, or before any officer, military or civil, desig- 
nated to take a deposition to be read in evidence before such 
court, commission, court of inquiry, or board, willfully neglects 
or refuses to appear, or refuses to qualify as a witness, or to 
testify, or produce documentary evidence which such person 
may have been legally subpoenaed to produce, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, for which such person shall be pun- 
ished on information in the district court of the United States 
or in a court of original criminal jurisdiction in any of the 
territorial possessions of the United States, jurisdiction being 
hereby conferred upon such courts for such purpose; and it 
shall be the duty of the United States district attorney or 
the officer prosecuting for the Government in any such court 
of original criminal jurisdiction, on the certification of the 
facts to him by the military court, commission, court of in- 
quiry, or board, to file an information against and prosecute 
the person so offending, and the punishment of such person, 
on conviction, shall be a fine of not more than $500 or im- 
prisonment not to exceed six months, or both, at the discretion 
of the court: Provided, That the fees of such witness and his 
mileage, at the rates allowed to witnesses attending the courts 
of the United States, shall be duly paid or tendered said wit- 
ness, such amounts to be paid out of the appropriation for the 
compensation of witnesses. 

Art. 24. Compulsory self-incrimination prohibited —No wit- 
ness before a military court, commission, court of inquiry, or 
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board, or before any officer, military or civil, designated to 
take a deposition to be read in evidence before a military 
court, commission, court of inquiry, or board, shall be com- 
pelled to incriminate himself or to answer any questions which 
may tend to incriminate or degrade him. 

Art. 25. Depositions—When admissible—A duly authenti- 
eated deposition taken upon reasonable notice to the opposite 
party may be read in evidence before any military court or 
commission in any case not capital, or in any proceeding before 
a court of inquiry or a military board, if such deposition be 
taken when the witness resides, is found, or is about to go 
beyond the state, territory, or district in which the court, com- 
mission, or board is ordered to sit, or beyond the distance of 
one hundred miles from the place of trial or hearing, or 
when it appears to the satisfaction’ of the court, commission, 
board, or appointing authority that the witness, by reason of 
age, sickness, bodily infirmity, imprisonment, or other reasonable 
cause, is unable to appear and testify in person at the place 
of trial-or hearing: Provided, That testimony by deposition 
may be adduced for the defense in capital cases. 

Art. 26. Depositions—Before whom taken.—Depositions to 
be read in evidence before military courts, commissions, courts 
of inquiry, or military boards, or for other use in military 
administration, may be taken before and authenticated by any 
officer, military or civil, authorized by the laws of the United 
States or by the laws of the place where the deposition is taken 
to administer oaths. 

Art. 27. Courts of inquiry—Records of, when admissible.— 
The record of the proceedings of a court of inquiry may be 
read in evidence before any court-martial or military commis- 
sion in any case not capital nor extending to the dismissal of 
an officer, and may also be read in evidence in any proceeding 
before a court of inquiry or a military board: Provided, That 
such evidence may be adduced by the defense in capital cases or 
eases extending to the dismissal of an officer. 

Art. 28. Resignation without acceptance does not release 
officer.—Any officer who, having tendered his resignation and 
prior to due notice of the acceptance of the same, quits his post 
or propes duties without leave and with intent to absent him- 
self permanently therefrom shall be deemed a deserter. 

Art. 29.*Enlistment without discharge—Any soldier who, 
without having first received a regular discharge, again en- 
lists in the Army, or in the militia when in the service of 
the United States, or in the Navy or Marine Corps of the 
United States, or in any foreign army, shall be deemed to have 
deserted the service of the United States; and, where the enlist- 
ment is in one of the forces of the United States mentioned 
above, to have fraudulently enlisted therein. 

Art. 30. Closed sessions.—Whenever a general or special 
court-martial shall sit in closed session, the judge advocate and 
the assistant judge advocate, if any, shall withdraw; and when 
their legal advice or their assistance in referring to the re- 
corded evidence is required, it shall be obtained in open court, 
and in the presence of the accused and of his counsel if there 
be any. 

Art. 31. Order of voting—Members of a general or special 
court-martial, in giving their votes, shall begin with the junior 
in rank. 

Art. 32. Contempts—A court-martial may punish at discre- 
tion, subject to the limitations contained in Article XIV, any 
person who uses any menacing words, signs, or gestures in its 
presence, or who disturbs its proceedings by any riot or dis- 
order. 

Art. 33. Records—General court-martial_—Each general court- 
martial shall keep a separate record of its proceedings in the 
trial of each case brought before it, and such record shall 
be authenticated by the signature of the president and the 
judge advocate; but in case the record cannot be authenticated 
by the judge advocate, by reason of his death, disability, or 
absence, it shall be signed by the president and an assistant 
judge advocate, if any; and if there be no assistant judge 
advocate, or in case of his death, disability, or absence, then 
by the president and one other member of the court. 

Art. 34. Records—Special and summary courts-martial._— 
Each special court-martial and each summary court-martial 
shall keep a record of its proceedings, separate for each case, 
which record shall contain such matter and be authenticated 
in such manner as may be required by regulations which the 
President may from time to time prescribe. 

Art. 35. Disposition of Records—General courts-martial.— 
The judge advocate of each general court-martial shall, with 
such expedition as circumstances may permit, forward to the 
appointing authority or to his successor in command the origi- 
nal record of the proceedings of such court in the trial of 
each case. All records of such proceedings shall, after having 
been finally acted upon, be transmitted to the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army. 

Art. 36. Disposition of records—Special and summary court- 
martial.—After having been acted upon by the officer appoint- 
ing the court. or by the officer commanding for the time being, 
the record of each trial by special court-martial and a report 
of each trial by summary court-martial shall be transmitted 
to such general headquarters as the President may designate 
in regulations, there to be filed in the office of the judge advo- 
cate. When no longer of use, records of special and summary 
courts-martial may be destroyed. 

Art. 87. Irregularities—Efect of—The proceedings of a 
court-martial] shall not be held invalid, nor the findings or sen- 
tence disapproved, in any case on the ground of improper ad- 
mission or rejection of evidence or for any error as to any 
matter of pleading or procedure unless in the opinion of the 
reviewing or confirming authority, after an examination of the 
entire proceedings, it shall appear that the error complained of 
has injuriously affected the substantial rights of an accused: 
Provided, That the act or omission upon which the accused 
has been tried constitutes an offense denounced and made 
punishable by one or more of these articles: Provided further, 
That the omission of the words “hard labor’ in any sentence 
of a court-martial adjudging imprisonment or confinement shall 
not be construed as depriving the authorities executing such sen- 
tence of imprisonment or confinement of the power to require 
hard labor as a part of the punishment in any case where it 
is authorized by the Executive order prescribing maximum pun- 
ishments. 

Art. 38. President may prescribe rules.—The President may 
by regulations, which he may modify from time to time, pre- 
scribe the procedure, including modes of proof, in cases before 
courts-martial, courts of inquiry, military commissions, and 
other military tribunals: Provided, That nothing contrary to or 
inconsistent with these articles shall be so prescribed: Provided 
further, That all rules made in pursuance of this article shall 
be laid before the Congress annually. 


E. LIMITATIONS UPON PROSECUTIONS. 

Art. 39. As to time.—Except for desertion committed in time 
of war, or for mutiny or murder, no person subject to military 
law shall be liable to be tried or punished by a court-martial 
for any crime or offense committed more than two years before 
the arraignment of such person: Provided, That for desertion 
in time of peace or for any-crime or offense punishable under 
articles ninety-three and ninety-four of this code the period of 
limitations upon trjal and punishment by court-martial shall be 
three years: Provitjed further, That the period of any absence 
of the accused from the jurisdiction of the United States, and 
also any period during which by reason of some manifest im- 
pediment the accused shall not have been amenable to military 
justice, shall be excluded in computing the aforesaid periods 
of limitation: And provided further, That this article shall not 
have the effect to authorize the trial or punishment for any 
crime or offense barred by the provisions of existing law. 

Art. 40. As to number.—No person shall be tried a second 
time for the same offense. 

F. PUNISHMENTS. 

Art, 41. Certain kinds prohibited—Punishment by flogging, 
or by branding, marking, or tattooing on the body is prohibited. 

Art. 42.*Places of confinement—When lawful.—Except for 
desertion in time of war, repeated desertion in time of peace, 
and mutiny, no person shall under the sentence of a court- 
martial be punished by confinement in a penitentiary unless an 
act or omission of which he is convicted is recognized as an 
offense of a civil nature by some statute of the United States, 
or at the common law as the same exists in the District of 


,Columbia, or by way of commutation of a death sentence, and 
unless, also, the period of confinement authorized and adjudged 
by such court-martial is one year or more: Provided, That when 
a sentence of confinement is adjudged by a court-martial upon 
conviction of two or more acts or omissions any one of which 
is punishable under these articles by confirfement in a_ peni- 
tentiary, the entire sentence of confinement may be executed 
in a penitentiary: Provided further, That penitentiary confine- 
ment hereby authorized may be served in any penitentiary 
directly or indirectly under the jurisdiction of the United 
States: Provided further, That persons sentenced to dishonor- 
able discharge and to confinement not in a penitentiary, shall 
be confined in the United States Disciplinary Barracks or else- 
where as the Secretary of War or the reviewing authority may 
direct, but not in a penitentiary. 

Art. 43. Death sentence—When lawful.—No person shall, by 
general court-martial, be convicted of an offense for which the 
death penalty is made mandatory by law, nor sentenced to suffer 
death, except by the concurrence of two-thirds of the members 
of said court-martial and for an offense in these articles ex- 
pressly made punishable by death. All other convictions and 
sentences, whether by general or special court-martial, may be 
determined by a majority of the members present. 

Art. 44. Cowardice; fraud—Accessory penaliy—When an 
officer is dismissed from the service for cowardice or fraud, the 
crime, punishment, name, and place of abode of the delinquent 
shall be published in the newspapers in and about the camp and 
in the state from which the offender came or where he usually 
resides; and after such publication it shall be scandalous for an 
officer to associate with him. 


Art. 45. Maximum linits—Whenever the punishment for a 
crime or offense made punishable by these articles is left to 
the discretion of the court-martial, the punishment shall not, in 
time of peace, exceed such limit or limits as the President may 
from time to time prescribe. 


G. ACTION BY APPOINTING OR SUPERIOR AUTHORITY. 


Art. 46. Ayproval and execution of sentence.—No sentence of 
a court-martial shall be carried into execution until the same 
shall have been approved by the officer appointing the court or 
by the officer commanding for the time being. 

Art. 47.*Powers incident to power to approve.—The power to 
approve the sentence of a court-martial shall be held to include: 

(a) The power to approve or disapprove a finding and to ap- 
prove only so much of a finding of guilty of a particular offense 
as involves a finding of guilty of a lesser ‘included offense when, 
in the opinion of the authority having power to approve, the 
evidence of record requires a finding of only the lesser degree 
of guilt: and 

(b) The power to approve or disapprove the whole or any 
part of the sentence. 

Art. 48. Confirmation—When required.—In addition to the 
approval required by article forty-six, confirmation by the Pres- 
ident is required in the following cases before the sentence of a 
court-martial is carried into execution, namely: 

(a) Any sentence respecting a general officer; 

(b) Any sentence extending to the dismissal of an officer, 
except that in time of war a sentence extending to the dismissal 
of an officer below the grade of brigadier general may be car- 
ried into execution upon confirmation by the commanding gen- 
eral of the Armv in the field or by the commanding general of 
the Territorial department or division; 

(c) Any sentence extending to the suspension or dismissal 
of a cadet; and 

(d) Any sentence of death, except in the cases of persons 
convicted in time of war, of murder, rape, mutiny, desertion, 
or as spies: and in such excepted cases a sentence of death 
may be carried into execution upon confirmation by the com- 
manding general of the Army in the field or by the commanding 
general of the territorial department or division. 

When the authority competent to confirm the sentence has 
already acted as. the approving authority no additional con- 
firmation by him is necessary. 

Art. 49.*Powers incident to power to confirm.—The power to 
confirm the sentence of a court-martial shall be held to include: 

(a) The power to confirm or disapprove a finding, and to 
confirm so much only of a finding of guilty of a particular 
offense as involves a finding of guilty of a lesser included 
offense when, in the opinion of the authority having power 
to confirm, the evidence of record requires a finding of only 
the lesser degree of guilt; and 

(b) The power to confirm or disapprove the whole or any 
part of the sentence. 

Art. 50. Mitigation or remission of sentences.——The power to 
order the execution of the sentence adjudged by a court-martial 
shall be held to include, inter alia, the power to mitigate or 
remit the whole or any part of the sentence, but no sentence of 
dismissal of an officer and no sentence of death shall be miti- 
gated or remitted by any authority inferior to the President. 

Any unexecuted portion of a sentence adjudged by a court- 
martial may be mitigated or remitted by the military authority 
competent to appoint, for the command, exclusive of peni- 
tentiaries and the United States Disciplinary Barracks, in 
which the person under sentence is held, a court of the kind 
that imposed the sentence, and the same power may be exer- 
cised by superior military authority; but no sentence extend- 
ing to the dismissal of an officer or loss of files, no sentence 
of death, and no sentence approved or confirmed by the Presi- 
dent shall be remitted or mitigated by any other authority. 

The power of remission ahd mitigation shall extend to all 
uncollected forfeitures adjudged by sentence of a court-martial. 

Art. 51. Suspension of sentences of dismissal or death—The 
authority competent to order the execution of a sentence of dis- 
missal of an officer or a sentence of death may suspend such 
sentence until the pleasure of the President be known, and in 
ease of such suspension a copy of the order of suspension, to- 
gether with a copy of the record of trial, shall immediately be 
transmitted to the President. 

Art. 52. Suspension of sentence of dishonorable discharge.— 
The authority competent to order the execution of a sentence 
including dishonorable discharge may suspend the execution 
of the dishonorable discharge until the soldier’s release from 
confinement; but the order of suspension may be vacated at 
any time and the execution of the dishonorable discharge di- 
rected by the officer having general court-martial jurisdiction 


over the command, exclusive of penitentiaries and the United . 


States Disciplinary Barracks, in which the soldier is held or by 
the Secretary of War. 


Art. 53. Suspension of sentences of forfeiture or confinement. 
—tThe authority competent to order the execution of a sentence 
adjudged by a court-martial may, if the sentence involve neither 
dismissal nor dishonorable discharge, suspend the execution of 
the sentence in so far as it relates to. the forfeiture of pay 
or to confinement, or to both; and the person under sentence 
may be restored to duty during the suspension of confinement. 
At any time within one year after the date of the order of sus- 
pension such order may, for sufficient cause, be vacated and the 
execution of the sentence directed bv the military authority 
competent to order the execution of like sentences in the com- 
mand, exclusive of penitentiaries and the United States Dis- 
ciplinary Barracks, to which the person under sentence belongs 
or in which he may be found; but if the order of suspension 
be not vacated within one year after the date thereof the sus- 
pended sentence shall be held to have been remitted. 

11f. PUNITIVE ARTICLES. 
A. ENLISTMENT; MUSTER; RETURNS. 

Art. 54. Fraudulent enlistment.—Any person who shall pro- 
cure himself to be enlisted in the military service of the United 
States by means of willful misrepresentation or concealment as 
to his qualifications for enhistment, and shall receive pay or 
allowances under such enlistment, shall be punished as a 
court-martial may direct. 

Art. 55. Officer making unlawful enkistment.—Any officer who 
knowingly enlists or musters into the military service any per- 
son whose enlistment or muster in is prohibited by law, regula- 
tions, or orders shall be dismissed from the service or suffer 
such other punishment as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 56. Muster rolls—False muster—At every muster of a 
regiment, troop, battery, or company the commanding officer 
thereof shall give to the mustering officer certificates, signed 
by himself, stating how long absent officers have been absent 
and the reasons of their absence. And the commanding officer 
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of every troop, battery, or company shall give like certificates, 
stating how long absent non-commissioned officers and private 
soldiers have been absent and the reasons of their absence. 
Sucfi reasons and time of absence shall be inserted in the 
muster rolls opposite the names of the respective absent officers 
and soldiers, and the certificates, together with the muster 
rolls, shall be transmitted by the mustering officer to the De- 
partment of War as speedily as the distance of the place and 
muster will admit. Any officer who knowingly makes a false 
muster of man or animal, or who signs or directs or allows the 
signing of any muster roll knowing the same to contain a false 
muster or false statement as to the absence or pay of an officer 
or soldier, or who wrongfully takes money or other considera- 
tion on mustering in a regiment, company, or other organiza- 
tion, or on signing muster rolls, or who knowingly musters 
as an officer or soldier a person who is not such officer or 
soldier, shall be dismissed from the service and suffer such 
other punishment as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 57. False returns—Omission to render returns.—Every 
officer commanding a regiment, an independent troop, battery, 
or company, or a garrison, shall, in the beginning of every 
month, transmit through the proper channels, to the Depart- 
ment of War, an exact return of the same, specifying the 
names of the officers then absent from their posts, with the 
reasons for and the time of their absence. Every officer whose 
duty it is to render to the War Department or other superior 
authority a return of the state of the troops under his command, 
or of the arms, ammunition, clothing, funds, or other property 
thereunto belonging, who knowingly makes a false return 
thereof shall be dismissed from the service and suffer such other 
punishment as a court-martial may direct. And any officer 
who, through neglect or design, omits to render such return 
shall be punished as a court-martial may direct. 


B. DESERTION—ABSENCE WITHOUT LEAVE. 

Art. 58. Desertion.—Any person subject to military law who 
deserts or attempts to desert the service of the United States 
shall, if the offense be committed in time of war, suffer death 
or such other punishment as a court-martial may direct, and, 
if the offense be committed at any other time, any punishment, 
excepting death, that a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 59. Advising or aiding another to desert-——Any person 
subject to military law who advises or persuades or knowingly 
assists another to desert the service of the United States shall, 
if the offense be committed in time of war, suffer death, or 
such other punishment as a court-marticl may direct, and, if 
the offense be committed at any other time, any punishment, ex- 
cepting death, that a court-martial may direct. 

‘Art. 60. Entertaining a deserter—Any officer who, after hav- 
ing discovered that a soldier in his command is a deserter 
from the military or naval service or from the Marine Corps, 
retains such deserter in his command without informing su- 
perior authority or the commander of the organization to which 
rove deserter belongs, shall be punished as a court-martial may 

irect. 


Art. 61. Absence without leave-—Any person subject to mili- 
tary law who fails to repair at the fixed time to the properly 
appointed place of duty, or goes from the same without proper 
leave, or absents himself from his command, guard, quarters, 
station, or camp without proper leave, shall be punished as 
a court-martial may direct. 


Cc. DISRESPECT—-INSUBORDINATION—MUTINY. 


Art. 62. Disrespect toward the President, Vice President, Con- 
gress, Secretary of War, governors, legislatures—Any officer 
who uses contemptuous or disrespectful words against the Presi- 
dent, Vice President, the Congress of the United States, the 
Secretary of War, or the governor or legislature of any state, 
territorv, or other possession of the United States in which he 
is quartered shall be dismissed from the service or suffer such 
other punishment as a court-martial may direct. Any other 
person subject to military law who so offends shall be punished 
as a court-martial may direct. 


Ant. 63. Disrespect toward superior officer—Any person sub- 
ject to military law who behaves himself with disrespect toward 
his superior officer shall be punished as a court-martial may 
direct. 

Art. 64. Assanlting or willfully disobeying superior officer.— 
Any person subject to military law who, on any pretense what- 
soever, strikes his superior officer or draws or lifts up any 
weapon or offers any violence against him, being in the execu- 
tion of his office, or willfully disobeys any lawful command of 
his superior officer, shall suffer death or such other punishmert 
as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 65. Insuhordinate conduct toward non-commissioned offi- 
cer.—Any soldier who strikes or assaults, or who attempts or 
threatens to strike or assault, or willfully disobeys the lawful 
order of a non-commissioned officer while in the execution 
of his office, or uses threatening or insulting language, or be- 
haves in an insubordinate or disrespectful manner toward a 
non-commissioned officer while in the execntion of his office, 
shall be punished as a court-martial may direct. 


Art. 66. Mutiny or sedition—Any person subject to military 
law who attempts to create or who begins, excites, causes, or 
joins in anv mutiny or sedition in any company, party, post, 
camp, detachment, guard, or other command shall suffer death 
or such other punishment as a court-martial may direct. 


Art. 67. Failure to suppress mutiny or sedition.—Anvy officer 
or soldier who, being present at any mutiny or sedition, does 
not use his utmost endeavor to suppress the same, or knowing 
or having reason to believe that a mutiny or sedition is to 
take place, does not without delay give information thereof to 
his commanding officer shall suffer death or such other punish- 
ment as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 68. Quarrels; frays; disorders.—All officers and non- 
commissioned officers have power to part and quell all quarrels, 
frays, and disorders among persons subject to military law and 
to order officers who take part in the same into arrest, and 
other persons subject to military law who take part in the 
same into arrest or confinement, as circumstances mav require, 
until their proper superior officer is acquainted therewith. And 
whosoever, being sp ordered, refuses to obey such officer or non- 
commissioned officer or draws a weapon upon or otherwise 
threatens or does violence to him shall be punished as a court- 
martial may direct. 


D. ARREST; CONFINEMENT. 


Art. 69. Arrest or confinement of accused persons.—An officer 
charged with crime or with a serious offense under these 
articles shall be placed in arrest by the commanding officer, and 
in excentional cases an officer so charged may be placed in 
confinement by the same authority. A soldier charged with 
crime or with a serious offense under these articles shall be 
placed in confinement, and when charged with a minor offense 
he may be placed in arrest. Any other person subject to mili- 
tary law charged with crime or with a serious offense under 
these articles shall be placed in confinement or in arrest, as 
circumstances may require; and when charged with a minor 
offense such person may be placed in arrest. Any person placed 
in arrest under the provisions of this article shall thereby 
be restricted to his barracks, quarters, or tent,- unless such 
limits shall be enlarged by proper authority. Any officer who 
breaks his arrest or who escapes from confinement before he is 
set at liberty by proper authority shall be dismissed from the 
service or suffer such other punishment as a court-martial may 
direct; and any other person subject to military law who 
escapes from confinement or who breaks his arrest before he is 
set at liberty by proper authority shall be punished as a court- 
martial may direct. 

Art. 70. Investigation of and action upon charges.—No person 
put in arrest shall be continued in confinement more than 
eight days, or until such time as a court-martial can be as- 
sembled. When any person is put in arrest for the purpose of 
trial, except at remote military posts or stations, the officer 
by whose order he is arrested shall see that a copy of the 
charges on which he is to be tried is served upon him within 
eight days after his arrest, and that he is brought to trial 
within ten days thereafter. unless the necessities of the service 
prevent such trial; and then he shall be brought to trial within 
thirty days after the expiration of said ten days. If a copy 
of the charges be not served, or the arrested person be not 
brought to trial, as herein required. the arrest shall cease. 


But persons released from arrest, under the provisions ef this 
article, may be tried, whenever the exigencies of the service 
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shall permit, within twelve months after such release from ar- 
rest: Provided, That in time of peace no person shall, against 
his objection, be brought to trial before a general court- 
martial within a period of five days subsequent to the service 
of charges upon him. 

Art. 71. Refusal to receive and keep prisoners.—No provost 
marshal or commander of a guard shall refuse to receive or 
keep any prisoner committed to his charge by an officer belong- 
ing to the forces of the United States, provided the officer com- 
mitting shall, at the time, deliver an account in writing, signed 
by himself, of the crime or offense charged against the prisoner. 
Any officer or soldier so refusing shall be punished as a court- 
martial may direct. 

Art. 72. Report of prisoners received.—Every commander of 
a guard to whose charge a prisoner is committed shall, within 
twenty-four hours after such confinement, or as soon as he is 
relieved from his guard, report in writing to the commanding 
officer the name of such prisoner, the offense charged against 
him, and the name of the officer committing him; and if he 
fails to make such report he shall be punished as a court- 
martial may direct. 

Art, 73. Releasing prisoner without proper authority.—Any 
person subject to military law who, without proper authority, 
releases any prisoner duly committed to his charge, or who 
through neglect or design suffers any prisoner so committed 
to escape, shall be punished as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 74. Delivery of offenders to civil authorities—When any 
person subject to military law, except one who is held by the 
military authorities to answer, or who is awaiting trial or 
result of trial, or who igs undergoing sentence for a crime or 
offense punishable under these articles, is accused of a crime 
or offense committed within the geographical limits of the 
states of the Union and the District of Columbia, and punish- 
able by the laws of the land, the commanding officer is re- 
quired, except in time of war, upon application duly made, to 
use his utmost endeavor to deliver over such accused person 
to the civil authorities, or to aid the officers of justice in appre- 
hending and securing him, in order that he may be brought 
to trial. Any commanding officer who upon such application 
refuses or willfully neglects, except in time of war, to deliver 
over such accused person to the civil authorities or to aid the 
officers of justice in apprehending and securing him shall be 
dismissed from the service or suffer such other punishment as 
a court-martial may direct. 

When, under the provisions of this article, delivery is made 
to the civil authorities of an offender undergoing sentence of 
a court-martial, such delivery, if followed by conviction, shall 
be held to interrupt the execution of the sentence of the court- 
martial, and the offender shall be returned to military custody, 
after having answered to the civil authorities for his offense, 
for the completion of the said court-martial sentence. 


E. WAR OFFENSES. 


Art. 75. Misbehavior before the enemy.—Any officer or soldier 
who misbehaves himself before the enemy, runs away, or shame- 
fully abandons or delivers up any fort, post, camp, guard, or 
other command which it is his duty to defend, or speaks words 
inducing others to do the like, or casts away his arms or am- 
munition, or quits his post or colors to plunder or pillage, or 
by any means whatsoever occasions false alarms in camp, garri- 
son, or quarters, shall suffer death or such other punishment as 
a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 76. Subordinates compelling commander to surrender.—If 
any commander of any garrison, fort, post, camp, guard, or 
other command is compelled, by the officers or soldiers under 
his command, to give it up to the enemy or to abandon it, the 
officers or soldiers so offending shall suffer death or such other 
punishment as a court-martial may direct. 

Ant. 77. Improper use of countersign——Any person subject 
to military law who makes known the parole or countersign 
to any person not entitled to receive it according to the rules 
and discipline of war, or gives a parole or countersign differ- 
ent from that which he received, shall, if the offense be coin- 
mitted in time of war, suffer death or such other punishment 
as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 78. Forcing a safeguard.—Any person subject to military 
law who, in time of war, forces a safeguard shall suffer death 
or such other punishment as a court-martial may direct. , 

Art. 79. Captured property to be secured for public service.— 
All public property taken from the enemy is the property of 
the United States and shall be secured for the service of the 
United States, and any person subject to military law who neg- 
lects to secure such property or is guilty of wrongful appropria- 
tion thereof shall be punished as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 80. Dealing in captured or abandoned property.—Any 
person subject to military law who buys, sells, trades, or in 
any way deals in or disposes of captured or abandoned prop- 
erty, whereby he shall receive or expect any profit, benefit, or 
advantage to himself or to any other person directly or indirectly 
connected with himself, or who fails whenever such property 
comes into his possession or custody or within his control to 
give notice thereof to the proper authority and to turn over 
such property to the proper authority without delay, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by fine or imprisonment, or by 
such other punishment as a court-martial, military commission, 
or other military tribunal may adjudge, or by any or all of said 
penalties. 4 

Art. 81. Relieving, corresponding with, or aiding the enemy. 
—wWhosoever relieves the enemy with arms, ammunition, sup- 
plies, money, or other thing, or knowingly harbors or protects 
or holds correspondence with or gives intelligence to the enemy, 
either directly or indirectly, shall suffer death, or such other 
punishment as a court-martial or military commission may 
direct. 

Art, 82. Spies—Any person who in time of war shall be 
found lurking or acting as a spy in or about any of the fortifi- 
cations, posts, quarters, or encampments of any of the armies 
of the United States, or elsewhere, shall be tried by a general 
court-martial or by a military commission, and shall, on con- 
viction thereof, suffer death. 


F. MISCELLANEOUS CRIMES AND OFFENSES. 


Art. 83. Military property—Wulful or negligent loss, damage, 
or wrongful disposition of —Any person subject to military law 
who willfully, or through neglect, suffers to be lost, spoiled, 
damaged, or wrongfully disposed of, any military property 
belonging to the United States shall make good the loss or 
damage and suffer such punishment as a court-martial may 
direct. ; 

Art. 84. Waste or unlawful disposition of military property 
issued to soldiers——Any soldier who sells or wrongfully disposes 
of or willfully or through neglect injures or loses any horse, 
arms, ammunition, accouterments, equipment, clothing, or other 
property issued for use in the military service, shall be punished 
as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 85. Drunk on duty.—Any officer who is found drunk on 
duty shall, if the offense be committed in time of war, be dis- 
missed from the service and snffer such other punishment as a 
court-martial may direct; and if the offense be committed in 
time of peace, he shall be punished as a court-martial may 
direct. Any person subject to military law, except an officer, 
who is found drunk on duty shall be punished as a court- 
martial may direct. 

Art. 86. Misbehavior of sentinel_—Any sentinel who is found 
drunk or sleeping upon his post, or who leaves it before he is 
regularly relieved, shall, if the offense be committed in time of 
war, suffer death or such other punishment as a court-martial 
may direct; and if the offense be committed in time of peace, 
he shall suffer any punishment, except death, that a court- 
martia] may direct. 

Art. 87. Personal interest in sale of provisions.—Any officer 
commanding in any garrison, fort, barracks, camp, or other 
place where troops of the United States may be serving who, 
for his private advantage, lays any duty or imposition upon or 
is interested in the sale of any victuals or other necessaries of 
life brought into such garrison, fort, barracks, camp, or other 
place for the use of the troops, shall be dismissed from the 
service and suffer such other punishment as*a court-martial 
may direct. 

Art. 88. Intimidation of persons bringing provisions.—Any 
person subject to military law who abuses, intimidates. does 
violence to, or wrongfully interferes with any person bringing 


provisions, supplies, or other necessaries to the camp, garrison, 
or quarters of the forces of the United States shall suffer such 
punishment as a court-martial may direct. 


Art. 89. Good order to be maintained and wrongs redressed. 
—All persons subject to military law are to behave themselves 
orderly in quarters, garrison, camp, and on the march; and any 
person subject to military law who commits any waste or spoil, 
or willfully destroys any property whatsoever (unless by order 
of his commanding officer), or commits any kind of depreda- 
tion or riot shall be punished as a court-martial may direct. 
Any commanding officer who, upon complaint made to him, re- 
fuses or omits to see reparation made to the party injured, in 
so far as the offender’s pay shall go toward such reparation, 
as provided for in article 105, shall be dismissed from the 
service, or otherwise punished, as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 90. Provoking speeches or gestures—No person subject 
to military Jaw shall use any reproachful or provoking speeches 
or gestures to another; and any person subject to military law 
who offends against the provisions of this article shall be pun- 
ished as a court-martial may direct. 

Art, 91. Dueling.—Any person subject to military law who 
fights or promotes or is concerned in or connives at fighting 
a duel, or who having knowledge of a challenge sent or about 
to be sent fails to report the fact promptly to the proper author- 
ity shall, if an officer, be dismissed from the service or suffer 
such other punishment as a court-martial may direct; and_ if 
any other person subject to military law, shall suffer such pun- 
ishment as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 92.*Murder—Rape.—Any person subject to military law 
who commits murder or rape shall suffer death or imprisonment 
for life, as a court-martial may direct; but no person shall be 
tried by court-martial for murder or rape committed within the 
geographical limits of the states of the Union and the District of 
Columbia in time of peace. 

art, 93. Various crimes.—Any person subject to military law 
who commits manslaughter, mayhem, arson, burglary, robbery, 
larceny, embezzlement, perjury, assault with intent to commit 
any felony, or assault with intent to do bodily harm, shall be 
punished as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 94, Frauds against the Government.—Any person subject 
to military law who makes or causes to be made any claim 
against the United States, or any officer thereof, knowing such 
claim to be false or fraudulent; or 

Who presents or causes to be presented to any person in the 
civil or military service thereof, for approval or payment, any 
claim against the United States, or any officer thereof, knowing 
such ciaim to be false or fraudulent; or 

Who enters into any agreement or conspiracy to defraud the 
United States by obtaining, or aiding others to cbtain, the 
allowance or payment of any false or fraudulent claim; or 

Who, for the purpose of obtaining, or aiding others to obtain, 
the approval, allowance, or payment of any claim against the 
United States or against any officer thereof, makes or uses, or 
procures, or advises the making or use of, any writing or other 
paper, knowing the same to contain any false or fraudulent 
statements; or 

Who, for the purpose of obtaining, or aiding others to ob- 
tain, the approval, allowance, or payment of any claim against 
the United States or any officer thereof, makes, or procures, 
or advises the making of, any oath to any fact or to any 
writing or other paper knowing such oath to be false; or 

Who, for the purpose of obtaining, or aiding others to ob- 
tain, the approval, allowance, or payment of any claim against 
the United States or any officer thereof, forges or counterfeits, 
or procures, or advises the forging or counterfeiting of any 
signature upon any writing or other paper, or uses, or pro- 
cures, or advises the use of any such signature, knowing the 
same to be forged or counterfeited; or 

Who, having charge, possession, custody, or control of any 
money or other property of the United States, furnished or in- 
tended for the military service thereof, knowingly delivers, or 
causes to be delivered, to any person having authority to re- 
ceive the same, any amount thereof less than that for which he 
receives a certificate or receipt; or : 

Who, being authorized to make or deliver any paper certify- 
ing the receipt of any property of the United States furnished 
or intended for the military service thereof, makes or delivers 
to any person such writing, without having full knowledge 
of the truth of the statements therein contained and with in- 
tent to defraud the United States; or 

Who steals, embezzles, knowingly and willfully misappropri- 
ates, applies to his own use or benefit, or wrongfully or know- 
ingly sells or disposes of any ordnance, arms, equipments, am- 
munition, clothing, subsistence stores, money, or other prop- 
erty of the United States furnished or intended for the mili- 
tary service thereof; or 

Who knowingly purchases or receives in pledge for any 
obligation or indebtedness from any soldier, officer, or other 
person who is a part of or employed in said forces or service, 
any ordnance, arms, equipment, ammunition, clothing, subsist- 
ence stores, or other property of the Urited States, such sol- 
dier, officer, or other person not having lawful right to sell or 
pledge the same; . 

Shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by fine or im- 
prisonment, or by such other punishment as a court-martial may, 
adjudge, or by any or all of said penalties. And if any person, 
being guilty of any of the offenses aforesaid while in the mili- 
tary service of the United States, receives his discharge or is 
dismissed from the service, he shall continue to be liable to 
be arrested and held for trial and sentence by a court-martial 
in the same manner and to the same extent as if he had not 
received such discharge nor been dismissed. 

Art. 95. Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman.—Any 
officer or cadet who is convicted of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman shall be dismissed from the service. 

Art. 96. General article-—Though not mentioned in these 
articles, all disorders and neglects to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline, all conduct of a nature to bring 
discredit upon the military service, and all crimes or offenses 
not capital, of which persons subject to military law may be 
guilty, shall be taken cognizance of by a general or special or 
summary court-martial, according to the nature and degree of 
the offense, and punished at the discretion of such court. 


Iv. COURTS OF INQUIRY. 


Art 97. When and by whom ordered.—A court of inquiry to 
examine into the nature of any transaction of or accusation 
or imputation against any officer or soldier may be ordered by 
the President or by any commanding officer; but a court of in- 
quiry shall not be ordered by any commanding officer except 
upon the request of the officer or soldier whose conduct is to be 
inquired into. 4 

Art. 98. Composition.—A court of inquiry shall consist of 
three or more officers. For each court of inquiry the authority 
appointing the court shall appoint a recorder. 

Art. 99. Challenges.—Members of a court of inquiry may be 
challenged by the party whose conduct is to be inquired into, 
but only for cause stated-to the court. The court shall de- 
termine the relevancy and validity of any challenge, and shall 
not receive a challenge to more than one member at a time. 
The party whose conduct is being inquired into shall have the 
right to be represented before the court by counsel of his own 
selection, if such counsel be reasonably available. 

Art. 100. Oath of members and recorder.—tThe recorder of a 
court of inquiry shall administer to the members the following 
oath: “You, A. B., do swear (or affirm) that you will well 
and truly examine and inquire, according to the evidence, into 
the matter now before you, without partiality, favor, affection, 
prejudice, or hope of reward. So help you, God.” After which 
the president of the court shall administer to the recorder the 
following oath: “You, A. B., do swear (or affirm) that you will, 
according to your best abilities, accurately and impartially 
record the proceedings of the court and the evidence to be given 
in the case in hearing. So help you, God.” 

In case of affirmation the closing sentence of adjuration will 
be omitted. 

Art. 101. Powers; procedure.—A court of inquiry and the 
recorder thereof shall have the same power to summon and- 
examine witnesses as is given to courts-martial and the judge 
advocate thereof. Such witnesses shall take the same oath or 
affirmation. that is taken by witnesses before courts-martial. 
A reporter or an interpreter for a court of inquiry shall be- 
fore entering upom his duties, take the eath or affirmation re- 


quired of a reporter or an interpreter for a court-martial. The 
party whose conduct is being inquired into or his counsel, if 
any, shall be permitted to examine and cross-examine witnesses 
so as fully to investigate the circumstances in question. 

Art, 102. Opinion on merits of case-—A court of inquiry shall 
not give an opinion on the merits of the case inquired into un- 
less specially ordered to do so. 

Art. 103. Record of proceedings—How authenticated.—Each 
conrt of inquiry shall keep a record of its proceedings, which 
shal] be authenticated by the signature of the president and 
the recorder thereof, and be forwarded to the convening author- 
ity. In case the record can not be authenticated by the 
recorder, by reason of his death, disability, or absence, it shall 
be = by the president and by one other member of the 
court. 

V. MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Art. 104. Disciplinary powers of commanding officers.—Under 

such regulations as the President may prescribe, and which he 
may from time to time revoke, alter, or add to, the commanding 
officer of any detachment, company, or higher command may, for 
minor offenses not denied by the accused, impose disciplinary 
punishments upon persons of his command without the inter- 
vention of a court-martial, unless the accused demands trial 
by court-martial. 
_ The disciplinary punishments authorized by this article may 
include admonition, reprimand, withholding of privileges, extra 
fatigue, and restriction to certain specified limits, but shall 
not include forfeiture of pay or confinement under guard. A 
person punished under authority of this article who deems his 
punishment unjust or disproportionate to the offense may, 
through the proper channel, appeal to the next superior author- 
ity, but may in the meantime be required to undergo the pun- 
ishment adjudged. The commanding officer who imposes the 
punishment, his successor in command, and superior authority 
shall have power to mitigate or remit any unexecuted portion 
of the punishment. The imposition and enforcement of disci- 
plinary punishment under authority of this article for any act 
or omission shall not be a bar to trial by court-martial for a 
crime or offense growing out of the same act or omission; but 
the fact that a disciplinary punishment has been enforced may 
be shown by the accused upon trial, and when so‘shown shall be 
considered in determining the measure of punishment to be 
adjudged in the event of a finding of guilty. 

Art. 105. Injuries to person or property—Redress of —-When- 
ever complaint is made to any commanding officer that damage 
has been done to the property of any person or that his prop- 
erty has been wrongfully taken by persons subject to military 
law, such complaint shall be investigated by a board consisting 
of any number of officers from one to three, which board shall 
be convened by the commanding officer and shall have, for 
the purpose of such investigation, power to summon witnesses 
and examine them upon oath or affirmation, to receive deposi- 
tions or other documentary evidence, and to assess the damages 
sustained against the responsible parties. The assessment of 
damages made by such board shall be subject to the approval 
of the commanding officer, and in the amount approved by him 
shall be stopped against the pay of the offenders. And the 
order of such commanding officer directing stoppages herein au- 
thorized shall be conclusive on any disbursing officer for the 
payment by him to the injured parties of the stoppages so 
ordered. 

Where the offenders cannot be ascertained, but the organiza- 
tion or detachment to which they belong is known, stoppages 
to the amount of damages inflicted may be made and assessed 
in such proportion as may be deemed just upon the individual 
members thereof who are shown to have been present with such 
organization or detachment at the time the damages complained 
Pa a inflicted as determined by the approved findings of the 
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Art 106. Arrest of deserters by civil officials.—It shall be 
lawful for any civil officer having authority under the laws of 
the United States, or of any state, territory, district, or posses- 
sion of the United States, to arrest offenders, summarily to 
arrest a deserter from the military service of the United States 
and deliver him into the custody of the military authorities of 
the United States. 


Art. 107. Soldiers to make good time lost.—Every soldier who 
in an. existing or subsequent enlistment deserts the service 
of the United States or without proper authority absents him- 
self from his organization, station, or duty for more than one 
day, or who is confined for more than one day under sentence, 
or while awaiting trial and disposition of his case, if the trial 
results in conviction, or through the intemperate use of drugs 
or alcoholic liquor, or through disease or injury the result of 
his own misconduct, renders himself unable for more than one 
day to perform duty, shall be liable to serve, after his return 
to a full-duty status, for such period as shall, with the time he 
may have served prior to such desertion, unauthorized absence, 
confinement, or inability to perform duty, amount to the full 
term of that part of his enlistment period which he is required 
to serve with his crganization before being furloughed to the 
Army reserve. 

Art. 108. Soldiers—Separation from the service.—No enlisted 
man, lawfully inducted into the military service of the United 
States, shall be discharged from said service without a certifi- 
cate of discharge, signed by a field officer of the regiment or 
other organization to which the enlisted man belongs or by 
the commanding officer when no such field officer is present; 
and no enlisted man shall be discharged from said service before 
his term of service has expired, except by order of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of War, the commanding officer of a depart- 
ment, or by sentence of a general court-martial. 

Art. 109. Oath of enlistment.—At the time of his enlistment 
every soldier shall take the following oath or affirmation: “I, 
————., do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will bear true 
faith and allegiance to the United States of America; that I 
will serve them honestly and faithfully against all their enemies 
whomsoever; and that I will obey the orders of the President of 
the United States and the orders of the officers appointed over 
me, according to the Rules and Articles of War.’’ This oath or 
affirmation may be taken before any officer. 


Art, 110. Certain articles to be read and explained.—Articles 
one, two, and twenty-nine, fifty-four to ninety-six, inclusive, 
and 104 to 109, inclusive, shall be read and explained to every 
soldier at the time of his enlistment or muster in, or within 
six days thereafter, and shall be read and explained once every 
six months to the soldiers of every garrison, regiment, or com- 
pany in the service of the United States. 

Art, 111. Copy of record of trial——Every person tried by a 
general court-martial shall, on demand therefor, made by him- 
self or by any person in his behalf, be entitled to a copy of 
the record of the trial. 

Art. 112. Effects of deceased persons—Disposition of.—In 
case of the death of any person subject to military law, the com- 
manding officer of the place or command will permit the legal 
representative or widow of the deceased, if present, to take pos- 
session of all his effects then in camp or quarters, and if no 
legal representative or widow be present, the commanding officer 
shall direct a summary court to secure all such effects; and said 
summary court shall have authority to convert such effects into 
cash, by public or private sale, not earlier than thirty days 
after the death of the deceased, and to collect and receive any 
debts due decedent’s estate by iocal debtors; and as soon as 
practicable after converting such effects into cash said sum- 
mary court shall deposit with the proper officer, to be desig- 
nated in regulations, any cash belonging to decedent's estate, 
and shall transmit a receipt for such deposit, accompanied by 
any will or other papers of value belonging to the deceased, 
an inventory of the effects secured by said summary court, 
and a full account of his transactions to the War Department 
for transmission to the Auditor for the War Department for 
action as authorized by law in the settlement of the accounts 
of deceased officers or enlisted men of the Army; but if in 
the meantime the legal representative, or widow, shall present 
himself or herself to take p i of decedent’s estate the 
said summary court shall turn over to him or her all effects 
not sold and cash belonging to said estate, together with an 
inventory and account, and make to the War Department a full 
report of his transactions. 

The provisions of this article shall be applicable to inmates 
of the United States Soldiers’ Home who die in any United 
States military hospital outside of the District of Columbia 
where sent from the home for treatment. 

Art. 113. Inquests—When at any post, fort, camp, or other 














place garrisoned by the military forces of the United States and 
under the exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, any per- 
son shall have been found dead under circumstances which 
appear to require investigation, the commanding officer will 
designate and direct a summary court-martial to investigate the 
circumstances attending the death; and, for this purpose, such 
summary court-martial shall have power to summon witnesses 
and examine them upon oath or affirmation. He shall promptly 
transmit to the post or other commander a report of his in- 
vestigation and of his findings as to the cause of the death. 

Art. 114. Authority to administer oaths —Any judge advocate 
or acting judge advocate, the president of a general or special 
court-martial, any summary court-martial, the judge advocate 
or any assistant judge advocate of a general or special court- 
martial, the president or the recorder of a court of inquiry or 
of a military board, any officer designated to take a deposition, 
any officer detailed to conduct an investigation, and the adju- 
tant of any command shall have power to administer oaths for 
the purposes of the administration of military justice and for 
other purposes of military administration; and in foreign places 
where the Army may be serving shall have the general powers 
of a notary public or of a consul of the United States in the 
administration of oaths, the execution and acknowledgment of 
legal instruments, the attestation of documents, and all other 
forms of notarial acts to be executed by persons subject to 
military law. 

Art. 115. Appointment of reporters and interpreters.—Under 
such regulations as the Secretary of War may from time to 
time prescribe, the president of a court-martial or military com- 
mission, or a court of inquiry shall have power to appoint a 
reporter, who shall record the proceedings of and testimony 
taken before such court or commission and may set down the 
same, in the first instance, in shorthand. Under like regula- 
tions the president of a court-martial or military commission, 
or court of inquiry, or a summary court, may appoint an in- 
terpreter, who shall interpret for the court or commission. 

Art. 116. Powers of assistant judge advocates——An assistant 
judge advocate of a general court-martial shall be competent to 
perform any duty devolved by law, regulation, or the custom 
of the service upon the judge advocate of the court. 

Art. 117. Removal of civil suits—-When any civil suit or 
criminal prosecution is commenced in any court of a state 
against any officer, soldier, or other person in the military 
service of the United States on account of any act done under 
color of his office or status, or in respect to which he claims 
any right, title, or authority under any law of the United 
States respecting the military forces thereof, or under the 
law of war, such suit or prosecution may at any time before 
the trial or final hearing thereof be removed for trial inte the 
district court of the United States in the district where the 
same is pending in the manner prescribed in Sec. 33 of the 
act entitled, “An act to codify, revise, and~amend the laws 
relating to the judiciary,’ approved March 3, 1911, and the 
cause shall thereupon be entered on the docket of said district 
court and shall proceed therein as if the cause had been 
originally commenced in said district court and the same pro- 
ceedings had been taken in such suit or prosecution in said dis- 
trict court as shall have been had therein in said state court 
prior to its removal, and said district court shall have full 
power to hear and determine said cause. 

Art. 118. Officers—Separation from service.—No officer shall 
be discharged or dismissed from the service except by order of 
the President or by sentence of a general court-martial; and in 
time of peace no officer shall be dismissed except in pursuance 
of the sentence of a court-martial or in mitigation thereof; but 
the President may at any time drop from the rolls of the Army 
any officer who has been absent from duty three months with- 
out leave or who has been absent in confinement in a prison 
or penitentiary for three months after final conviction by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Art. 119. Rank and precedence among regulars, militia, and 
volunteers—That in time of war or public danger, when two or 
more officers of the same grade are on duty in the same field, 
department, or command, or of organizations thereof, the Presi- 
dent may assign. the command of the forces of such field, de- 
partment, or command, or of any organization thereof, with- 
out regard to seniority of rank in the same grade. In the 
absence of such assignment by the President, officers of the same 
grade shall rank and have precedence in the following order, 
without regard to date of rank or commission as between offi- 
cers of different classes, namely: First, officers of the Regular 
Army and officers of the Marine Corps detached for service 
with the Army by order of the President; second, officers of 
forces drafted or called into the service of the United States; 
and, third, officers of the volunteer forces: Provided, That offi- 
cers of the Regular Army holding commissions in forces drafted 
or called into the service of the United States or in the volun- 
teer forces shall rank and have precedence under said com- 
missions as if they were commissions in the Regular Army; 
the rank of officers of the Regular Army under commissions in 
the National Guard as such shall not, for the purposes of this 
article, be held to antedate the acceptance of such officers into 
the service of the United States under the commissions. 

Art. 120. Command when different corps or commands happen 
to join—When different corps or commands of the military 
forces of the United States happen to join or do duty together 
the officer highest in rank of the line of the Regular Army, Ma- 
rine Corps, forces drafted or called into the service of the 
United States or Volunteers, there on duty, shall, subject to the 
provisions of the last preceding article, command the whole and 
give orders for what is needful in the service, unless otherwise 
directed by the President. 

Art. 121. Complaints of wrongs.—Any officer or soldier who 
believes himself wronged by his commanding officer, and, upon 
due application to such commander, is refused redress, may 
complain to the general commanding in the locality where the 
officer against whom the complaint is made is stationed. The 
general shali examine into said complaint and take proper meas- 
ures for redressing the wrong complained of; and he shall, as 
soon as possible, transmit to the Department of War a true 
statement of such complaint, with the proceedings had thereon. 

Sec. 4. The provisions of Sec. 3 of this act shall take 
effect and be in force on and after March 1, 1917: Pro- 
vided, That articles four, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, 
twenty-nine, forty-two, forty-seven, forty-nine, and 
ninety-two shall take effect immediately upon the ap- 
proval of this act. 

Sec. 5. That all offenses committed and all penalties, 
forfeitures, fines, or liabilities incurred prior to the tak- 
ing effect of this act, under any law embraced in or 
modified, changed, or repealed by this act, may be prose- 
cuted, punished, and enforced in the same manner and 
with the same effect as if this act had not been passed. 

Sec. 6. All laws and parts of laws in so far as they are 
inconsistent with this act are hereby repealed. 

Approved Aug. 29, 1916.

A remarkable administrative achievement in the 
Philippines, under the leadership of an officer of the 
Army, is reflected in the following official order, issued 
by Col. Peter E. Traub, of the Philippine Constabulary 
(colonel of Cavalry, U.S.A.), in which he congratulates 
the Constabulary of Mindanao and Sulu. The order 
reads : 

“The district chief announces-to the district in general 
orders the fact that in the Province of Sulu there is 
not a single known outlaw at large—all have been either 
killed, captured or have surrendered. When it is realized 
that this is the first time in the history of the Philippine 
Islands that such a statement could be truthfully made 
its importance becomes apparent. The whole Sulu 
archipelago is in a state of law, order and peaceful 
control. ; 

“In October, 1914,, when the undersigned assumed 
charge of this district, outlawry was rampant in Sulu, 
and it was a place shunned by peaceful travelers; but 
with the establishment of stations in the heart of the 
affected region and with the spirit that the Sulu Con- 
stabulary has invariably displayed, every officer and 
man, regardless of hardship and privation, regardless 
of danger and death, did his full duty toward the Govern- 
ment, without malice toward the misguided creatures 
who, with their progenitors, had made the rame of Sulu 
a byword in the annals of these islands. 

“In the short space of twenty-one months 413 outlaws 
were killed, captured or forced to surrender, 197 firearms 
were captured or surrendered, and blade weapons 
were captured or surrendered. This was not accom- 
plished without loss to our brave m:n, of whom ten were 
killed or died of wounds and twelve were wounded and 
recovered. The greatest accomplishment of all, however, 
is that these things were done with a minimum of hatred 
and heartburn on the part of the population, which in 
gradually increasing numbers came to help us in our 
work of rooting out the lawless who were preying on 
the law-abiding, until now all the people, realizing the 
motives that actuate us in our work, are heart and soul 
with us. 

“It remains for the Sulu Constabulary so to conduct 
themselves that confidence in their motives will keep on 
increasing and so that the various departments of 
government—health, education, public works and other 
activities—will find the preparation of the soil by the 
Constabulary fruitful in their future endeavors for the 
benefit of the people.”

One of the toasts to the 16th Cavalry at the dinner 
given to Col. W. S. Scott by the officers of his new regi- 
ment at the Menger Hotel at San Antonio, Texas, on 
Aug. 10, was a poem, from which we take the following 
verses :

A colt that has just been foaled; 
Bred with no past, but a future 

Which training and time will unfold. 


“Here’s hoping that he gets good grooming, 
Good grazing, good stable, good stall;

“Here’s hoping that he gets good forage, 
Well watered, with all-fours well cleaned;

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NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 


It was announced at General Funston’s headquarters 
at San Antonio, Texas, on Aug. 26 that up to that date 
1,508 National Guardsmen with persons dependent on 
them for support have been discharged from border duty. 

As a result of a number of complaints against the 
base hospital at Brownsville, Texas, a court of inquiry 
has been taking testimony. Enlisted men from the New 
York division alleged that nothing was ready for them, 
some of them having even to make their own beds on 
the floor. Others said they were told they could get no 
treatment for three weeks. Affidavits were gathered by 
Major Cornelivs Vanderbilt, inspector general of the 
division. Col. Mason M. Patrick, U.S.A., was president 





of the court. The other members were Capt. Roscoe- 


H. Hearn, 9th Inf., U.S.A., Col. M. M. Foreman, 1st 
Illinois Cav., and Captain McCrea, Iowa Field Hos- 
pital. The Brownsville hospital is no longer used by 
the New York troops, the new base hospital at McAllen 
being now used for all cases except those requiring 
transfer to the hospital at San Antonio. 

National Guardsmen on duty on the California- 
Mexican border are reported to be suffering great hard- 
ship, not from lack of rations, for they have more than 
enough of these, but for other reasons. They recently 
received two months’ pay in gold, but the Guardsmen, 
it is said, are so located that they can’t spend one cent 
on anything, because there is nothing to spend a cent 
for. “They can’t deposit their money anywhere, because 
there is no place to deposit it,” writes a press corre- 
spondent. “There isn’t a deck of cards in camp, so 
poker and blackjack is all off, and all the dice that went 
into Mexico have been lost by this time, and the favorite 
Army indoor sport of shooting craps is barred. All 
the boys are able to do is to draw a line in the dust— 
which is twenty inches thick—and throw. gold pieces 
at the line, the fellow coming nearest the line corraling 


all the gold pieces thrown. The Regulars have so much 
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real money, and no place to spend it, that they are also 
very miserable.” 


NEW YORK. 


We learn from Pharr, Texas, that the 74th Infantry, 
N.G.N.Y., Col. N. B. Thurston, is in fine shape, fully 
provided with all necessities and in splendid health, 
“The 74th Infantry,” writes a- correspondent, “has the 
finest camp of the division. All the tents are floored, 
mess shacks provided and there is an abundance of 
drinking water, and plenty of shower baths in addition 
to those that come from the heavens. ‘There are also 
moving pictures among the entertainments for the men. 
As a matter of fact, the off-ers and men have really 
not suffered from the heat a: much as people suffer 
during the dog days in New York, despite the fact. that 
the thermometer has been above 100 degrees all day 
until five o’clock. The nights at Pharr are fine and 
cool for sleeping. The health of the command is .excel- 
lent and everyone appears to be contented. The regi- 
ment started Aug. 23 on an eleven-day practice march. 
It had plenty of transportation and animals, and. was 
fully equipped. Of course, we have no pink teas down 
here yet, and quite a number of the officers and men miss 
the social life that they enjoy in New York. However, 
this is part of soldiering, so we take it as it comcs.” 

Capt. Dewitt C. Weld, the regimental adjutant, 2d 
Field Art.,-N.Y., on duty at Mission, Texas, has been 
assigned to act as major of the Ist Battalion. Lieut. 
Fred Defaganiere, quartermaster of the 1st Battalion, 
has been assigned to act as regimental adjutant, while 
Lieut. John D. Butt, of Battery A, is acting as adjutant 
of the 1st Battalion. 

Lieut. Col. W. S. Terriberry, chief surgeon of the 
New York division, is investigating seven cases of para- 
typhoid which have developed in the camps of the New 
York division at Mission, six miles west of McAllen. The 
disease is similar to typhoid fever, but milder, and the 
inoculation against typhoid is without effect in pre- 
venting paratyphoid. No cases have appeared at McAllen 
or Pharr. ; 

Relative to the articles which have appeared in the 
daily press regarding the payment of Federal and state 
salaries to Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, of the N.G. 
N.Y., and some other officers, we can say that General 
O’Ryan notified The Adjutant General of New York 
that in his case he waived payment of state salary 
during the period of Federal service, but this could not 
be done, as the law provides that no state employee 
shall be deprived of his salary on account of service in 
the National Guard. This will require the continuance 
of not only General O’Ryan’s salary, but that of every 
na employee now in the United States service on the 

order. 

Major Frederick W. Baldwin, Capts. P. A. Sayles 
and C. F. Hader, of the 14th N.Y., on duty at Mission, 
Texas, have resigned. Capt. William R. Jackson, 
adjutant of the 14th, has been nominated for Major 
Baidwin’s place. 

The remains of Ist Sergeant George H. Chichester, 
of Co. H, 7th New York, who died at McAllen, Texas, 
recently, were buried in Woodlawn Cemetery, New York, 
on Aug. 29, with military honors. Major Gen. Daniel 
Appleton, commanding the 2d Division, attended, 
together with officers of the depot battalion of the Tth, 
and Sergeant Major Smith and Sergeant Moen, of the 
active regiment; who are at present on furlough in New 
York city. 

Squadron A, New York Cavalry, have established a 
lively newspaper on the Texas border. It is called the 
Troop A Tarantula, and the date line announces that 
it is published “Somewhere in Texas Some Time.” 

The New York division of National Guard on duty 
in Texas has now a newspaper entitled the “Rio Grande 
Rattler,” and it is a good, lively paper and is published 
at odd places in Texas, with the authority of Major Gen. 
John F. O’Ryan, commanding the division. A _ single 
copy is five cents, and the subscription price for one year 
is $2. Post-office address, McAllen, Texas. Those respon- 
sible for its publication are the following: Major Frank- 
lin W. Ward, assistant chief of staff, managing editor; 
Major Fred W. Waterbury, Ordnance, Capt. Wade H. 
Hayes, 7th Inf., Lieut. Samuel J. Fisher, 12th Inf., 
Capt. Arthur L. Howe, Sig. Corps, Lieuts. Clarence B. 
Martin, 3d Inf., Percy E. Barbour, C.E., Wheeler C. 
Chase, aid, 3d Brigade, Corpl. Conrad Crawford, 7th 
Inf., Pvts. A. L. Jenkins, Squadron A, Howard I. 
Young, 7th Inf., and Corpl. N. B. Starkweather, 23d 
Inf., assistant and associate editors; Lieut. C. R. 
Baines, 12th Inf., news editor; Pvt. Donald Emory, 3d 
Ambulance Corps, art editor, and Lieut. Ernest C. 
Dreher, 7ist.Inf., cartoonist. Corpl. Fred B. Barton, 
ist Cav., Sergt. Moss King, jr., 7th Inf., and Corpl. 
Gone B. Barnhill, 1st Cav., constitute the business 
staff. 

Some 300 recruits who have been drilling at Fort 
Hamilton, N.Y., under Capt. Joseph L. Gilbreth, U.S.A., 
for Infantry regiments of the N. Y. serving on the 
Texas border, left New York on Aug. 28. These recruits 
have been exceptionally well trained, but hundreds more 
are greatly needed. Officers in charge of the men 
leaving were Capt. Stanley C. Bulkley and Capt. EB. C. 
Schroder, 71st Inf., 2d Licut. George M. Keese, 23d 
Inf., and 2d Lieut. Peter lf. Depp, 14th Inf. 

The 3d, 4th and Tist Regiments, on duty on the 
Texas border, have completed successfully eleven days’ 
practice marches, during which the men learned the 
necessity of obeying the orders to drink sparingly from 
their canteens, and also gained other valuable lessons. 
The troops had.to contend with rain and wind storms 
on the march. Men who disobeyed the orders to drink 
sparingly from their canteens suffered considerably, and 
they should profit by their experience in the future. 


NEW JERSEY. 


New tentage for the field hospital of the New Jersey: 


National Guard has arrived at Douglas, Ariz. There 
are six large wall tents, capable of accommodating 216 
patients, and besides these there are three tropical wall 
tents, with ventilators at the top, designed for use as 
office, storage and dispensary tents. The other canvas 
consists of the officers’ wall tents and the pyramidal 
tents for the men. Since the camp was established the 
field hospital has cared for about 200 patients, sent 
from the ofganizations in the Jersey brigade. 

The commander of the field hospital is Major Harold 
D. Corbusier, who as senior medical officer commands 
the battalion formed by the two units. Capt. Peter P. 
Rafferty is in command of the ambulance company. 
Diagnoses at the field hospital for every disease that 
could be traced to a germ is determined by bacteriological 
tests. First Lieut. F. H. Thorne, who when he is home 
is pathologist of the New Jersey State Hospital at 
Morris Plains, has been conducting a laboratory and has 
used his microscope where it could do the work. ; 

The following officers recently elected to fill’ vacancies 
have passed examinations: Majors Alexander  Mac- 
Glashan and John W. Desmond, Capt: Frank J. Hall, 


Lieuts. Merrit W. Sargeant and William A. Tewes, jr., 
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all of the 4th Infantry; 2d Lieuts. George S. Butcher 
and Christopher McMahon, 1st Inf. 

A correspondent of the New York Evening Post reports 
the discovery by members of Troop C, Squadron A, 
N.G.N.Y., of an oasis in the culinary desert of Army 
life on the border. It is a tavern called “Wander Inn,” 
located at Monte Christo, Texas, where the troopers 
were on detached service. They have established there 
informal headquarters, and they have turned it into a 
sort of club. The place has a wide, shady veranda, a 
large living room, containing several real chairs, a table, 
a phonograph and a couch. Im the yard is a rickety 
shower bath. Such comforts are irresistible, and all 
leisure hours are spent at “the club.” The matron de 
hotel is Mrs. Montgomery. She is assisted by her 
daughter-in-law. ‘They are elderly, kindly women, mind- 
ful of the comfort of the troopers in the vicinity, and 
they do not let their right hands know what their left 
hands are doing While the right is extended in cordial 
hospitality, the left is busy making lemonade at five 
cents a glass, and in putting the little pot into the big 
one to produce a “chicken dinner for six at a time.” 
Those who are not so fortunate as to be accommodated 
at the hotel turn to the Mexicans for their dinner parties. 
Nor are these Mexican repasts to be sniffed at. There 
are always hot, buttered tortillas in abundance, a big 
bowl of gellina con arroz, a highly spiced chicken and 
rice stew, and generally frijoles, Mexican beans, in some 
delicious form. ‘Then, too, there is the post office and 
general store, also conducted by Mrs. Montgomery, where 
one can purchase cakes, crackers, ice cream and other 
delicacies. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 


We are informed by Major George V. H. Moseley, 
Cav., U.S.A., Chief of Staff to Major General Clement, 
commanding the Pennsylvania Division of National 
Guard at El Paso, Texas, that the published statement 
that the Pennsylvania camp was washed out in the 
storm of Aug. 20 and that the camp was to be aban- 
doned for one on higher ground was incorrect. ‘The 
statement was sent out by an irresponsible reporter. 
The Pennsylvania division has an ideal site, we are in- 
formed, with all facilrties for supply, target practice 
and maneuver period. The storm referred to did con- 
siderable damage in the city of El Paso, but practically 
no damage in the Pennsylvania camp. The drainage 
system protects the camp in the event of heavy rains. 

A ficld bakery has been organized for the division of 
Pennsylvania National Guard on the Texas border. The 
bakery will be composed of sixty-one men, divided into 
four sections. It is likely that Major Frank L. Mueller, 
Q.M.C., who is one of the best authorities in the state 
on baking and rations, will be detailed to command the 
new organization. Each of the three sections will be 
in command of a sergeant, and when the troops return 
three sections will be located in Philadelphia and one 
in Pittsburgh, where there are armory facilities. The 
field bakery will have a capacity of 24,000 loaves per 
day, each section producing 6,000. 

Adjutant General Stewart has issued a circular in- 
forming members of the Pennsylvania National Guard 
now in Federal service of their right to vote at the 
November election, provided that the enlisted men pay 
a tax of ten cents and to be exempt from all other 
taxation while in the Federal service. The commissioned 
officers must pay the usual personal taxes, from which 
the enlisted men are exempt. It is the intention of 
Adjutant General Stewart to issue blank forms to the 
Guardsmen now on the border or encamped at Mt. 
Gretna, so that they can give the powers of attorney 
for the payment of the tax. 

Major Gen. Charles M. Clements, commanding the 
Pennsylvania division of National Guard on duty at El 
Paso, Texas, reviewed his command on Aug. 26. Some 
13,000 officers and men paraded and made a fine and 
businesslike showing. The formations were executed 
with great promptness. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


Some of the District of Columbia National Guard on 
duty at Warren, Ari., writes a correspondent of the 
Washington Star, have obtained some of the stationery 
of a hotel at Naco where plain rooms rent for $1 a day 
and bullet-proof ones bring fifty cents additional. 
Printed in red on the upper left-hand corner of the 
writing paper and envelopes of the hotel are the words, 
“Bullet-proof rooms.” During the days when the fight- 
ing was going on on the Mexican side of Naco the hotel 
was well patronized. The dollar rooms are on the frame 
side of the building, while those costing $1.50 are in a 
portion having thick adobe walls. 


OHIO. 


The National Guard of Ohio, which went into camp 
at Columbus over two months ago and recruited up to 
some 14,000 officers and men in answer to President 
Wilson’s call, was still in camp on Aug. 28. The 14,000, 
however, had decreased on Aug. 23 to 7,755, according 
to a report made on that day by Gen. W. V. McMaken. 

The News of Cleveland, in referring to the fast dis- 
appearing Ohio National Guardsmen, says: “Every day 
General McMaken is called upon to sign discharges for 
physical incapacity, while commanders of regiments and 
other units have an almost daily task of signing releases 
of men who have dependent families and men whose 
enlistments have expired. Several hundred men have 
applied for releases under the order permitting men who 
intend going to college to withdraw Sept. 1. But the 
thing that werries camp officials most is the large 
number of men who desert or take ‘French leave.’ Re- 
ports on Aug. 23 showed 102 men absent from camp, 
most of them without leave. Scores have been brought 
back, and are being tried daily on charges of desertion.” 


MINNESOTA, 


Battery C, 1st Field Art., of Minnesota, in camp at 
Fort Snelling, made the best record in the practice 
march and tent pitching contest held recently. After a 
ten-mile hike Batteries A and C reached Fort Snelling, 
and Battery C pitched shelter tents in ten minutes. 
Battery A was four minutes longer.” Twenty minutes 
later Battery B, tired and worn, arrived. Privates 
O’Brien and Harvery, of Battery C, won first prize, and 
Privates Jerome and Loft, also of Battery C, won second 
prize for rapidity in pitching tents. 

The Border Patrol, the weekly newspaper of the 1st 
Minnesota Infantry, on duty at Mercedes, Texas, while 
only two weeks old, made enough money to enable it to 
contribute $15 as prize money for the winners in the 
regimental field day on Aug. 16. The regimental canteen 
contributed $33 in prizes. 


VERMONT, 


Governor Gates, of Vermont, on Aug. 25 signed bills 
to aid dependents of Vermont National Guarasmen on 
duty on the Texas border, which were passed in special 
session by the Legislature on Aug. 25. One bill gives 
to dependent mothers and fathcrs, wives and children 
not over fifteen years of age an amount not exceeding 


$35 monthly to a family. Where a wife only is in need 
she may get $20 a month. Another bill provides state 
pay of $10 a month for enlisted men in addition to their 
Federal pay of approximately $15 a month. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 


The Sth and 5th Infantry of Massachusetts, on duty 
at El Paso, Texas, are constructing a combination 
drainage and sewerage system, digging the ditches them- 
selves, but bringing large gangs of Mexicans to do the 
rest. of the work. Six-inch tile is being laid in the com- 
pany streets, and in the future, when heavy rains come 
down, the camp, it is expected, will not be inundated. 

Thirty-four Massachusetts -National Guardsmen of the 
215 at Camp Whitney, Framingham, received discharges 
Aug. 26. The men had dependents. 


SOUTH CAROLINA AND MICHIGAN, 


Voting by the South Carolina Guards was a big event 
in camp Aug. 29. A committee was appointed to collect 
the ballots. Each company had its own polls, and the 
men who did not come from their company’s home county 
voted at headquarters in a special poll. Drilling was 
suspended all day. The men voted under a_ special 
provision of the state Legislature. 

The Michigan Guardsmen will vote in the same 
manner in November in their state and county elections. 





NOTES OF BORDER SERVICE. 

A gang of Mexican bandits crossed the border on 
Aug. 28 and made an attack on the Big Bend mine near 
Terlingua, Texas. Seven of the bandits were killed by 
troopers of the 6th U.S. Cavalry, according to reports 
received at El Paso Aug. 29. The remainder of the 
band, several of them wounded, escaped across the bor- 
der. Considerable machinery and part of the mine build- 
ings were wrecked by the bandits before the soldiers 
arrived on the scene, the reports add. 

A new camp for the 22d U.S. Infantry, stationed on 
the border, has been pitched near Warren, Ariz. <A 
large combination kitchen and mess hall has been built 
for each of the companies, roads have been made through 
the camp and ditches have been dug. The mess halls 
measure twenty by sixty-four feet, are covered with tar 
paper and enclosed with wire screen. Water pipes have 
been laid throughout the camp, hydrants being provided 
at the kitchens and at other convenient locations. The 
camp is situated close up to the foot of the mountain, 
which flanks it on the north. About four and _ three- 
quarters miles south of it, across a flat, is the Mexican 
line. From the camp one can look down on Naco, about 
six miles on an air line to the southwest and about 500 
feet lower in elevation. The central portion of the camp 
has an elevation of about 5,000 feet above sea level. 

It was reported from the Mexican border that the 
first consignment of motor trucks upon which to mount 
the Lewis machine guns have been delivered at the 
U.S. Arsenal at San Antonio, Texas. It consists of 115 
trucks and the order calls for something over 250 trucks 
to be used for this purpose. The Army has ordered 
350 of these machine guns, of which 251 have been sent 
to the Southern Department and distributed among the 
troops, the remaining ninety-nine having been sent to 
the arsenal at Springfield, Mass.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from the reports Aug. 24-31.) 
RUMANIA ENTERS THE LIST. 





Rumania on Aug. 27 at last declared war upon Aus- 
tria, and in retaliation Germany declared war upon the 
Balkan state. In addition Rumania has presented an 
ultimatum to Bulgaria demanding the evacuation of 
Serbia, and Turkey has declared war on Rumania. This 
is the most important development in this theater of the 
war since Bulgaria joined the Teutons and helped crush 
Serbia. The Rumanian army, already mobilized, num- 
bers about 500,000 and can be increased, it is believed, 
to 900,000. This thoroughly organized force will be a 
strong menace to Austria. If the international allied 
armies gathered in Macedonia are capable of making a 
strong attack it would seem probable that Bulgaria 
could now be crushed as completely as was Serbia. 
Rumania’s long delayed action has undoubtedly been 
induced now by a belief that the tide of war has changed 
and eventual, if not immediate, victory is in prospect for 
the Allies. The moral effect (if the word may still be 
used in discussing the affairs of nations) is likely to 
prove a strong factor in swaying the course of events in 
Greece. Serious disorders are reported from Athens, 
and a vital struggle appears to be in progress among the 
Greeks, whose sympathies and interests are divided. 

If the Turks have in hand the forces which defeated 
England and France in Gallipoli, those veterans can 
be used to protect the Bulgarian flank. Some have un- 
doubtedly been sent to Galicia to help the defeated 
Austrians to defend the Carpathian passes. Possibly 
some divisions may have gone to Armenia to confront 
the Russians on the Erzingan-Erzeroum front, but it 
has been thought that most of the Turkish troops in that 
region were from ‘Turkey’s Asiatic provinces. Ap- 
parently the Turks, if anyone, must supply the forces 
needed to check the Rumanians. Certainly Austria is 
well nigh prostrate, and it is unbelievable that hard- 
pressed Germany could just now spare men from the 
reserves which must be maintained back of both the 
French and Russian battle lines. 

It was the Russian success in Bukowina that turned 
Rumania over to the Allied cause, and undoubtedly any 
notable victor in either Transylvania or Macedonia at 
this time would turn the hand of the Greek to the side 
of the Allies. Austrian gunboats have bombarded sev- 
eral Rumanian towns along the Danube, and the Ru- 
manians are shelling Orsova and Rustchuk. 

The first fighting between Rumanian and Austrian 
troops occurred in the Rothenthurm Pass, fifteen miles 
south of Hermannstadt. This city and Kronstadt, to 
the eastward, are the two important Hungarian towns 
threatened by the Rumanian columns which started 
north across the mountains as soon as war was de- 
clared. Reports of Aug. 31 say they are advancing 
rapidly and have captured over 700 prisoners en route 
to Kronstadt. 


THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The battle of the Somme at the beginning of the third 
month is still the scene of the hardest fighting now in 
progress anywhere in the war. Both the British and 


the French have progressed within the week, but the 
German defense is so strong that every gain, no matter 
how small, is won only at the cost of heavy casualties. 

The Allied artillery is still the dominant force, and 
the positions upon which the fire is concentrated are 
reduced to utter chaos in all cases before the infantry 
rushes forward for the final hand to hand fight with 
the few survivors who, emerging from deep dugouts, 
try, even to the last, to hold on to the ground where the 
trenches had been. 

The German artillery is still capable of inflicting 
severe losses upon the hostile forces, but it is evidently 
quite unable to prevent the successful concentration of 
heavy gun fire upon any front line position chosen for 
attack by the French and British artillery commanders. 
The Allies are greatly aided by their aggressive air 
service, which is able to prevent the German air scouts 
from locating their heavy battery positions. Both sides 
continue to suffer numerous losses daily in the air 
fighting. 

On the lines opposite the French between Hardecourt 
and Cléry the Germans have brought up the Fifth Di- 
vision of Bavarian reserves and the First Division of 
Prussian Guards commanded in person by Prince Eitel 
Friedrich, the second son of the German Emperor. 

North of the Somme, on Aug. 24, the French captured 
the whole of the village of Maurepas and forced their 
lines some 200 yards eastward on a front of one and 
one-quarter miles; 600 German prisoners were taken 
with a dozen machine guns. On the 27th French troops 
fought their way into hostile trenches north of Cléry, 
but were driven out soon after. The battle continued on 
the next day, but although fighting hard the French 
could not advance. 

The British on Aug. 24 continued to blast their way 

closer to Thiepval and advanced their lines 300 yards 
nearer the town by capturing a German trench 400 
yards long with 500 prisoners. On the following day 
the lines of investment were driven still closer on both 
the western and southern approaches, and in hard fght- 
ing on the 26th more trenches and some prisoners were 
captured near Mouquet. 
_ Between Ginchy and Longueval on Aug. 25 German 
infantry tried unsuccessfully to reach the British 
trenches. On the 26th the Prussian Guard Division at- 
tacked the British lines west of Guillemont, but failed 
to reach the defenses and the same fate met another 
effort south of Thiepval, although in this fight sixty 
British were captured. Meanwhile the British infantry 
succeeded, by another of their short rushes, in taking 
200. yards of a German trench north of Bazentin-le- 
Petit, about four miles southeast of Thiepval. In this 
sector the British lines are very close to the village of 
Martinsquich. 

On the 27th the British gained some ground northwest 
of Ginchy and added to this success -slightly on the 
29th. The Germans repulsed strong British attacks on 
the night of Aug. 29-30 between Ovillers and Pozieres 
and between Guillemont and Maurepas. British detach- 
ments penetrated the German positions north of Ovillers 
and Pozieres, but were finally defeated in hand to hand 
fighting. On Aug. 30 the British line was extended 
across a small hostile salient south of Martinspuich. 

At Verdun the Germans have been almost entirely on 
the defensive although several strong efforts have been 
made to retake some of the ground lost between Fleury 
and Thiaument. On Aug. 24 the French repulsed a 
number of hand grenade attacks in this sector and made 
some small additional gains east of Fleury; 300 German 
prisoners were taken including eight officers. On the 
27th the Germans made three successive attacks upon 
the French positions in Vaux-le-Chapitre Woods, but 
all were repulsed with severe losses by the French fire. 
The next day the French made an appreciable gain 
southeast of Thiaumont work and took forty prisoners. 
Two night attacks by the Germans at the village of 
Fleury failed, and later the French won a little more 
ground in this sector, but were repulsed in the subse- 
quent counter attack. 

On the west side of the Meuse there has been only 
ordinary artillery engagements without any infantry 
activities. 

In Champagne several German ‘attacks on a small 
scale were repulsed near Gahure on Aug. 24. Two days 
later they made a strong attack west of Gahure, but al- 
though they penetrated a French salient they lost the 
position later in a counter attack with hand grenades. 
Forty-six French prisoners were taken early in the fight. 

In the region of St. Mihiel the Germans have made 
several small attacks following bombardments. In the 
Bois d’Ailly they gained a footing in French trenches 
but were expelled in a counter attack. ‘ 

In Lorraine two attempted German attacks near 
Reillon were prevented by the French barrage fire on 
Aug. 30. 

THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR, 


In Volhynia the Germans have been vigorously at- 
tacking the positions to which the Russians advanced 
on the west bank of the Stokhod near Rudka-Chervische 
northeast of Kovel. Near Tobol, thirty-eight miles 
northeast of Kovel, the Russians withstood powerful 
infantry attacks, but the Germans recaptured Zoyjin, 
which they had lost Aug. 21, and along the Graberka 
561 Russian prisoners were taken. Again on the 28th 
the Germans renewed the attack at Tobol after firing 
2,000 asphyxiating gas shells, but this effort, too, failed. 

In the sector of Terepelnike-Pienaki the forces of Gen- 
eral von Hindenburg recaptured all of the trenches lost 
on Aug. 22 and took one Russian officer, 211 men and 
three machine guns. On Aug. 26 southeast of Kiselin, 
twenty-five miles southeast of Kovel, German detach- 
ments penetrated to the third line of Russian entrench- 
ments and returned with 128 prisoners and three ma- 
chine guns. 

Russian attempts to cross the Dwina, both north and 
south of Dwinsk, were defeated by the Germans near 
Lennewaden two Russian officers and thirty-seven men 
were captured. 

In the region of the Dniester north of Mariampol, a 
Russian detachment captured a wood east of the vil- 
lage of Delegow with thirty-eight prisoners, but lost 
the position in a counter attack on the same night 
suffering considerable losses. 

In the Carpathians the Teuton forces have been fight- 
ing hard to block the Russian advance toward the plains 
of Hungary through the mountain passes. West of Mor- 
laka German troops stormed a Russian position and 
took 200 prisoners with two machine guns. Near Zabie 
Russian attacks were repulsed, but were successful in 
the region of Rafalov, where the village of Guta was 
taken and they reached the headwaters of the Bystritza 
and Bystritza-Nadworna. On the 30th the Russians 
took Rafalov and Panker Mountain on the Ilungarian 
frontier. 

The Archduke Charles Frances reports the repulse 
after hand to hand fighting of Russian attacks west of 
the Moldovo and in the region of Tartar Pass. On 
Aug. 26 the Russians ‘captured Hill 1129, three miles 
northeast of Koverla Mountain on the frontier south-

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Through the retirement of Brig. Gens. John P. Wis- 
ser and George A. Dodd on July 19 and 26, 1916, re- 
spectively, two vacancies were created in that grade, 
which were filled by the promotion of two colonels sta- 
tioned at Del Rio, Texas. Cols. J. W. Ruckman, C.A.

On 
Aug. 23 Colonel Ruckman requested the officers of the 
5th Provisional Coast Artillery Regiment to assemble 
at the Artillery mess to celebrate his good fortune. A 
few other friends were invited. Through the courtesy 
of Colonel Macomb, the 14th Cavalry band was present 
and played a beautiful program, which added materially 
to the enjoyment on this occasion. In addition to the 
Artillery officers and others attached to the 5th Pro- 
visional Artillery Regiment, General Sibley, Colonel 
Macomb, Major Meyer, Captain Lynch and Mr. Allen, 
of the 14th Cavalry, and Major Little, Med. Corps, 
were present. On Aug. 24 General Sibley, accompanied 
by Mrs. Sibley, left for Eagle Pass, where he will 
command that district, and was succeeded at Del Rio 
by General Ruckman. On the following day General 
Ruckman’s commission arrived. Through the courtesy 
of Captain Rucker, adjutant, 14th Cav., the band of the 
latter gave the new brigadier general a beautiful compli- 
mentary concert, during which Colonel Macomb, accom- 
panied by the Mayor of Del Rio and all the officers of 
the 14th Cavalry, called upon him in a body. 

Major Ernest B. Gose, Inf., U.S.A., recently found 
physically disqualified for the duties of a lieutenant colo- 
nel of Infantry, by reason of disability incident to the 
service, has been retired from active service as a lieu- 
tenant colonel, to date from July 19, 1916, the date 
upon which he would have been promoted by reason of 
seniority if found qualified. Lieutenant Colonel Gose 
was born in Illinois Nov. 15, 1868, and is a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., class of 1890, being assigned as a second 
lieutenant to the Sth Infantry.

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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER.

The Comptroller decides that there is no appropria- 
tion in the Military Academy Appropriation bill authoriz- 
ing payment of the salary and traveling expenses of a 
clerk for the Board of Visitors to the Academy.

In his speech replying to Congressman Gardner’s 
questions regarding the Navy, Secretary Daniels stated 
that of the vessels authorized during the present admin- 
istration only one has su far been commissioned. Before 
the close of the administration, however, six more ves- 
sels will have been completed and commissioned. Sub- 
sequent to the authorization it is necessary to complete 
the designs of the vessels, and then to advertise for 
bids for their construction for a period of at least sixty 
days before any contracts can be placed. It is not cor- 
rect that on Aug. 1, 1916, not one single stroke of 
work had yet been done on the dreadnoughts Tennessee 
and California. It is true that the keels of these ves- 
sels have not yet been laid, but it is a well known fact 
to all shipbuilders that before the keel of a vessel can 
be laid a very great amount of preliminary work in the 
preparation of plans, collection of material, and fabrica- 
tion of certain parts in the shops must be done. A 
large portion of this work in connection with these two 
vessels has been done. On Aug. 1 there were thirty-five 
submarines under construction, which had been author- 
ized at various times from 1908 to 1915. Of these the 
seven authorized from 1908 to 1912, inclusive, are un- 
completed on account of the forfeiture by the company 
of the contracts for these vessels, and the necessity for 
placing contracts for five of them with a new company 
and for the completion of the other two by the Gov- 
ernment to be completed have been given trials from 
time to time, and the fact that they are nominally un- 
completed is due to the endeavor to bring these boats 
up to the level of the latest practice. Of the four au- 
thorized in 1913, two have been delivered since Aug. 1 
and the other two will be in active service within a 
few months. On the remaining twenty-four authorized 
in 1914 and 1915 work is proceeding in accordance with 
the _— of their contracts and no delays are antici- 
pated. 
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Mr. Lawrence W. Luellan has made public a letter 
written by him on Aug. 17 to Newton D. Baker, Secre- 
tary of War, in which he protested against the action 
of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications in rejecting 
the so-called Luellan-Dawson invention of heavy guns 
and mortars mounted on railroad cars, which in times 
of emergency could be transferred from one concrete 
base to another. Mr. Luellan said the invention had 
been adopted by three of the great belligerent Powers 
of Europe. Concerning this General Crozier ‘says: “The 
matter has been considered by the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications. Luellan has been informed by that 
board that he has not presented for consideration any- 
thing of value that was not already well known to the 


board. His idea, which he claims as an invention, is 
nothing more than the idea of placing guns on movable 
platforms. Such an idea has been considered by us for 
years, and is in common use abroad.” We cannot learn 
that Mr. Luellan has any patent on such an invention 
and the idea is some twenty-five years old. Whether 
there is any valuable novelty in the’ Luellan plan of 
putting it-into operation does not appear. He asks 
that the Ordnance Department shall develop it and 
then pay him a royalty for its use. If Mr. Luellan’s 
“invention” should be developed at the public expense, 
and should be found to have merit, the use of it should 
be granted to the Government without charge, as would 
be done in the case of a similar invention by an officer of 
the Army or the Navy. 
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The first meeting of the American-Mexican Commis- 
sion is to be held in the Biltmore Hotel, New York 
city, on Sept. 4, according to newspaper reports. Sec- 
retary Lansing will attend the opening meeting and a 
program will be drawn up for the procedure of_ the 
commissioners in the first stages of their work. From 
New York city the commissioners will be taken to a 
New England coast resort (Portsmouth, N.H., is the 
favorite selection of the newspapers), where the re- 
mainder of the sessions will be held. It is reported that 
the commission will be taken to New England on 
board the U.S.S. Mayflower. Louis Cabrera, presi- 
dent of the Mexican group of the commission, arrived at 
Vera Cruz on Aug. 28 with a staff of five men and with 
James Linn Rogers, the American diplomatic agent in 
Mexico, to sail for Key West on the U.S. Army trans- 
port Dixie. Since our last issue went to press, Leo S. 
Rowe, professor of political economy at the University 
of Pennsylvania, has been appointed secretary of the 
American group of the commission. Professor Rowe 
has been closely identified with Latin-American affairs 
for years, representing the United States on many im- 
portant commissions. He speaks Spanish and_ holds 
honorary degrees from many South and Central Ameri- 
can universities. 


_— 
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The detail of only three lieutenants as student offi- 
cers of the Ordnance Department, under War Depart- 
ment General Order 23, July 5, 1916, has been author- 
ized by the Secretary of War. This is due to the fact 
that the Secretary does not consider officers serving on 
the border, at West Point, in the recruiting service, or 
in the Service Schools, as available for this detail. 
Twelve lieutenants who were recommended by the Ord- 
nance Department were rejected on this account. Those 
who had been detailed as student officers in the Ord- 
nance Department are 2d Lieuts. Roland L. Gaughler, 
4th Cav., Cleveland H. Bandholtz, 29th Inf., and Wil- 
liam A. Borden, C.A.C. Officers who are detailed for 
this duty will take a prescribed course of instruction of 
two years at the Sandy Hook Proving Ground, and at 
one or more of the manufacturing establishments of the 
Ordnance Department. In general, one year’s instruc- 
tion will be essentially theoretical and the other practical 
in its character. 
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When the New York Evening Post printed a letter 
from a “sissified’’ correspondent in its issue of Aug. 9, 
charging an unnamed “young Regular Army lieutenant” 
with using profane and abusive language in his com- 
mands to the rookies in his company at Plattsburg, it 
picked up a rattlesnake with a large variety of stings 
at its command. This is revealed in the issue of the 
paper for Aug. 30, when the Post acknowledges the 
receipt of many letters from its readers (some of which 
are reproduced), all being in a tone of the greatest 
indignation over the article and its charges. One of 
the letter writers avers that the author of the interview 
was “known in his company as a grouch, a sorehead and 
a kicker.” It would appear that the Evening Post 
realized it had picked up something with a great deal 
of “kick” in it, for its article on Aug. 30 ends with the 
— “the discussion of Plattsburg may be dropped 
ere.” 











Major Gen. J. B. Aleshire, Q.M. General, U.S.A., 
appeared before a retiring board at Washington Sept. 1, 
consisting of Major Gen. A. L. Mills, Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, Cols. W. H. Arthur and H. C. Fisher, Med. 
Corps, and Lieutenant Dowell. The order was issued, 
it is understood, upon the recommendation of the 
medical officer who has_ been treating General 
Aleshire. As previously stated in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, General Aleshire is in very poor health, and 
his friends are of tke opinion that he should not again 
take up his exacting labors. Some time ago General 
Aleshire’s leave was extended until Nov. 1 to give him 
an opportunity to recover. After a short session the 
board adjourned to give the medical officers an opportu- 
nity to conduct a physical examination of General 
Aleshire. 
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The G.C.M. at Fort Worden, Wash., which tried Lieut. 
Carl von dem Bussche, 14th U.S. Inf., charged with 
the unauthorized sale of a boiler from a condemned 
storehouse at Fort Missoula while he was quartermaster 
there, has acquitted that officer. The acquittal of Lieu- 
tenant von dem Bussche has led the War Department 
to direct that there be no_court-martial proceedings 
against Q.M. Sergt. Thomas Patterson, who was recom- 


mended for trial by a court of inquiry, ordered previous 
to the G.C.M. 
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That the Yale batteries are to remain at the Toby- 
hanna, Pa., camp for an indefinite period is the state- 
ment of the camp correspondent of the New York Times, 
who declares that an order from the War Department 
was received there on Aug. 30 countermanding the 
previous order which would have released the student 
members of the Yale batteries “as soon after Sept. 1 
as possible.” 
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The board to determine the division of rooms in the 
State, War and Navy Building between the different 
departments has been appointed. It consists of Assistant 
Secretary of State Osborne, Adjutant General McCain 
and Paymaster General McGowan. For years the de- 
partments have been crowding each other for room in 
the building. There has been considerable friction and 
endless controversies between the bureau chiefs over 
the rooms, and it was finally agreed to leave the whole 
matter to a joint board. The board took up its work 
on Aug. 30 by starting a personal inspection of every 





room in the building. It started in the sub-basement and 
intends to continuc until it reaches the top floor. 
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We are advised by the Quartermaster General that 
the soldiers whose names are on the eligible list for ap- 
pointment as quartermaster sergeant, Q.M. Corps,’ by 
reason of the examination held Feb. 1, 1916, will remain 
on said list for three years from date of examination 
(Feb. 1, 1916), unless appointed sooner, or their names 
are withdrawn by request. 


The text of the two big Service appropriation bills 
signed on Aug. 29 by the President was summarized in 
our issues ot Aug. 12 (the Army bill) and Aug. 19 (the 
Naval appropriations). In those two issues, and in the 
Articles of War on pages 5-8 of this issue, will be 
found all the new provisions of law contained in these 
two Service measures. 
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After several years of effort in Congress to pass a bill 
for the erection of a memorial to John Ericsson, the 
inventor of the Monitor, such a measure was put through 
at this session and became a law on Aug. 31, when 
President Wilson signed the bill. It appropriates $35,000 
for a memorial to be erected in Washington. 
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The late Herman Oelrichs,-of New York, some years 
ago offered a prize of $500 for evidence that a shark 
ever attacked a man north of Cape Hatteras. Recent 
experiences would indicate that he was mistaken as to 
this, and so far as known Mr. O6celrichs never paid 
this award. Reliable correspondents of theARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, with others, gave satisfactory evidence 
of the man-eating propensities of some sharks. The 
latest case is that of Horace M. Howard, O.S., U.S.S. 
Galveston, who is suffering from an injury described 
by P.A. Surg] J. A. Bass, on duty at Olongapo, as 
“avulsion of a limb” caused by a shark, which carried 
off his foot and sir inches of his leg above the ankle. 
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The results of the examinations of non-commissioned 
officers of the U.S. Marine Corps for commissions in 
the corps, which took place on Aug. 7, have been for- 
warded to the Navy Department. It is expected that 
the names of the successful candidates will soon be 
announced. Another examination for both civilians and 
Marine Corps non-commissioned officers will be held on 
Nov. 1. Preparations are being made at Norfolk for a 
large class of student officers. It is believed that there 
will be fifty in the next class that will attend the school.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


Changes 44, Aug. 14, 1916, War D., announce that Pars, 
178, 179, 180, 181, 193, 602, 1012, 1015 and 1019, Army 
Regulations, are changed and Par. 1506% is added. The latter 
paragraph is as follows: 

1506%. 1. Officers of the Corps of Engineers detailed for 
duty in charge of engineer districts that include works of 
permanent fortifications will perform such of their duties as 
pertain to the preservation and repair of such permanent fortifi- 
cations (not comprising structural changes) and to the prepara- 
tion and carrying out of plans for the land defense of the 
frontiers, under the supervision of the department commander 
of the territorial department in which such works may be 
located. ‘This section shall not be so construed as to causa 
interference with the other duties with which these officers are 
charged under the immediate orders of the Chief of Engineers, 

2, Allotments from the appropriations for preservation and 
repair of fortifications for such preservation and repair work 
as does not involve structural changes will be made by the 
Chief of Engineers to district engineer officers in accordance 
with the recommendations of the department commander as far 
as may be practicable with the funds available. 

3. Annual estimates of funds expected to be necessary for 
the preservation and repair of fortifications not involving struc- 
tural changes will be submitted by district engineer officers to 
the department commander and will be forwarded so as to 
reach the War Department by June 1 of each year, with such 
cecommendations as the department commander may consider 
proper. These estimates will then be referred to the Chief of 
engineers for his assistance in preparing the consolidated esti- 
mates for submission to the Secretary of War. 


G.O. 34, AUG. 8, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

1.—Announces that for the proper care and preservation of 
ordnance property there will be assigned to organizations of the 
Mobile Army and to coast defenses enlisted men of the Ord- 
nance Department as rapidly as they become available. The 
order gives the approximate number of sergeants of ordnance, 
eorporals and privates first class to be assigned, viz., 25, 47 and 
100. 
The enlisted personnel will form practically an ordnance field 
force, and while generally assigned as stated, will be subject 
to redistribution by department commanders according to the 
exigencies of the service under Par. 743, Army Regulations. 
In posts and permanent garrisons the enlisted men of the Ord- 
nance Department will be under the post ordnance officer (or 
the supply officer charged witl. duties of an ordnance officer). 
When troops take the field the ordnance personnel pertaining to 
each organization should accompany it. 

Upon receipt of this order, department commanders will take 
steps to add to the regimental and coast defense organizations 
within their departments the ordnance personnel enumerated, 
either by enlistment or by transfer, forwarding to the Chief of 
Ordnance their recommendations for appointments in grades of 
corporal and sergeant, in order that warrants may be issued 
by him in accordance with existing law. In the Philippine 
and Hawaiian Departments the non-commissioned officers will 
be designated by the department commanders in the same man- 
ner as is now done with those in the Manila and Hawaiian 
Ordnance Depots. 

Inlisted men of the Ordnance Department will not be re- 
quired to perform any duties other than those pertaining to 
their department. 

‘The duties of the several grades will be as follows: 

Sergeants.—Caretakers, clerks, checkers, overseers, foremen 
of laborers and storekeepers. 

Corporals.—-Caretakers, clerks, checkers, storekeepers and 
saddlers. ~ 

Privates, first class—Packers, messengers, janitors, ware- 
housemen and skilled laborers. 

II.—Par. 54, G.O. 128, Sept. 19, 1911, War D., amended 
by G.O. 52, July 3, 1914, War D., is further amended to read 
as follows, the paragraph referred to having reference to the 
Army Field Engineer School: 

54, For record at the school and at the War Department, the 
class, upon graduation, will be arranged in order of merit as 
follows: 

(a) Honor graduates: Thoseggraduates from the head of the 
class down in regular order who have obtained ninety-five per 
cent, or over in military engineering (including the thesis), 
and whose standing in military art is equal to, or better than, 
that of the student of the Army School of the Line of that year 
who graduates fifth in the course in military art, and who re- 
ceives the recommendation of the academic board, approved by 
the commandant, ‘They will be borne upon the Army Register 


as “Honor Graduates of the Army Field Engineer School.” 

(b) Distinguished graduates: Those graduates from the honor 
graduates of the class down in regular order who have ob- 
tained ninety per cent. or over in military engineering (in- 
cluding the thesis), and whose standing in military art is equal 
to, or better than, that of the lowest student of the Army 
School of the Line of that year who is recommended to take 
the staff class course and who receives the recommendation of 
the academic board, approved by the commandant. They will 
be borne upon the Army Register as “Distinguished Graduates 
of the Army Field Engineer School.” 

(c) Graduates: All other student officers who have completed 
the course satisfactorily, to do which each must have obtained 
at least seventy-five per cent. in each of those subjects in which 
he has been examined or re-examined. These shall be borne 
upon the Army Register as “Graduates of the Army Field 
Engineer School.” « 


BULLETIN 24, AUG. 1, 1916, WAR DEPT. 
Publishes act of Congress making appropriations for sundry 
civil expenses of the Government for the fiscal year ending June 
86, 1917, and for other purposes, approved July 1, 1916. 


BULLETIN 27, AUG. 16, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

On May 9, 1916, telegraphic instructions were issued by the 
War Depsrtment to the commanding general, Southern Dept., 
and on May 11, 1916, mail instructions were issued to the 
commanding generals of the other military departments in the 
United States, to instruct their mustering officers to enter in the 
column “remarks” on the muster-in rolls of the Organized 
Militia called into the service of the United States what, if any, 
prior service each officer and enlisted man had either in the 
Regular Army, Marine Corps, or Organized Militia. From 
an e@xamination of the muster-in rolls received in The Adju- 
tant General’s Office it appears that the data called for have 
not been recorded on half of those rolls. 

In view of the fact that these data have not been furnished 
generally, and the fact that the Department desires to ob- 
tain information regarding the number of men who have had 
prior service in the Navy, as well as in the branches referred 
to in the former instructions, it is directed that prior service 
in the Regular Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Organized Militia 
be entered in the column “remarks” on the muster roll for Aug. 
31, 1916, of every organization of the Organized Militia and 
National Guard in the service of the United States. 

Prior service in the Organized Militia as referred to herein 
means any such service prior to the date shown in the column 
“Date of commission or enlistment in state service,’’ appearing 
on the muster-in rolls.

I.—The question having been presented to the War Depart- 
ment for decision as to the wearing of leather leggins by the 
personnel of the Signal Corps and Medical Department, the 
following extract of a letter dated Aug. 4, 1916 (2422172, 
A.G.O.), in connection therewith, is published for the informa- 
tion and guidance of this command (1035-D.I.): 

“Par, 86, Uniform Specifications, as changed by Changes, 
Uniform Specifications, No. 5, War D., 1915, has been in- 
terpreted as prescribing the leather leggin for organizations ex- 
clusively and wholly equipped as mounted troops, and the can- 
vas leggin for all other troops including all organizations of 
which only a portion of the men are mounted. 

“With reference to that interpretation, it was decided under 
date of March 14, 1916 (2374510, A.G.O.), that all Signal 
Corps men were considered as having the status of mounted 
men, and the Secretary of War directs that mounted enlisted 
men of the Medical Department be also considered as~ having 
this status, and authorizes the issue of the leather leggin to all 
mounted enlisted men of that department.

“Washington, D.C., Aug. 14, 1916. 
“Commanding General, Southern Department, Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

‘*Reference your number 2231. According to opinion ren- 
dered by Judge Advocate General, dated July 26, 1916, ap- 
proved by Secretary of War, National Guardsmen who have 
completed their three years’ term active service cannot under 
eall June 18, 1916, be held for active service beyond active 
enlistment period unless they so elect. Continuation in active 
service into period of reserve service should be as provided for 
in Sec. 69, National Defense Act. Re-enlistment can take place 
only after completion full term enlistment, including reserve 
period. National Guardsmen who have completed their terms 
active service and who do not desire remain in active service 
should be transferred to National Guard reserve of state to 
which they belong and sent to their homes under proper orders, 
according to practice followed with reservists of Regular Army. 
Men who are in service without having taken oath are not 
National Guardsmen but Organized Militia. Such men should 
be given final discharge upon completion enlistment term, there 
being no provision for reserve period of service under Dick 
law. Such may be re-enlisted for a six-year term as National 
Guardsmen if they so desire.

Writers on international politics in American news- 
papers have received two severe reversals within the last 
ten days. The more important one was occasioned by 
the entry of Rumania into the war on the side of the 
Entente Allies, which was in direct opposition to the 
general opinion of our journalistic authorities on welt- 
politik.

Condemnation of the so-called red tape of the War 
Department is a favorite pastime for Members of Con- 
gress, Yet a careful examination of its administrative 
methods will reveal the fact that Congress is responsible 
for about nine-tenths of the red tape of the Department 
and the Army. This is equally true of the Navy Depart- 
ment. Every Army and Navy bill raps one or two 
skeins of red tape around the Department. This is 
particularly true of Army and Navy personnel legisla- 
tion. The simplest proposition for such legislation is 
invariably encumbered with so many provisos that it is 
necessary to refer it to the Judge Advocate General 
and even to the Attorney General for interpretation 
before it can be put into effect. The War Department

pefore the Navy Department will be able to straighten 
out its personnel legislation. Take, for instance, the 
apparently simple action on the part of the War Depart- 
ment of detailing a second lieutenant to the Signal 
Corps. First it must be determined whether he is eligible 
for the detail on account of the “Manchu” law. This 
is quite a mathematical problem, as the Department 
must determine just how many days he has served with 
troops. Then the foreign service roster must be con- 
sulted. Under the law limiting service in the Philip- 
pines to two years the Department is often hard pressed 
to secure officers to relieve those who are due to return 
from the Philippines. Incidentally the personal affairs 
of the lieutenant must be looked into, as only unmarried 
officers are eligible for aviation service. 


-_ 
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Under a decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury, 
Rear Admiral C. J. Badger, U.S.N., retired, will receive 
active pay of a rear admiral for the period that he is 
chairman of the executive committee of the General 
3oard. The decision carries with it $4,000 back pay 
for Admiral Badger. The question was raised as to 
whether a provision in the Naval Appropriation Act, 
inserted at the request of the Secretary of the Navy 
for the benefit of Admiral Badger, became effective imme- 
diately upon the detail of that officer to the General 
Board. It was submitted to the Comptroller on Aug. 
28, and the opinion was rendered on the following day. 
This is probably a new record for the Comptroller in 
quick action on a question that has been submitted to 
him by the Department.

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The Quartermaster Corps has at last secured a 
woolen fabric in which it is believed that the 
shrinkage will be greatly reduced. This will be welcome 
news to the Service, which has had some trying 
experiences with the woolen garments of the uniform. 
Especially have the woolen shirts given the enlisted men 
no end of trouble, shrinking two or three sizes after 
they have been washed. The most satisfactory feature 
of the new fabric is that it has increased wearing 
qualities. At the same time the price is materially 
reduced, despite the general inerease in the cost of 
clothing. A specification for the field hat has been 
adopted which will improve its appearance and at the 
same time decrease its cost. 
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THE LOSS OF THE MEMPIHIS. 

The loss of the U.S.S. Memphis in the harbor of San- 
to Domingo City on Aug. 29 with its tragic tale of 
lives lost or “missing” (many of whom are believed to 
be drowned according to present reports) is the fourth 
disaster of this general character in the history of the 
United States Navy, which now have been described 
fully in the pages of the ArMy AND Navy Jovur- 
NAL. First of these harbor disasters was the total loss 
of the sloop-of-war Monongahela at St. Croix on Nov. 
18, 1867, with five lives, the cause of the wreck being a 
tidal wave resulting from a seismic disturbance. Sec- 
ond was the wreck of the Wateree, that “lost not a man,” 
as our old account proudly states, and the Fredonia in 


the harbor of Arica, Peru, on Aug. 138, 1868, another 


tidal wave being responsible for the destruction of these 
ships of the Navy. The Fredonia was dashed to pieces 
by the violence of the seas, but- the: Wateree was cast 


up on the shore 450 yards inland with her bow pointing 


toward the element that had been. her home; doomed 
later to perform the ignoble office of a country inn. 


‘Nearer to the loss of Rear-Admiral Pond’s ship, however, 


was that of the Nipsic, Vandalia .and Trenton in the 
harbor of Apia, Samoa, on March 16, 1889, which with 
the loss of the German ships Eber, Adler and Olga not 
only stopped the island war, but startled the world with 
its tale of tragedy and its heroism. 

It is one of the minor curiosities of the last two dis- 
asters in our Navy that the first reports of them should 
have awakened practically the same offhand and. ill- 
advised judgment among laymen. It will be remem- 
bered that when it was learned of all the ships moored 
in Apia harbor on that day only the British cruiser 
Calliope was able to outface the hurricane and steam 
to sea and safety, criticism arose as to the better sea- 
manship displayed by Captain Kane in keeping power 
enough up in his boilers to perform this maneuver. The 
inference was that the American commanders under 
Rear Admiral Kimberley had been caught napping. As 
Stevenson poirts out in his brilliant chapter on “The 
Hurricane” in his “Footnote to History,’ the injuries 
received by the Nipsic and Vandalia were fatal in the 
violence of that wind and sea, and the structural fault 
in the Trenton (the hawse pipes entering through the 
berth deck) caused her fires to be put out, which left 
the flagship helpless, to be cast against the sunken Van- 
dalia and yet to act as the life saver of her crew. 

When the first story came of the hurricane of Aug. 
29, 1916, casting the Memphis ashore in harbor, criti- 
cisms were heard of another naval commander being 
ce .ght napping i>. harbor with not enough steam up to 
go to sea as the gallant little Castine did. But Rear 
Admiral Pond’s second report of Aug. 30 shows that 
the bursting of the main steam pipe, with its attendant 
horror and casualties, was the real cause of the flag- 
ship’s going ashore. In that respeet the catastrophe is 
unique in American naval history; but in that and all 
others it reveals no cause for criticism nor of anything 
but praise for the highest gallantry on the part of the 
officers and men in what was a double stroke of nature’s 
misdoings, the shock of the hurricane and the bursting 
of the steam pipe. To the men on deck duty the hurri- 
cane may have seemed only a natural outcome of a 
sailor’s life; but to those in that steaming hell of an 
engine room not even such consolation befell. Their 
day of duty went out in such agony and heroism as 
befalls few men. May they sleep in honored and re- 
membered peace. 


HARDSHIPS IN TRANSFERS TO N.G. 


A correspondent calls our attention to two rulings 
made by the War Department in the case of officers of 
the Regular Army who have accepted commissions in 
the National Guard regiments that have been called 
into the service of the United States. Thus, our corre- 
spondent points out, “a Regular officer accepting a 
commission in the National Guard service receives the 
state pay of the rank in which commissioned. He is 
not given longevity pay. The effect of this would be that 
if a major of twenty years’ service accepts a commission 
as lieutenant colonel he would receive less pay than he 
received as a major in the Regular Service.” 

An actual hardship attendant on such a change is 
noted as an expensive corollary thus: A Regular officer 
accepts a commission in the National Guard. At the 
time he accepts his commission his station is in Wash- 
ington, but his National Guard regiment is at El Paso, 
Texas. He is ordered to join his regiment, the order 
stating that the travel is necessary in the public service. 
The Quartermaster General has ruled in such a case 
as this that the officer was “joining for duty upon first 
appointment to the Organized Militia, and therefore, 
under Par. 1297, A.R., not entitled to mileage for the 
travel pe:furmed.” ‘This ruling seems to us to put an 
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unwarranted expense on an Army officer traveling in 
the public service.

PROMOTION IN THE NAVY. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation announces 
that he will recommend to the Secretary of the Navy 
that the examination of all commissioned line officers 
due for promotion shall include the subjects “Estimate 
of the Situation” and “Formulation of Orders” as pre- 
pared at the Naval War College. Officers will be given 
time to prepare on these subjects. Under the new 
system of examination greater emphasis will be placed 
on work done in the Naval War College; more officers 
will have an opportunity to attend the ‘college and every- 
thing will be done to make the college course fit in with 
the actual work of the fleet. 

Printed copies of the Naval Appropriation Act were 
received at the Navy Department on Aug. 31, and the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation immediately addressed 
a communication to the Judge Advocate General, asking 
for his opinion upon the doubtful provisions of the bill. 
These have been. discussed -informally,. but so much 
depended upon the meaning of two or three words that 
the authorities at the Navy Department did not feel 
like taking any action until they were in possession of 
official copies. 

For instance; the bill sets forth that estimates: of the 
number of officers in the Navy should be made on July 1 
and January !. This computation is to be made at 
that time, as the number of officers is to be determined 
‘by ‘the enlisted. strength of the Navy at these dates. 
Construed literally, there would be no vacancies under 
the Naval Appropriation Act until next January. How; 
ever, it is generally conceded that when the bill was 
written the committee expected it to be passed before 
July 1, and as a consequence the first estimate should 
be made on the day that the bill became a law. At 
least this is the generally accepted view, but the Cnief 
of the Bureau of Navigation will not take any action 
until he has an opinion from the- Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral. If the Judge Advocate General takes this view 
of the new law, nominations for the vacancies in the 
grades of lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign will be sent to the Secretary of the Navy immedi- 
ately. 

As previously stated, the vacancies in the grades of 
rear admiral, captain, commander and lieutenant com- 
mander will not be filled until December. This will be 
after the selecting out board has made its report and 
the report has been approved by the President. It will 
not be known who will be promoted until the board has 
made its selections. 

The question has been raised as to whether selection 
will be extended to the staff. As has been previously 
announced, the Secretary of the Navy is of the opinion 
that the same system of promotion should obtain in the 
staff as in the line, and his attention has been called 
to the opinion of the Attorney General, which is to the 
effect that the seniority law is unconstitutional. Under 
these conditions it is said that the Secretary has under 
consideration a plan for putting staff selection into effect 
under the present law without waiting for additional 
legislation at the next session of Congress. There is 
nothing in the new personnel provisions of, the act that 
prohibits the President from applying the principle of 
selection, and it is possible that he may do so through- 
out the Navy at once. 

If selection is not put into effect in the staff all the 
vacancies created by the bill will be filled immediately 
except those which are governed by the “running mate” 
act. Promotions in these instances will be held up in 
the staff where the officer's running mate in the line has 
not been advanced. ‘This will not affect staff officers 
above the rank of lieutenant commander. 











RECRUITING FOR THE ARMY. 


Through the recruiting offices the War Department is 
getting in communication with postmasters, who under 
the National Defense act are authorized to act as re- 
cruiting agents for the Army. Official notices will 
shortly be in the hands of all postmasters, which will 
be followed with recruiting literature and the neces- 
sary information to acquaint the postmasters with their 
new relations to the Army. 

Although the work is scarcely started, there are indi- 
cations that the postmasters are going to take an active 
interest in recruiting and in the Army in general. In 
letters to the Department, postmasters have shown that 
they are interested in preparedness and intend to do 
what they can to help fill up the Army. There has 
been already a request from postmasters for a recruit- 
ing flag which they desire to display at post offices. One 
of the postmasters said that if he is to go into the work 
of recruiting for the Army he wants to take hold of it 
jn a manner to accomplish something. 

While the War Department is highly pleased with 
the applications of the postmasters for the recruiting 
flags, they fear that they have no authority to issue 
them to any one excepting the regular recruiting officers. 
Aside from this, they have not sufficient number of flags 
to issue them to all the postmasters. They should be 
promptly provided, whatever the cost, which cannot be 
great. It is feared that the Department will not have 
enough literature to furnish all the postmasters with a 
complete set of everything that is issued. In the dis- 
tribution of literature the Department will naturally 
favor the postmasters that are the most active in the 
campaign for recruits. 

The Defense act in addition to increasing the strength 


of enlisted men in the Army. 


of the Regular Army has made the Service more at- 
tractive. .The postmasters are being advised that under 
the act greater opportunities are offered for advancement 
of worthy enlisted men, and if these facts are properly 
presented it is believed that there will be no shortage 
Under the new law en- 
listed men who have served a year ‘are eligible for 
selection for appointment as cadets at the Military 
Academy. Under this provision, it is believed, that the 
postmasters will be able to secure many young men 
who cannot secure appointments through Congressmen. 

The opportunities for promotion for enlisted men are 
greatly increased by the Defense act. For the appoint- 
ment of. second lieutenants to the Army, the Defense Act 
eontinues the existing provision that vacancies remain- 
ing after appointment of the West Point graduates shall 
be available first for enlisted men qualifying; then for 
civilians who pass the examinations. The Secretary of 
War is also making preparations to establish vocational 
training schools for the enlisted men. A commission of 
educators has been appointed tc prepare a course, and 
shortly ‘there will be opportunities for enlisted men to 
learn trades while serving in the Army. With these 
inducements it is generally believed that postmasters 
will be able to solve the problem of recruiting for the 
Army. If they do- they will be accomplishing much 
for preparedness. They will really constitute a pre- 
paredness society. 





SOLDIERS FOR POLICE DUTY. 

In the whole of continental America north of the 
Mexican border there are just two organizations of 
State Constabulary, that of Pennsylvania and the North 
West Mounted Police of the Dominion of Canada. Each 
one of these groups has an honorable record for justice 
and vigor in handling the situations of disorder and 
crime they have had to meet; and so far as the one 
State Constabulary of our own country is concerned no 
one but a professional labor agitator, labor sympathizer, 
or member of such groups as the I.W.W., ever has had 
reason to complain of the manner in which Major 
Grubb’s men have conducted themselves in the Keystone 
State. There have been many efforts made, particu- 
larly in New York state, to establish a constabulary 
force; but owing to the strenuous and effective opposi- 
tion of labor interests they have never been successful. 
And although the world in general outside of England 
(which admits its usefulness by establishing a constabu- 
lary in Ireland) recognizes the value and importance of 
these civil guards for handling civil disorders, the conti- 
nental United States shuts its mind against the estab- 
lishment of similar bodies here. The general stupidity 
of this attitude is all the more remarkable in view of the 
great success our Government has had with the Philip- 
pine Constabulary and Pennsylvania with her state 
force. 

We are confronted now, in the great railway strike 
with which the country is threatened as these words are 
written, with a situation that could be handled by state 
constabularies and should be handled by such bodies, 
if disorders arise in connection with the strike and if 
the peaceful passage of trains is interfered with. And 
we are also confronted with the penalty we have to pay 
for our refusal to establish civil geards to handle civil 
disorders in the military situation we have created with 
our native genius for blundering into such traps with 
our eyes wide open in spite of warning posts set up for 
us by competent military authorities. 

With a situation on the Mexican border requiring tne 
presence of the larger portion of the mobile Army of 
the United States and more than 100,000 men of the 
National Guard the country is threatened with internal 
disorders that have no parallel in our economic history, 
for the strike of 1894 was not so extensive as this one 
of 1916 promises to be. To prepare, it is believed, for 
this threat of trouble in the great railway centers, the 
War Department issued two orders on Aug. 30 that re- 
called twenty-eight companies of Coast Artillery troops 
—on duty at the border as provisional Infantry units— 
to their posts in the Eastern and Western Departments, 
and this was followed up with the order that will send 
15,000 men of the National Guard back to their mobiliza- 
tion camps in New York, New Jersey, Illinois, Missouri, 
Oregon, Washington and Louisiana. 

Thus we may have the old situation revived of the 
use of the men of the Army of the United States for 
police duty in the civil meaning of that word. Their 
real military duties are seriously interfered with. The 
success of the negotiations of the United States with 
Mexico in the forthcoming meeting of the interna- 
tional commission may be gravely weakened so far as 
our country is concerned by the withdrawal of these 
men from the border (where as a “gesture” they were 
an undoubted success). The wholesome ‘work of Regu- 
lar officers in training the men of the Guard to be effec- 
tive military units of the U.S. Army pattern and stand- 
ard is interrupted. And the cost of the transportation 


‘of these Regulars and National Guardsmen to their 


home posts and mobilization camps is an addition to all 
these burdens, although this is of the least consequence 
in view of the larger questions involved. 

Chief of these is that the people of the United States 
should unite in an intelligent and forceful effort to 
have removed, for all time, the necessity for the officers 
and men of the Army of the United States doing civil 
police duty. It is not their province; they never should 
be called upon to do it. We only proclaim our own 
inefficiency before the world when we put our soldiers 
to doing civil police work. Those labor interests that 


have opposed the establishment of state constabularies 
in the past must feel particularly proud of their work 
now, when they look at our military situation with their 
half-baked philosophy of man’s rights. By the same 
token, the other elements in the population of our coun- 
try (who will be the greatest sufferers if the railway 
strike continues) must feel ashamed to think they never 
have had the force to establish for their own protection 


, civil guards, whose real value has been demonstrated 


everywhere else in the world. Once again we are the 
unhappy victims of our own indifference to our real re- 
sponsibilities toward each other and toward the preser- 
vation of law and order.

As the result of the discussion of the now discarded 
provision in the revision of the Articles of War to 
exempt retired officers and men from the operations 
of the Articles, there will be a proposition in the next 
session of Congress to abolish the retired list and to 
place officers now or hereafter retired upon a reserve 
list. Brig. Gen. E. H. Crowder, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, in his testimony before the House Committee on 
Military Affffairs called attention to the fact that the 
original purpose of the retired list was to create what 
amounted to a reserve list. There is a disposition both 
in Congress and in the War Department to reach the 
conclusion that “retired” is. an unfortunate designation 
for officers who now occupy this status. It is suggested 
that only those who are entirely incapacitated for any 
duty in the War Department or in the Army should 
be on the retired list. As a matter of fact, it is an 
injustice to retired officers to designate them as such 
in the popular meaning of the term. As retired officers 
they are constantly subjected. to attacks in Congress 
from members who are unfriendly to the Army. ‘Taking 
advantage of the popular meaning of retired, critics of 
the Army have been able to create an impression: that 
when an officer retires he is no longer available for 
service and occupies the status of a pensioner, in spite 
of the fact that in the event of war retired ‘officers can 
be called into active service. oo little is known by 
the public at large of the services which retired officers 
are rendering the Government. Retired officers are in 
reality reserve officers, and serious consideration of this 
fact will be given during the next session of Congress. 
Some slight change in the status of retired officers so 
as to make them available for service at the will of 
the War Department in time of peace as well as in war 
may be made in transferring them to a reserve list. 





All tae Army nominations sent to the Senate by the 
President have been confirmed with the exception of 
those of Majors Herbert M. Lord, Robert S. Smith and 
William G. Gambrill, Q.M.C. These are held up on 
account of the refusal of the President to nominate 
Major Beecher B. Ray, who was the senior major in the 
Quartermaster Corps. Major Ray has been in trouble 
ever since his activities in the Presidential campaign of 
1908. It will be remembered that in 1908 it was charged 
that Major Ray was transferred from the Philippines 
to Chicago and granted a leave of absence so that he 
could take part in the campaign for the nomination 
of Taft. An investigation was conducted at that time 
but Major Ray was vindicated. Later, in 1912. white 
the Democrats gained control of the Goverment 
another investigation was instituted by the House Sem 
mittee on the Expenditures of the War Department 
which accomplished nothing beyond rehearsing the old 
testimony presente at the previous investigation. Dur- 
ing the investigation Major Ray’s nomination was held 
up in the Senate committee. Congress adjourned without 
confirming his nomination. In the next session President 
Wilson sent in the nomination of Major Lord, wien was 
Major Ray’s junior. The Senate committee now rene 
a hand in the situation, insisting that under the seniority 
law the President had no right to jump Major Lord 
over Major Ray. The Senate committee was ca so 
much interested in Major Ray as it was in the right 
of Congress to make laws governing promotion in ie 
Army. Secretary Garrison held the opinion that the 
seniority law is unconstitutional, as it infringes on 
the right of the President as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army. He asked the Attorney General for an opinion 
upon the subject and was sustained in his contention 
In the meantime Major Lord carried the case into the 
courts, but the courts refused to interfere and the De- 
partment was in effect sustained. But neither the 
opinion of the Attorney General nor the decisions of 
the court has moved the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs. The members of the committee insist that they 
know something about the law, and have not only refused 
to report the nomination of Major Lord, but those of 
Majors Smith and Gambrill, both also junior to Major 
Ray. In all probability all the majors under Major 
Ray will be held up until he is retired, unless the De- 
partment recedes from its position and sends in the 
nomination of the majors in the Quartermaster Corps 
according to the law of seniority.

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The various projects of establishing additional 
academies for the instruction of novitiate officers of 
the Army and Navy are likely to come to nothing. 
A much better plan for increasing the facilities for mili- 
tary and naval instruction was that suggested here a 
year ago; that of having a preparatory school in which 
candidates for West Point and’ Annapolis could be 
educated together for one or two years before being 
sent to the Academies.

RETURN OF COAST ARTILLERS TROOPS. 

Twenty companies of Coast Artillery troops which 
have been serving on the border as provisional Infantry 
were on Aug. 30 ordered back to their proper stations 
in the Eastern and Western Departments. While on 
the border they were organized into the 4th and 5th 
Regiments and a battalion. The 4th Regiment was 
stationed at Laredo, the 5th at Del Rio, and the bat- 
talion at Calexico. 

The troops which composed the old 1st Company and 
thé 154th will return to Fort McKinley, Me.; the 46th 
and 14ist to Fort Strong, Mass.; the 56th to Fort 
Hancock, N.J.; the 102d and 130th to Fort Adams, 
R.I.; the 122d to Fort Hamilton, N.Y.; the 134th and 
146th to Fort H. G. Wright, N.Y.; and the 167th to 
Fort Totten, N.Y. These troops composed the 4th Pro- 
visional Regiment. The 5th Regiment was composed 
of the following old companies, which have been ordered 
back as noted: The 20th and 77th to Fort Barrancas, 
Fla.; the 31st to Fort Caswell, N.C.; the 41st and 69th 
to Fort Monroe, Va.; the 74th to Fort Screven, Ga.; 
the 103d to Fort Howard, Md.; the 112th to Fort 
Dupont, Del.; the 145th to Fort Moultrie, S.C.; the 
127th to Fort Crockett, Texas; and the 154th to Jack- 
gon Barracks, La. The Pacific coast battalion will be 
distributed as follows: 25th to Fort Miley, Cal.; 64th, 
67th, 38th and 60th to Fort Winfield Scott, Cal.; and 
the 61st to Fort Baker, Cal. 


15,000 NATIONAL GUARDSMEN ORDERED HOME. 


Major Gen. Frederick Funston on Aug. 30 was di- 
rected by the War Department to send home three regi- 
ments from New York, two from New Jersey, two from 
Illinois, two from Missouri and one each from Cali- 
fornia, Q@regon, Washington and Louisiana. These num- 
ber approximately 15,000 officers and men. The selec- 
tion of the regiments to be sent home was left to Gen- 
eral Funston. The New York regiments designated on 
Aug. 31 to leave for home were the 3d Infantry, Col. 
E. S. Jennings; 14th Infantry, Col. John H. Foote, and 
the 7ist Infantry, Col. William G. Bates. Regiments 
from other states ordered to home stations, it is re- 
ported, include the 1st and 2d Illinois Infantry and the 
5th California Infantry, the 4th Maryland Infantry, the 
ist and 3d Missouri Infantry, and the 1st and 4th New 
Jersey infantry. Arrangements for the transportation 
of the troops are being made as fast as possible, but 
the departure for home, it is thought, will hardly begin 
before Sept. 2 or 3. 

Secretary of War Baker announced the order after a 
conference with President Wilson at the White House. 
The Secretary’s statement said: “In view of the fact 
that substantially this number of troops who have not 
done patrol duty on the border are now on their way 
there it is felt that this number can be spared. In a 
few days, if transportation facilities remain undisturbed, 
the Department intends to order home some more regi- 
ments, and possibly to replace them with troops now 
in their mobilization camps in the several states.” 


MORE GUARD TROOPS TO THE BORDER. 


A War Department bulletin of Aug. 28 announced 
that “Orders previously issued temporarily suspending 
the movement of the Militia of Vermont, Kentucky and 
Qhio to the Southern Department have been revoked. 
These troops will join the divisions to which assigned 
in the recent divisional organization of the Militia 
called into Federal service.” 

The troops of Ohio, Vermont and Kentucky still in 
state mobilization camps aggregate about 12,000 officers 
and men. They were ordered to the border on Aug. 12, 
and on Aug. 15 it was announced by Acting Secretary 
of War W. M. Ingram that orders had been issued 
suspending the previous orders, en telegraphic <«dvice 
from General Funston that the possibility of a general 
railroad strike might cause difficulty in maintaining food 
supply. The present orders for the departure of the 
Guard troops apparently reverse the action of the 
Assistant Secretary of War, although there had been 
no settlement of the question of a railroad strike at 
the time. 

The National Guard troops which were ordéred to the 
border early this week, it is predicted, may be held so 
that they may be available in the center of the country in 
case of trouble from the threatened railroad strike. One 
of the outstanding features of the order for the return 
of the troops is the fact that they will go to states in 
which are located the large railroad centers of the coun- 
try. New York is particularly badly off for troops, and 
it has not even the quota in the state which the state 
constitution demands. 

Camps have been prepared at El Paso, Texas, for 
thirty regiments in addition to the 40,000 National 
Guardsmen and Regulars now on station in the El Paso 
district. 

Vermont National Guardsmen who left Burlington 
Aug. 30 for Eagle Pass, Texas, under orders from the 
War Department, abandoned their trip because, accord- 
ing to officers, the railroads would not guarantee that 
the troops could reach the border before the time set 
for a strike on Sept. 4. The troop train passed through 
Montpelier Aug. 31 on its return to Camp Gates. 

From Fort Ethan Alen, Vt., Aug. 29, a press despatch 
reported that because equipment and _ transportation 
facilities were lacking, officers there said that the 300 
National Guardsmen at the mobilization camp would 
not be able to start for the Mexican border until at least 
thirty-six hours after orders to entrain were received 
from Washington. Ninety of the Guardsmen at Ethan 
Allen are students at Norwich University, who have 
been in camp since June 18. 

Representative Bennet, of New York, introduced in 
the House on Aug. 25 a resolution directing the Secre- 
tary of War to inform the House “whether it would 
be feasible to withdraw from the Texas border a number 
of Militia equal to the aggregate Militia of the states of 
Ohio, Colorado, Michigan, Wyoming, Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Mississippi, North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and West Virginia now in camp in those states, 
replacing the Militia so withdrawn, if necessary, with 
Militia from the states mentioned, from which states 
no Militia has as yet gone to the Texas border.”

The commission will also 
investigate the advisability of establishing submarine and 
aviation bases on the coasts of the United States and 
its possessions.”

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NEW SHIPS FOR UNITED STATES NAVY. 

President Wilson, at 10:30 o’clock Aug. 29, signed 
the Naval Appropriation bill, H.R. 15947, which, among 
many new provisions relating both to personnel and 
material, carries the authorization for the three-year 
building program, which includes ten battleships, six 
battle cruisers, ten scout cruisers, fifty destroyers, nine 
fleet submarines, fifty-eight coast submarines, three fuel 
ships, one repair ship, one transport, one hospital ship, 
two destroyer tenders, one submarine tender, two am- 
munition ships, and two gunboats. The act provides 
that the following vessels of the total number authorized 
shall be. laid down as soon as practicable: Four battle- 
ships, four scout cruisers, four battle cruisers, twenty 
destroyers, thirty coast submarines, one fuel ship, one 
hospital ship, one ammunition ship, and one gunboat. 
It further directs that these vessels shall be contracted 
for, or shall be begun in navy yards, within six months 
from date of approval of this act. 

During the last nine months the technical bureaus of 
the Navy Department have been working on the de- 
signs of the vessels which are to be laid down at once. 
In these designs, a Navy Department -press bulletin 
notes, they have incorporated military characteristics 
previously approved by the Secretary of the Navy, which 
are, for each type, the result of a careful study of the 
lessons to be learned from the naval operations in the 
European war, and the applications of these lessons to 
the peculiar strategical requirements of the United 
States Navy. In the Urgent Deficiency act, approved 
last February, Congress authorized the employment of a 
large number of additional technical employees in the 
Bureaus of Construction and Repair and Steam Engi- 
neering, in order to expedite the preparation of these de- 
signs. As a result of this co-operation by Congress, 
and of hard and concentrated effort on the part of all 
its employees, the Department has been able, on the 
very day of the approval of the Appropriation act, to 
advertise for bids for the construction of four battle- 
ships, four scout cruisers, twenty destroyers, and thirty 
submarines of two distinct types. It has, also on the 
same day, directed the commandants, navy yards, Phila- 
delphia, Boston and Charleston, to proceed with the 
construction of the hospital ship, the fuel ship, and the 
gunboat, respectively. 

The battleships will be known for the present as 
Battleships Nos. 45 to 48, inclusive. They will be 
slightly larger than their predecessors, the Tennessee 
and California. Their chief characteristics are: Dis- 
placement 32,600 tons; speed 21 knots; battery eight 
16-inch guns, eighteen 5-inch guns, four 3-inch anti- 
aircraft guns; complement 1,022. They will have the 
same very large cruising radius which characterizes all 
recent United States battleships. Their armor protec- 
tion and underwater protection against torpedo attack 
will be unusually complete, and will include features 
which the experience in the war have shown to be of 
the most vital importance. 

The scout cruisers, which for the present will be 
known as Nos. 4 to 7, inclusive, will be the largest and 
fastest vessels of this class ever laid down for any navy. 
The chief characteristics are: Displacement 7,100 tons; 
speed 35 knots; length 550 feet; beam 55 feet; arma- 
ment eight 6-inch guns, four torpedo tubes, and two 
3-inch anti-aircraft guns; complement 330. Their high- 
powered machinery installations will be protected by 
light, but efficient vertical and horizontal armor. A 
new feature of these vessels, never before incorporated 
in any ship of a powerful military type, will be their 
complete equipment for carrying, launching and operat- 
ing four of the largest size hydro-aeroplanes. 

The torpedoboat destroyers, until assigned names, will 
be known as destroyers Nos. 75 to 94, inclusive. These 
vessels will carry a very heavy battery, and will have 
an unusually large cruising radius for vessels of their 
class. They represent a smail increase in displacement 
over the Iast class laid down, but will deliver an in- 
creased speed of about five knots. Their chief charac- 
teristics will be: Displacement 1,185 tons; speed 35 
knots; battery four 4-inch guns, four triple torpedo 
tubes, two anti-aircraft guns; complement 95. It should 
be noted that these vessels will attain their rated speed 
on their full designed displacement, and not on a very 
much lesser displacement, which can only be attained 
by stripping the vessels of many essentials, as is the 
case in a number of foreign boats of this class, for 
which very high speeds are claimed. 

f the coast defense submarines twenty-seven will 
be of the usual type which have been built in this coun- 
try for this purpose, but will include several new 
features tending to greatly improve their military value. 
These will be known for the present as Nos. 78 to 104, 
inclusive. The remaining three submarines, Nos. 105, 
106 and 107, will be of a new type representing a 
marked increase in size over the usual coast defense sub- 
marine, and a Wecrease in size from the very large fleet 
submarine. Each of these three vessels will represent 
different ideas in their detailed design, and it is hoped 
in their development to arrive at a size of vessel which 
will be sufficiently large to perform nearly all the duties 
required of a submarine, but at the same time will be 
sufficiently small to enable it to be built quickly in 
large numbers. 

The hospital ship will be the first vessel built spe- 
cially for this purpose for the United States Navy. It 
will embody every feature of the most up-to-date hos- 
pital on shore. It will have accommodations for 500 
patients. Its chief characteristics and dimensions are: 
Displacement 9,800 tons; length 460 feet; breadth 60 
feet 10% inches; draft 19 feet 6 inches; speed 16 knots. 
In accordance with the terms of the Geneva Convention, 
it will not carry an armament of any kind for offense 
or defense. 

The fuel ship, which will be known for the present as 
Fuel Ship No. 16, will be a large oil tanker, of ordi- 
nary commercial type, except that in many features its 
designs will meet the requirements for a_ vessel 
which must accompany the battle fleet and be prepared 
to supply fuel oil to vessels of all sizes under adverse 
conditions of wind and sea. Its chief dimensions and 





| characteristics are: Displacement 14,500 tons; length 


455 feet; beam 56 feet; draft 26 feet 4 inches (about) ; 


total dead weight carrying capacity 9,600 tons; speed 
14 knots. 

The gunboat, which will be known for the present as 
Gunboat No. 21, will be a type of vessel designed espe- 
cially for long-continued service in tropical waters. Its 
chief characteristics will be: Displacement 1,575 tons; 
length 241 feet 2 inches; breadth 41 feet 2% inches; 
draft 11 feet 4 inches; armament three 4-inch guns, two 
1-pounder guns, four .30 caliber machine guns, two 
3-inch field guns, two 3-pounder guns; speed 12 knots; 
complement 149. 

The only designs of the current program not yet com- 
pleted are those for the battle cruiser and the ammuni- 
tion ship. Plans and specifications for the battle cruisers 
will be completed and issued to bidders about Oct. 1, 
1916, and for the ammunition ship about Nov. 1, 1916. 
This will permit contracts to be placed for these vessels 
by the end of the year, which will be two months in 
advance of the termination o. the six months period 
named in the Appropriation act. ; 
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LOSS OF THE U.S.S. MEMPHIS. 


The U.S. armored cruiser Memphis, Capt. Edward L. 
Beach commanding, flagship of Rear Admiral Charles 
F. Pond, commanding the cruiser force of the Atlantic 
Fleet, was driven ashore at Santo Domingo City by a 
terrific ground swell during a sudden tropical storm 
late on the afternoon of Aug. 30 and is reported a total 
wreck. Advices received at the Navy Department on 
Aug. 30, while incomplete, indicated that possibly more 
than thirty bluejackets lost their lives. Thirty-three 
men are officially reported missing, and Lieut. Claud A. 
Jones, engineer officer, and seventy-seven of the crew 
were more or less seriously injured. From Rear Ad- 
miral Pond’s despatches, the following revised list of 
casualties are reported:

Rear Admiral Pond’s first messages to the Navy De- 
partment concerning the wreck, received Aug. 29, said: 
“Memphis driven ashore by heavy seas, Santo Domingo 
City, west of lighthouse, 4:40 p.m.; lying close under 
bluff; has lines ashore and getting crew off. Bootes 
(captain of Marines), and myself went ashore 2 p.m. 
Sea then unusually smooth. Ship evidently unable to 
get up steam in time to save her. Twenty men, liberty 
party, drowned going back. Lieutenant Jones and sev- 
eral men of engineer force brought ashore severely 
scalded from boiler accident. Have not learned par- 
ticulars. Castine dragged close in, but did not strike, 
and got out to sea. No other casualties to officers 
known. Memphis will be total loss. Expect to save 
everybody on board.” 

4 “All off ship. Steam was gotten up and the engines 
‘were working when the main steam pipe burst. Un- 
able to determine cause at this time. ‘Those near too 
,injured to question. Lieutenant Jones seriously burned, 
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but will recover. G. W. Rudd, chief machinist’s mate, 
dead. Following very seriously injured: A. J. Ander- 
son, fireman, second class; C. H. Willey, machinist ; A. 
H. Porter, water tender; J. P. Blackwell, coal passer ; 
E. J. Quinn, water tender; J. H. Thompson, fireman, 
first class. Following seriously injured: M. J. Me- 
Veigh, ordinary seaman; W. L. Planck, water tender; 
T. J. Leary, fireman, first class; H. A. Bryan, sea- 
man; J. H. Keegan, fireman, first class, and sixty-seven 
slightly injured. Several men missing drowned. 

“Muster roll left on board in safety, and only incom- 
plete muster has therefore been made, Will have exact 
muster made early to-morrow morning, and report miss- 
ing. No casualties among officers. Captain Beach was 
last to leave ship. Castine safe at sea with disabled 
steering gear, and all boats but one lost, but_ vessel 
under control. Sea perfectly smooth until after 3 p.m.” 

The last message from Rear Admiral Pond on Aug. 
80 said: “Sea smooth. Memphis solidly ashore, eight 
feet out of water. Working party on board securing 
records and landing stores. Crew quartered in town. 
Hospital facilities ample. From first indication of 
trouble until ship struck, less than one hour.” 

A wireless despatch was received Aug. 30 from the 
United States gunboat Castine, which put to sea when 
the storm broke. The message said the vessel was cruis- 
ing in front of the harbor. Later in the day the sea 
became smoother and the landing of the seamen with 
their belongings from the Memphis was effected. 

The tender Dixie, Comdr. J. R. P. Pringle, en route 
from Vera Cruz, Mexico, to Key West, Fla., with Louis 
Cabrera, of the Mexican Commission, and James Linn 
Rodgers, Special Agent of the State Department, was 
ordered to proceed to Santo Domingo City from Key 
West. She will take aboard the officers and crew of 
the Memphis and return them to the United States. 
The cruiser Salem will go to Santo Domingo to take 
the place of the Memphis. 

The hospital ship Solace, Med. Inspr. Robert M. Ken- 
nedy, which has been collecting ailing American marines 
from Haitian ports to take them North, was directed to 
proceed at once to Santo Domingo City to take charge 
of the wounded. 

Although the Memphis is reported by Rear Admiral 
Charles F. Pond to be a total loss, the Navy Department 
on Aug. 31 ordered Naval Constr. William G. Du Bose 
to proceed to Santo Domingo City from the Norfolk 
Navy Yard to determine whether the vessel can be saved. 
He was directed to proceed by rail to Key West, Fila., 
where he will board the, transport Hancock. 

The Navy tug Potomac, Chief Btsn. Peter Emory, 
which left Santo Domingo City for Port Palenque at 

: p.m., Aug. 29, just before the storm broke, is 
thought to be safe, although there is no word from her. 

The Memphis, formerly the Tennessee, was an arm- 
ored cruiser with a full load displacement of 15,712 
tons. She had a length over all of 504 feet 5 inches 
and a full load draft of 26 feet 11 inches and her speed 
on trial was 22.16 knots. She was launched Sept. 12, 
1908, and was first commissioned April 18, 1905. The 
contract price for her hull and machinery was $4,- 
035,000. She had a battery of four 10-inch guns, six- 
teen 6-inch guns, twenty-two 3-pounders and has four 
21-inch submerged torpedo tubes. Her armor is five 
inches thick on the belt, to nine inches on the turrets. 
She had a three-inch armored deck and her complement 
was thirty--nine officers, ten warrant officers, thirty- 
four chief petty officers, 806 men and sixty-four ma- 
rines. 
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RAILROADS AS A MILITARY NECESSITY. 


President Wilson on Aug. 29 laid before Congress 
facts in the controversy between the railroads of the 
country and some of their employees, involving the ques- 
tion of an eight-hour day and a possible strike to 
secure it, and suggested remedial legislation. One of 
the measures suggested by the President was “the lodg- 
ment in the hands of the Executive of the power, in 
case of military necessity, to take control of such por- 
tions and such rolling stock of the railways of the 
country as may be required for military use and to 
operate them for military purposes, with authority to 
draft into the military service of the United States such 
train crews and administrative officials as the circum- 
stances require for their safe and efficient use.” 

Concerning this proposed measure the President said: 
“This last suggestion I make because we cannot in any 
circumstances suffer the ration to be hampered in the 
essential matter of national defense. At the present 
moment circumstances render this duty particularly 
obvious. Almost the entire military force of the nation 
is stationed upon the Mexican bdrder to guard our terri- 
tory against hostile raids. It must be supplied and 
steadily supplied with whatever it needs for its mainte- 
nance and efficiency. 

“Tf it should be necessary for purposes of national 
defense to transfer any portion of it upon short notice 
to some other part of the country, for reasons now 
unforeseen, ample means of transportation must be 
available, and available without delay. The power con- 
ferred in this matter should be carefully and explicitly 
limited to cases of military necessity, but in all such 
cases it should be clear and ample.”

ACTING ENSIGNS FOR ENGINEERING DUTY. 


The appointment of thirty acting ensigns yearly to 
be selected from the graduates of technical schools and 
colleges is one of the important provisions of the Naval 
Appropriation Act. It will operate to assist many 
deserving young men throughout the country to obtain 
the much desired commissions in the Navy, together 
with all the benefits of military training and healthful 
physical exercise. The new officers will have special 
courses of instruction as student officers for one year 
and will be sent to sea for two years preliminary to final 
examination to determine their fitness for the Service. 
During the three years as acting ensign the Secretary 
of the Navy has authority to revoke the appointment of 
any officer appointed under this provision, but after 
the final examination for junior lieutenant has been 
passed these officers will have the same status as other 
junior lieutenants in the Service. 

The pay of an ensign of the Navy at sea is $1,870 
per year, on shore it is $1,700, plus allowances for 
quarters, heat and light. Preliminary investigation shows 
that the thirty yearly appointments will be much sought 
after, and it will probably be desirable to issue them as 
rewards of excellence, determined by competitive exami- 
nations, among the graduates of the various technical 
schools and colleges whose curriculum is approved by 
the Secretary of the Navy; and among those who have 








received a degree of mechanical or electrical engineer 
from a college or university of high standing. 

Competitive examinations for appointment from 
graduates of the ages of twenty to twenty-five, inclusive, 
on Dec. 1, 1916, who are citizens of the United States, 
will be held in November, and applications for the 
privilege of taking this examination must be on file in 
the Department not later than Oct. 1, 1916. Applica- 
tions must be addressed to the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, .vashington, D.C., must be in the 
handwriting of the applicant and signed by him, must 
give full name and address, citizenship, date and place 
of birth, state of which a resident, occupation, date of 
graduation and name and address of technical school 
or college from which graduated, character of degree 
conferred, and a description of any important scientific 
work performed before or after graduation. Applica- 
tions must be accompanied by a certificate from the 
faculty of the school or college from which graduated, 
showing the full course pursued, relative standing of 
the applicant, the degree conferred upon him and his 
deportment as a student, and must be accompanied by 
testimonials of good moral character and correct habits 
from at least two persons of prominence who have per- 
sonally known the applicant long enough to form a 
correct opinion of him. 

As soon as practicable after Oct. 1, 1916, accepted 
candidates will be authorized to report for examination. 
It is expected that arrangements will be made with the 
Civil Service Commission to hold the examination as 
near as practicable to the home of the candidate or to 
the place designated by him. Before appointment candi- 
dates must pass satisfactorily a physical examination 
before a board of medical officers of the Navy. 


ATLANTIC FLEET WAR GAME. 


The most extensive war game ever participated in by 
United States warships ended on Aug. 26 with the return 
of vessels of the Atlantic Fleet under Admiral Henry 
T. Mayo, U.S.N., to Newport, R.I. Admiral Mayo was 
in command of the Red fleet, which represented the 
invading force, and decisively defeated the Blue defend- 
ing fleet under Rear Admiral James M. Helm, U.S.N. 
The detailed reports from these officers and the umpire, 
Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight, U.S.N., regarding the 
needs of the Navy and the lesson taught, will be of great 
value. The need of battle cruisers, swift scout ships 
and a more reliable type of hydreaeroplane was 
emphasized by the maneuvers. 

Rear Admiral Knight, President of the Naval War 
College, who acted as umpire aboard the Pennsylvania, 
in a brief message to the Navy Department Aug. 26 
said: “Maneuver completed. Red and Blue main bodies 
engaged 9:30 to 10:30 a.m. Aug. 26 ten miles southeast 
of Ambrose lightship. Blue decisively defeated; Red 
gaining command of the sea; Red effects landing at Far 
Rockaway and secures base.” Rear Admiral Knight on 
returning to Newport Aug. 27 further explained the 
maneuvers as follows: : 

“The maneuvers were the most interesting and in- 
structive ones thus far played. It is especially impres- 
sive as indicating that in the absence of a satisfactory 
scouting force as a part of the Blue fleet an enemy force 
which chances to meet with weather conditions favorable 
for avoiding discovery has an excellent chance of being 
able to land a large force at the very gates of New York 
and at a point from which the city can be effectively 
dominated. 

“Apart from the effect of troops actually landed, the 
guns of a fleet anchored off Rockaway Beach, outside 
of the range of the fortifications at Sandy Hook, could 
control the city without landing a man and without any 
possibility of reply from shore.” 


ATTACKING FLEET VICTORIOUS. 


Rear Admiral Knight gave the following abstract of 
what happened: 

The Red fleet succeeded in making its way to a point 
off the entrance to New York Harbor. From that point 
the transports and colliers were sent to an anchorage off 
Rockaway Beach, protected by the Fourth Division of 
battleships, under command of Rear Admiral Dunn, 
where they seized a base and started to land their troops. 

The Blue fleet in the meantime was coming up the 
New Jersey coast from the southward. The main Red 
fleet turned south to meet them, and the two fleets came 
together ten miles off the Ambrose Channel Lightship. 
The battle lasted exactly one hour and fifteen minutes. 
The Blue fleet had then suffered the loss of many ships, 
while others were seriously damaged. Rear Admiral 
Knight then declared the battleship engagement at an 
end. It still remained to be decided, however, whether 
the landing of troops and stores at Rockaway Beach 
could be carried out successfully. 

The only important threat to which they were ex- 
posed was from the Blue submarines, which at noon 
Aug. 26 were reported as approaching from the eastward, 
along the Long Island coast. They were intercepted by 
Red destroyers and battle cruisers, and all but three 
were sunk by half-past two o’clock, at which time Rear 
Admiral Knight declared the maneuvers completed. 


ADMIRAL BENSON’S COMMENT. 


Rear Admiral W. S. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Opera- 
tions, in speaking of the war game to a representative 
of the New York Herald on Aug. 29, said that the 
maneuvers had demonstrated the necessity of developing 
more reliable types of hydroaeroplanes for naval scout- 
ing. Owing to rough weather, he explained, it had been 
found impracticable for the defending fleet to use the 
hydroaeroplane equipment on board the North Carolina, 
which is intended to serve as the tender of the naval 
aero squadron. 

Rear Admiral Benson stated the Department has not 
thus far been able to find the kind of pontoons that will 
enable the aircraft to alight easily on the water when 
the sea is running high, although experiments are being 
made to overcome that difficulty. 

In consequence of the failure of the air scouts to be 
of service on this account, the defending fleet was handi- 
capped in its efforts to locate the “enemy.” 

So far as serving to bring defects to light, Rear Ad- 
miral Benson said, the rough weather was ideal. The 
hazy atmosphere made it possible for both fleets to 
employ the “low visibility” tactics so effectively used 
by the Germans in the Jutland battle. Just to what 
extent these tactics were used in the maneuvers has not 
been reported. 4 

Rear Admiral Benson took occasion to reply to pub- 
lished statements that the war game program had been 
prepared deliberately to influence the public and Con- 
gress to support naval experts in their contention that 
more scout ships are necessary. 

“I was responsible for these maneuvers,” he said, 
“and it never entered my head that ovch a construction 





would be put on them. These war games are being 
developed from year to year simply for their educational 
value to the Service and for the development of 
principles of naval warfare best ‘suited to conditions 
along our coast. They are not intended to influence the 
public, Congress or anybody outside of the Navy.” 

Arrangements are being made to have copies of all 
reports relating to the maneuvers sent from the Naval 
War College at Newport to Washington for study by 
the officers assigned there. Also they will be used as a 
basis for lectures at the Naval Academy. 

The Department is awaiting with interest reports on 


the part played by the thirteen submarines with the 
defending fieet. DParticularly does the Department desire 
to know why these submarines were unable, theoretically, 
to destroy the “enemy” transports while the “battle” 
between the main fieets was in progress. 


tear Admiral 3enson explained this interest by 
recalling the action of the Department in recommending 
coast defense submarines, based on a realization that in 
the event of the destruction of the main Atlantic Fleet 
in time of actual war coast defense submarines would 
have to be relied on largely to prevent the landing of 
enemy troops. 

Another item of interest to be reported on concerns 
the execution of an order sent from the Department to 
the commandant of the New York Navy Yard, when re- 
ports of the naval “battle” showed that the defending 
fleet had been worsted, to “destroy” the yard plant and 
remove all records to a place of safety. 


DETAILS OF THE WAR GAME. 


Details of the war game from radio reports received 
indicated that when the game began Admiral -Helm’s 
fleet was assembled at Narragansett, while Admiral 
Mayo, with his fleet and train was 600 miles off Cape 
Hatteras. At 6 a.m. on Aug. 22 Admiral Helm received 
word of the enemy’s location, and his seventeen scouts 
swept out to sea in a long circling line. An hour later 
the Blue battleships also were at sea following the 
scouts. 

The cruiser Baltimore sighted five battleships, two 
cruisers, and three other units of the Red fleet at 6 p.m., 
Aug. 23. They were 500 miles off the coast, steaming 
west. The Baltimore dared not attack such a force, and 
presumably fied for safety. Evidently she did not suc- 
ceed, for Newport reported her arrival there, and it was 
understood that the vessel was “put out of commission.” 

It was 11 a.m., Aug. 25, before the Red force again 
was sighted. This time it was a battleship which was 
picked up 120 miles off New York. Again the Blue 
scout was outmatched. 

At 5:30 p.m., Aug. 25, the destroyer Benham, later 
reported destroyed in action, sighted the Red transport 
train seventy-five miles off the New Jersey coast. Re- 
lying on her speed to escape the convoying warships, 
the Benham followed the transports, keeping Admiral 
Helm informed. At that time the Blue battle fleet was 
fifteen miles further in shore, steaming in a line parallel 
to the transport train. 

At 8:30 o’clock the same evening the Benham re- 
ported that three enemy battleships and the transport 
train had headed in shore to make a landing. Admiral 
Helm drove his battle fleet forward to intercept the 
“enemy” at daylight. He sighted the Red ships at 5 
o'clock next morning. The transport train was steam- 
ing in toward the Long Island coast with its destroyer 
screen thrown out to southward. 

During the night, however, the Red battle fieet also 
had come up, and steaming parallel to the transports 
and between them and the Blue fleet, interposed itself to 
eut off Admiral Helm’s attack. 

The fleets engaged promptly, but the Blue fleet’s posi- 
tion was hopeless. To cut off the rush of the transports 
for the coast it had to swing sharply to the west. As 
the Blue ships came to the turn they filed in one at a 
time and caught the concentrated fire of Admiral Mayo’s 


guns. 

While the battle still was in progress Admiral Helm 
played his last card. The seventeen submarines, mobil- 
ized at Block Island the preceding night, were following 
the movements of the Red transports, but kept wel) in 
shore as a last line of defense. Daylight found them 
within an hour or two of the chosen landing point of the 
invaders. Admiral Helm ordered them forward in a 
desperate effort to destroy the troopships, but they were 
not equal to the task, and the transports and their 
shielding fighting ships steamed by victorious. 


FLEET SAILS FOR SOUTHERN DRILL GROUND. 


The vessels of the Atlantic Fleet which recently en- 
gaged in the war game under Admiral Mayo left New- 
port, R.I., Aug. 29, for the Southern Drill Grounds, 
off the Virginia Capes. The gunnery practice will 
commence on Sept. 12. Before leaving Newport the 
senior officers of the fleet assembled at the War College 
to listen to a lecture on the war game by Rear Admiral 
Austin M. Knight, president of the College and the 
umpire during the maneuvers. The battleships which 
left for the Southern Drill Grounds were the Arkansas, 
Delaware, Florida, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New York, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Texas, Utah, Vermont, Wyoming and North Carolina. 
The destroyer force, under Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves, 
which left after the battleships, will return to Newport 
the latter part of September to prepare for torpedo 
practice in Buzzards Bay during October. The destroyers 
steaming with the cruiser Birmingham, flagship, were 
the Balch, Cassin, Conyngham, Cushing, Drayton, 
Ericsson, Fanning, Jarvis, McDougal, Paulding, Porter, 
Tucker, Winslow, Wadsworth and Sterett. The tender 
Melville, the collier O’Brien, the mine depot ship Balti- 
more, the mine training ship Dubuque and the collier 
Jupiter also went with the fleet. The fleet will base on 
Hampton Roads, Va.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The battleship Nevada was placed in drydock at the 
New York Navy Yard Aug. 28 to have her bottom cleaned 
and painted preparatory to a final steaming test. 

The patrol squadron of the 2d Naval District mobilized 
at Sag Harbor on Aug. 29 for two weeks’ work in 
exercises laid out by the Naval War College. The 
squadron is composed of two divisions, consisting of 
nine patrol boats and the station ship Draga. Lieut. 
W. D. Puleston, U.S.N., aid to Rear Admiral Knight, 
will join the squadron to supervise the work. The 
civilian officers in command of the patrol boats are as 
follows: First Division—1, A. L. Swasey; 2, 2 
Munn; 3, F. B. Humphreys; 4, B. Norman; 5, R. 
Nickerson; 6, H. Oelrichs; 7, J. P. Hart; Draga, W. 
I. Frost. The Second Division will be commanded by 
Lieut. George Baker, jr. Officers of the boats are as fol- 
lows: 8, W. Greénough; 9, H. S. Vanderbilt. 

The battleships Ohio, Missouri and Wisconsin, com- 
posing the Naval Academy practice cruise squadron, wth 
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midshipmen aboard, having completed their cruise re- 
turned to Annapolis Aug. 27. 

The keel of a torpedo testing barge to be built at the 
navy yard, Charlestown, Mass., was laid Aug. 30, 1916, 
under the direction of Naval Constr. William J. Baxter. 
The yard band furnished music and the officers stationed 
at the yard and their families were present. The barge 
is to be constructed of steel and will cost $125,000. It 
is expected that the work will be completed by Nov. 1 
next. 

The U.S. submarine L-6 was launched at Long Beach, 
Cal., Aug. 31, 1916. Mrs. W. R. Munroe, of Los 
Angeles, wife of Lieut. William R. Munroe, U.S.N., 
christened the vessel. After leaving the ways the sub- 
marine struck a mudbank and was held there at an angie 
of forty-five degrees. Several attempts to free the vessel 
have proved unsuccessful. Officers of the California 
Shipbuilding Company, who constructed the submarine, 
said the vessel has not been damaged. 

The mail address of the U.S.S. Montana has been 
changed from “Piney Point, Md.,” to “Wynne, St. 
Mary’s county, Md.” : 

The Navy Department has ordered the naval colliers 
Nereus, Proteus, Orion, Jason and Vulcan immediately 
to load capacity cargoes of coal at Norfolk, Va., so the 
Atlantic Fleet will not be without fuel in case the 
threatened railroad strike occurs. The colliers have a 
capacity of about 50,000 tons. 

The naval volunteers in training on the fleet of Rear 
Admiral J. M. Helm started target practice in Tangier 
Sound on Aug. 31 with 1-pounders while going through 
landing party maneuvers. The contingent from the 
U.S.S. Maine made a score of twenty hits out of a 
possible forty. Practice with the 3-inch guns was 
scheduled for Sept. 1. 

Capt. William R. Shoemaker, US.N., has been 
ordered to sail from San Francisco Sept. 5 for the naval 
station at Guam to investigate the circumstances under 
which Lieut. Comdr. William P. Cronan, commanding 
the Supply, relieved Capt. William J. Maxwell last 
April while the latter was commandant, and placed his 
name on the sick list. Captain Maxwell came home 
and after examination was pronounced fit for duty and 
assigned to the Naval War College at Newport. After 
consulting the medical officer at Guam Commander Cronan 
assumed the responsibility of placing his superior officer 
on the sick list despite his protest. In making public 
this synopsis of the case on Aug. 26 Admiral W. S. 
Benson, Chief of Naval Operations, did not disclose the 
nature of Captain Maxwell’s alleged illness and said 
the Department had few facts. 
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THE NAVY UNDER MR. DANIELS. 


Secretary Daniels has issued as a campaign document 
a letter addressed by him to Representative Williams, of 
Illinois, who inquires as to the administration of the 
Navy under Mr. Daniels. The following is a summing 
up of the statements in the long letter of the Secretary 
in reply, which would fill several columns of this paper. 

Proof of improvement in the Navy, Mr. Daniels: says, 
is shown in the decrease of desertions, due, in part, to 
the opening of the doors of promotion to enlisted men 
and the enlarged opportunity for instruction. The 
appropriation by the Sixty-third Congress has permitted 
the development of naval aeronautics so that an aviation 
shop is now in the fleet, and the Aviation Corps has 
been increased to eighteen machines and 160 officers 
and men, as compared with four machines and four 

icers in 1913. ; 
"he every hundred torpedoes we had on hand in 1913 
we now have 158 more, and the Navy Department is 
constructing torpedoes in its own plant at a saving of 
over $1,000 on each torpedo. It has also increased the 
capacity of the torpedo works 433 per cent. . 

The price of powder has been reduced to thirty-four 

cents a pound and the capacity of the powder factory 
has been increased from 3,000,000 to 6,000,000 tons per 
annum. 
On Soeekion has been made by the Sixty-fourth Congress 
to equip every navy yard to construct naval craft, and 
it will be possible in the future to secure more rapid 
construction of new ships for the Navy in both private 
and public yards. : f 

The invaluable services, given without compensation, 
of the nation’s foremost engineers and chemists have 
been obtained for the Government in the organization 
of the Naval Consulting Board, of which Mr. Thomas 
A. Edison is chairman. 

In no administration of the Navy Department has the 
training of officers or the preparation of the fleet for 
battle been cared for so jealously and efficiently. 

Writing of the naval organization as it exists to-day, 
Admiral Dewey, in a letter to Chairman Padgett, of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, recently said the 
United States Navy has “I think the best general staff 
in the world.” : 

Ninety-six vessels have been added to the active and 
reserve fleets in the Atlantic, and will have 25 battle- 
ships, 42 destroyers, 22 submarines and 72 other vessels, 
117 in all, co-operating in the summer maneuvers this 
year. .The following comparative table is given to show 
the number of the various classes of vessels for which 
appropriations were made during the Rooscvelt, Taft 
and Wilson administrations:

The Navy Department and the Atlantic Fleet have 
been given the best organization they ever had. 

Naval gunnery has been developed during the past 
three years at maximum ranges to a point where it is 
dangerous for an adversary to challenge the Atlantic 
Fleet. It was good up to 1909 at the short ranges then 
used, but had fallen off “between 1909 and 1913,” to 
quote Captain Sims, an expert in target practice. 

During this same three years the Administration has 
authorized the construction of ten dreadnoughts and 
battle cruisers, compared with four battleships author- 
ized in the first three years of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration and five in the first three years of Taft. 

During this period the construction of four scout 

cruisers has been authorized, against none in Roose- 
velt’s second Administration and none in Taft’s. 
- Twenty-six destroyers have been authorized during 
Secretary Daniels’s régime, compared with fifteen in 
the first three years of Roosevelt and twenty in the first 
three years of Taft. 

Seventy-six submarines have been authorized, or 


twenty-five more than were authorized in the preceding 
sixteen years. 

In three years the Wilson Administration has appro- 
priated for the increase in the Navy $181,945,535. This 
exceeds the first three annual appropriations of the 
McKinley-Roosevelt Administration for the same _ pur- 
pose by more than $101,000,000; of the first three years 
of Roosevelt’s Administration by over $94,000,000, and 
the first three years of Taft’s by over $102,000,000. 

Ammunition has been increased to an unprecedented 
extent, and with the new bill provision is being made 
for $9,541,785 more for ammunition in three years than 
was provided in the previous five years. 

The construction of a projectile factory has been 
authorized, insuring the purchase of projectiles at cost 
price. 

Electric propulsion has been installed in three of the 
newest and finest battleships and promises to make them 
much more efficient in every respect. 

The present Congress has added 6,331 to the enlisted 
strength of the Navy, filling vacancies that could not 
be filled under Roosevelt or Taft, and Congress is 
authorizing an additional strength of 16,500 men and 
has established a Naval Reserve. 

The number of midshipmen at Annapolis has been 
increased by 831. 

The first direct and generous appropriation for naval 
acronautics has been made by the present Congress, the 
new bill carrying $3,500,000 when it left the House. 

The ordnance experts of the Department have de- 
signed and completed and placed on the latest dread- 
noughts the best anti-aircraft gun in the world. They 
have also produced a large caliber gun that will shoot 
straighter, shoot farther and hit harder than any gun 
now in use in any foreign navy. Sixteen-inch guns are 
to be placed on the new dreadnoughts. 

The Navy Department has saved $1,110,000 on armor 
contracts and effected numerous other economies aggre- 
gating millions. 

The Secretary explains that after holding second 
place among the world’s navies for a short time the 
United States in 1911 dropped to third place and in 
1913 to fourth place, advanced again to third place in 
the first part of 1914 and later that year dropped to 
sixth place, owing to the expansion of the naval per- 
sonnel of belligerent nations. The United States lost 
second place because Germany built ships rapidly while 
the United States contented itself with a small program 
of naval construction.

ATLANTIC FLEET SCORES. 


Following the first reply of Secretary Daniels to the 
Senate’s request for a statement of the scores made by 
the Atlantic Battleship Fleet in division practice and 
battle practice conducted during the year 1915-1916 
(printed in our issue of Aug. 26), Admiral W. S. 
Benson, on Aug. 23, as Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
sent a second communication to the Senate in further 
explanation of the matter. He says: 

“In order to avoid any misunderstanding of my letter 
of Aug. 18, 1916, attention is invited to the fact that 
the number of hits recorded therein for day individual 
practice of the various ships are the hits as determined 
on a 30 by 90 foot target from the results of the camera 
observations of the practice. The number of hits assigned 
by the umpires at the time are not accurate, as many 
of the hits are obliterated by succeeding shots during the 
course of the firing. For the division practice the table 
of hits are those assigned by the umpires, as it is im- 
practicable to obtain accurate camera observations of 
four targets with four ships firing at the same time. 
Forwarded herewith is a table giving the number of hits 
assigned by the umpires for the day individual practice.” 

The table gives the following figures. Hits on 30 by 
90 foot screens, at day individual practice, as assigned 
by the umpires: Arkansas, 0; Delaware, 0; Florida, 3; 
Kansas, 5; Louisiana, 10; Michigan, 7; Nebraska, 9; 
New Jersey, 16; New York, 8; Rhode Island, 1; South

east of Korosmezo; 178 prisoners and four machine guus 
were taken. 

he campaign which recently opened in Macedonia 
has made little progress during the week although the 
Bulgarians have succeeded in improving their already 
formidable positions on both flanks of the Allied armies. 
The French repulsed Bulgar efforts to recapture posi- 
tions north of Palmes in the Doiran sector and toward 
Ljumnica. On the extreme left the Serbs recaptured 
Hill 1506, three miles northwest of Lake Ostrovo, which 
they lost on Aug. 23. In the region of Florina the Bul- 
gars continued their successful advance and - occupied 
Kostour and Kastoria, the latter place nearly twenty- 
five miles southwest of Florina. The reports of Aug. 27 
tell of very heavy fighting in this sector, where both 
Bulgars and Serbs were attacking and counter attacking. 

On Aug. 22 the reports tell of a Bulgar attack upon 
Serbian positions at St. Spiddon, Hill 207, and Tche- 
ganski Planiva. Seven Serb officers, 200 men and a 
number of machine guns were captured. Later reports 
of the battles last week along the Vardar and the Struma 
indicate that the French infantry suffered very heavy 
losses. The Bulgars are in possession of the railway 
through Oxilar, Drama, Angista Seres and Demirhissar. 
Bulgarian forces were reported to have reached the 
Greek-Aegean coast after driving off British and Rus- 
sian cavalry and having occupied the Greek forts at 
Kavala. These positions are being bombarded by Brit- 
ish warships from the Gulf of Kavala. In the region 
of Maglenica Mountain the Serbs attacked repeatedly, 
but were defeated with severe losses, 

The reports for Aug. 26 relate the advance into Al- 
bania of Bulgar forces which have occupied the town 
of Malik on the mountain road west of Lake Ochrida. 
On the 27th three Bulgarian attacks were repulsed by 
the Serbs on the road from Banica to Ostrovo, but on 
the Maglenica front the Bulgars took possession of the 
heights to the south of Zborsko and on the Ceganska 
Mountain successfully resisted Serbian counter attacks. 
In reports of Aug. 29 the Serbs claim to be advancing 
toward Vetrenik and to have repulsed strong Bulgar 
attacks northwest of Lake Ostrovo. 

On Aug. 30 the Bulgars attacked and captured the 
city of Drama, seventy-five miles northeast of Saloniki. 
The Greek garrison attempted a defense, but after suf- 
fering some casualties 120 soldiers surrendered. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


On Aug. 28 Italy declared war on Germany. 

Along the Austro-Italian frontier of the far north in 
the Dolomites there has been a good deal of hard fight- 
ing. At the head of the Fossernica Valley Height 2354 








was won and lost, but finally remained in Italian hands. 
In the Fassa Alps and in the Travignolo Valley in 
front of Coltorondo and Cima di Cece Italian attacks 
were repulsed, but on Monte Cauriol forty Austrians 
were captured. 

On Aug. 27 the Austrians attempted an attack upon 
Monte Zebio, following the use of gas, but were unable 
to dislodge the Italians, whose gas masks proved to be 
an eflicient safeguard. On the Asiago Plateaus and at 
Adamello on the same day Austrian attacks failed. 

On Monte Cimone the effective use of trench mortars 
compelled the Austrians to abandon a_ section of 
trenches. In Fassa, near Aviso, after a hard fight Ital- 
ian Alpine troops stormed the peak of Monte Cauriol 
capturing thirty prisoners. Italian positions on Monte 
Sief in the upper Cordevole have been attacked by hos- 
tile artillery. Italian troops on Aug. 30 stormed strong 
trenches on the northwestern slope of Punta del Forame 
in the region of the Boite and at the head of the Felizon 
a Three Austrian officers and 114 men were cap- 
tured. 

At Gorizia the Italians have not attempted to push 
their lines farther into the difficult mountains which 
overhang the city, and from which the town is being 
bombarded. The bridges across the river are frequently 
shelled by the hostile batteries which have also been 
attacking Gradisca. 

On the Carso Plateau the Italians have made no at- 
tempt within the past week to push their lines any 
further inland. Their positions are being occasionally 
shelled by the Austrian batteries. 


THE MORE REMOTE TIEATERS OF THE WAR.

+ Rachta a week ago the Russians captured the en- 
tire 11th Regiment consisting of the commander, fifty- 
six officers and 1,600 men. On the Caucasus front* the 
‘Yurkish reports say the Russian losses were very htcavy 
in attacks which failed in the Ugnot sector and at 
Mighi. The Turks are advancing in this region and 
claim to have found 1,000 dead on the field and to have 
captured seventy men wth over 600 rifles. 

In German East Africa the British column, under 
Lieutenant Colonel Vandeventer, took Kilossa after an 
all day battle on Aug. 21. 

In Egypt the Turks won a skirmish sixteen miles 
east -* the Suez Canal. 

I: fesopotamia the Turks have been attacking Brit- 
ish convoys along both the Tigris and the Euphrates. 

In Persia the Russians were defeated in a battle 
forty-one miles southeast of Hamadan. Turkish troops 
reached Bijar, forty-eight miles northeast of Senna. 
There is fighting at Sakiz, where the Turks say the 
operations are in their favor. Turkish advance guard 
troops pursuing Russians east of Sautshalok were at- 
tacked, defeated and driven back on the main force 
with severe losses.

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A successful preliminary trial flight of the first naval 
hydro-aeroplane to be built at the Washington Navy 
Yard was made over the Potomac river and just off the 
navy yard on Aug. 29. Lieut. Clarence J. Bronson, 
U.S.N., of the naval aeronautic station at Pensacola, 
Fla., acted as pilot and was accompanied by Naval 
Constr. Holden C. Richardson, of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, who designed the craft. The ma- 
chine is a large one, designed to carry two persons, a 
1-pound recoil gun and a wireless outfit. It is equipped 
with two 160-horsepower Curtiss tractor engines with 
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three blade propellers. The gun, which has been com- 
pleted, was sent to the naval proving grounds at Indian 
Head, Md., for testing. 
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An examination of civilian candidates for appoint- 
ment as second lieutenants in the Marine Corps will 


commence on Nov. 1 next. The examinations will be 
conducted in various parts of the country under the 
auspices of the Civil Service Commission, and the papers 
will be forwarded to Washington for rating by a board 
of officers. There are about 253 vacancies in the grade 
of second lieutenant, and it is expected to fill about 
100 of them as a result of the next examination. The 
eighteen enlisted men of the Marine Corps recently 
examined at Washington for appointment as second 
lieutenants have completed the examination.

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A new avenue of promotion for worthy non-commis- 
sioned officers who have been barred from commissions 
because of over-age, lack of education or other deterrent 
circumstance, opens up in the provision made in the 
Naval Appropriation Act for the appointment of forty 
warrant officers in the U.S. Marine Corps. These war- 
rant officers will be known as marine gunners and 
quartermaster clerks, and their pay and allowances will 
range from $1,750 to $2,500 a year.

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.O.M. in the 
ease of Gunner John K. Thompson, U.S.N., tried at the navy 








yard, New York, N.Y., and found guilty of the following 
charges: 

Charge I.—Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
discipline (one specification alleging that the accused, while 
undergoing a written professional examination, knowingly, 
wilfully, corruptly, fraudulently, secretly, and without the 
knowledge or permission of the examining board, did take 
into the examining room four blotters, having written and 
copied upon them facts in answer to questions that might be 
asked him). ‘ 

Charge II.—Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman 
(one specification alleging that the accused, having been given 
a certain question while undergoing examination did, wilfully, 
corruptly, etc., surreptitiously aid himself in answering said 
question by means of certain facts he had written and copied 
upon a blotter, which he had introduced into the examining 
room without the knowledge of the examining officer). 

The accused was sentenced to dismissal, but the court 
recommended him to clemency in consideration of his long 
and honorable service. 

The Bureau of Navigation, after a careful consideration of 
the record in this case, recommends the approval of the find- 
ings and sentence. Careful consideration has been given to 
the past record and the recommendation to clemency spread 
upon the record by the members of the court. However, in 
view of the nature of the offense in this case, the Department 
is of the opinion that the retention of an officer convicted of 
such an offense is not desirable, and in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Navigation, the proceedings, 
findings, and sentence in the foregoing case of Gunner John 
K. Thompson are approved. 

The sentence was confirmed by the President on July 8,

ORDERS 26, AUG. 17, 1916, U.S.M.C. 
237. Par. 1 (a), Marine Corps Orders, is amended to read 
as follows: 
“1. (a) An offer of reward for the apprehension and de- 
livery of a straggler or a deserter shall specify that payment 
of said reward will be made upon the delivery of the straggler 
or the deserter at any marine barracks. In the case of a de- 
serter, the offer of reward shall specify that delivery must be 
made on or before a certain calendar date, which shall be such 
as will permit of his trial by general court-martial before the 

statute of limitations can be invoked. (See A.G.N. 62.)”

ORDERS 27, AUG. 18, 1916, U.S.M.C. 

238. The Naval Apprepriation bill for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1917, contains ‘a proviso authorizing the appointment 
of twenty marine gunners and twenty quartermaster clerks. All 
of the marine gunners and sixteen of the quartermaster clerks 
we be appointed from non-commissioned officers of the Marine 

orps. 

Any non-commissioned officer desiring to take the examina- 
tion for appointment as a marine gunner or quartermaster clerk 
will submit an application therefor. Commanding officers will, 
in each case, forward such applications with appropriate rec- 
ommendations. 

Each field officer and captain of the line as per the Navy 
List of Jan 1, 1916, and each post commander and each officer 
of the Adjutant and Inspector’s Department will submit, on 
Form N.M.C. 759, the names of the non-commissioned officers 
recommended by them to take the examination for appointment 
as marine gunners. These warrant officers will be distributed 
among the various Marine Corrs specialties as follows: Main 
battery, advance base, 3; submarine mines, 1; field artillery, 2; 
electricity (searchiights), signals, engineering, aviation and ma- 
chine guns, one each; general duties, 9. 

These examinations will consist of a physical, mental, moral 
and professional test. The professional examinations will be 
both general and specific in their nature. The general exami- 
nation wil! consist of English, including composition, reading, 
spelling and writing, arithmetic, infantry drill regulations (for 
marine gunners only). In addition to the general examination 
each group of candidates will be examined in the specialty for 
which recommended.

As enacted, the bill authorizes the following additional 
enlisted men in the Marine Corps: Twenty-eight ser- 
geants major, 117 quartermaster sergeants, 107 first ser- 
geants, 107 gunnery sergeants, 500 : rgeants, Sow cor- 
porals, 50 drummers, 50 trumpeters, 3.235 privates ; and 
hereafter the nutiber of enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps shall be exclusive of those sentenced by court- 
martial to discharge. The President is authorized, when, 
in his judgment, it becomes necessary to place the coun- 
try in a complete state of preparedness, to further in- 
crease the enlisted strength of the Marine Corps to 
17.400: And provided, That the distribution in the 
various grades shall be in the same proportion as that 
authorized at the time when the President avails him- 
self of the authority herein granted. 
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The Senate on Aug. 29 passed S. 3180, “to appoin 
Clarence C. Kress, now passed assistant surgeon, U.S.N., 
as an additional officer hereby created in the Medical 
Corps, U.S. Army, with rank, pay and allowances of 
captain, corresponding to rank and grade in which he 
is now serving in the U.S. Navy: Provided, That for 
purpose of determining his relative rank in Medical 
Corps of Army he shall be considered as having been 
appointed to grade of captain in Medical Corps, U.S.A., 
as of date of Oct. 5, 1904: Provided further, That if 
promoted he shall be carried as an additional officer in 
each grade while on active list of the Medical Corps of 
the Army.” 

GENERAL DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The General Deficiency Appropriation bill was re- 
ported Aug. 29, earrying $14,523,072.33, among its 
totals being the following:

It has been suggested by the Q.M.G. Office that the 
appropriation asked for last winter by former Secretary 
Garrison, to reimburse the Army officers and men for 
property losses sustained in the Galveston flood, might 
be provided for in the General Deficiency bill, As intro- 
duced in the House, however, the bill carries no pro- 
vision for this reimbursement. It is expected that an 
amendment to this end will be offered before the bill 
goes to final passage. To our numerous inquirers regard- 
ing this matter we will state that other than the recom- 
mendation made by Mr. Garrison no move so far seems 
to have been made towards the reimbursement sought. 

The following limitations not heretofore imposed on 
appropriations are recommended in the General Defi- 
ciency bill: 

The accounting officers of Treasury are authorized to credit 
accounts of Col. William W. Harts, U.S. Army, with $76, 
amount paid in March, 1914, for coal for White House and 
disallowed against Colonel Harts on books of Treasury. 

The pay of superintendent of building occupied by Army 
Medical Museum and Library provided in Legislative Act for 
fiscal year 1917 at $250 is reduced to $200. 

Nothing contained in the act making appropriaticns for 
support of Army for fiscal year 1917 shall be construed as 
precluding payment of travel allowance as provided in Sec. 
126 of Act approved June 3, 1916, to enlisted men of National 
Guard on their discharge from service of U.S. and the ap- 
propriation for transportation of Army and its supplies for 
fiscal year 1917 shall be available for this purpose and also 
for purpose of paying travel pay to officers of National Guard 
on their discharge from U.S. as prescribed in Act approved 
March 2, 1901. 

The authorized cost of construction by contract or in navy 
yards, complete in every defail, including self-discharging 
equipment and all other necessary apparatus, of two colliers 


for Panama Canal, provided for in Sundry Civil Act for fiscal 
— 1917 is increased from $1,300,000 each to $1,500,000 
each, 

In connection with Bureau of Steam Engineering: The 
limitation specified in the Legislative Act for the fiscal year 
1917, on expenditures for draftsmen and other technical as- 
sistants from the appropriation ‘‘Engineering,’’ is increased 
by $19,210. 

In connection with Bureau of Construction and Repair: The 

limitation specified in the Legislative Act for the fiscal year 
1917, on expenditures for draftsmen and other technical ser- 
vices from the appropriation ‘‘Construction and repair of 
vessels,’’ is increased by $26,400. 
_ In connection with Bureau of Yards and Docks: The lim- 
itation specified in the Legislative Act for the fiscal year 
1917, on expenditures for skilled draftsmen and other tech- 
nical services from appropriations and allotments under Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, is increased by $62,730. 

The accounting officers of Treasury are to allow $3,636.16 
and $13.67, respectively, in settlement of accounts of Capt. 
Davis B. Wills, assistant paymaster, U.S. Marine Corps, and 
Paymr. Clerk Leon L. Dye, acting assistant paymaster, U.S. 
Marine Corps, being amounts paid by them to officers of 
5th Regiment, U.S. Marine Corps, as actual expenses for sea 
travel while traveling on duty under competent orders with 
troops on board the U.S. naval transport Hancock, Aug. 14 
to Noy. 16, 1914, inclusive.

PRIVATE, G.S.I.—When the present military stress is over, 
then, no doubt, the privilege of discharge by purchase will 
again be granted. Those discharged by purchase hereafter 
will be furloughed to the reserve, unless the Secretary de- 


cides in the particular case to wholly discharge the applicant.” 


DRUM MAJOR.—It may be that the General Deficiency 
bill will provide the funds for reimbursement of property 
losses sustained in the Texas storm last year, 


Cc. E. H. asks: I enlisted in the Army in 1911 and was 
told that I would get four cents per mile transportation at 
time of discharge, but got only two cents and now it was 
changed to three and one-half cents. Is there any way for me 
to get the difference between two and four cents or two and 
three and one-half cents now, after being discharged nearly 
two years? Answer: No. The recruiting officer no doubt told 
you what existing law authorized for travel pay on discharge 
at that time, but he could not guarantee a gratuity that 
Congress had the power to change at any time. The enlist- 
ment contract did not contain a clause promising you any 
rate for transportation on discharge. 

G. W. F.—The National Defense Act, as printed in our 
issue of May 20, provides for various new grades in the Army, 
and where these take the place of extra duty details, the 
latter are discontinued and the work is performed by the new 
grades. 

W. P. S. asks: A soldier wishes to be transferred to Army 
Reserve on Sept. 5, 1916, and he notifies his battery com- 
mander thirty days ahead of time and after Sept. 5, when the 
soldier’s three years are up, he is held in the Service for 
convenience of Government because the said soldier is serving 
with the troops in Mexico. Upon arrival in United States, 
after the troops are withdrawn from Mexico, will this soldier 
be transferred to the Army Reserve, or will he have to serve 
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25 and 50 cents

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four years before he will be allowed to transfer to the Re- 
serve? Answer: Your contract does not guarantee your fur- 
lough to Reserve before four years’ service. The Secretary 
of War may, in his discretion, furlough three-year men. Exi- 
gencies of the Service have led the Secretary to withhold this 
privilege. At the present time it is not possible to say when 
you may pass to the Reserve. Perhaps at end of four years’ 
service, and then held to service with the Reserves who have 
been called to the colors. 

M. J. K.—Under what bill do you seek promotion on the 
retired list? 


J. J. M.—It would seem that a man who has had an ex- 
cellent record since 1899 should be able to get credit for his 


. former service, from 1887, which was terminated by discharge 


without honor and followed by enlistment under an assumed 
name, It is worth a trial, and application through the chan- 
nel, giving full particulars, is recommended. 

F. S.—Apply through the channel regarding schools in the 
Marine Corps, known as schools of application. 

D. W. D.—Generally speaking, troops at San Antonio would 
be considered border troops. As the Army Appropriation bill 
was not signed until Aug. 29, the Judge Advocate General 
has not rendered any opinions upon its various new pro- 
visions of law, published in our issue of Aug. 12. When we 
speak of border troops we mean troops in the states bordering 
on Mexico, although the actual border is along the Rio Grande 
and the international boundary south of New Mexico, Arizona 
and California.

Cap- 
tain King said, in part: ‘“‘We must not lose sight of the fact 
that men in prison are sent there for punishment, not for pleas- 
ure, and while I, of course, do not advocate returning to the 
barbarous bodily punishments formerly administered to con- 
victs, I do believe that every criminal should be treated accord- 
accomplish this, I advocate the expert mental examination and 
diagnosis of every convict in the United States. This plan is 
ing to the offense for which he was convicted. To intelligently 
the continuation of real progress in handling criminals, re- 
forming them and protecting society and the state. Its use 
should be the addition of the present generation to the upbuild- 
ing of the general good. Every penal institution should have 
a medical bureau under charge of specially trained experts, par- 
ticularly able in treating and understanding mental diseases. 
Every person sent to the institution should be individually 
studied by this department and then advice given to the state 
as to his treatment or punishment and time of confinement.” 
Before adjourning the association offered its services to the 
War Department to arrange and help ihe Government in finger 
printing volunteers and militia in case of a sudden declaration 
of war, when men would enlist by thousands and probably 
swamp the Army print-takers. All regular soldiers are finger 
printed for identification.
